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MESSAGE  FROM  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 
"BOLD  MISSIONS" 

The  Home  Mission  Board  with  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Conventions  is 
developing  a  nationwide  Bold  Mission  Thrust  with  an  emphasis  on  proclaiming  the 
gospel  and  starting  new  congregations.  In  order  to  fulfill  this  commitment,  it  is 
essential  that  the  efforts  come  together  in  the  Association.  The  Associations  are 
invited  to  join  in  this  nationwide  four-year  thrust....  1976  through  1979. 

The  objectives  of  this  Bold  Mission  Thrust  are  twofold:  (1)  Let  every  person  in  our 
land  have  an  opportunity  to  hear  and  accept  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ;  (2)  Let  every 
person  in  our  land  have  an  opportunity  to  share  in  the  witness  and  ministry  of  a  New 
Testament  fellowship  of  believers. 

In  order  to  achieve  the  two  objectives,  four  target  areas  of  concern  have  been 
identified:  (1)  Counties  or  areas  without  an  effective  evangelistic  witness;  (2)  Key 
cities;  (3)  Cultural  and  lifestyle  groups;  and  (4)  Transitional  communities  with  church 
in  crises. 

Many  of  the  churches  in  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  are  located  in  areas  and 
minister  to  persons  who  live  in  areas  that  fit  into  at  least  two  target  areas  of  concern: 
CULTURAL  AND  LIFESTYLE  GROUPS  and  TRANSITIONAL  COMMUNITIES. 

Almost  the  entire  area  of  the  New  River  Association  is  affected  by  mixed  and 
changing  cultures  and  lifestyle  groups.  To  a  large  measure  this  has  been  brought 
about  by  the  presence  of  the  military  community.  No  longer  is  our  community  an 
isolated  southern  one  possessing  only  the  characteristics  of  our  southern  culture  which 
is  highly  influenced  by  the  church.  Almost  every  community  has  pockets,  subdivisions, 
or  "layers"  of  persons  of  various  cultural,  sociological,  religious,  and  lifestyle  groups 
who  are  often  bypassed  by  the  churches,  even  though  we  hang  out  our  signs  and  say 
"Welcome". 

We  have  learned  the  hard  way  that  persons,  in  selecting  the  church  they  will  attend, 
do  so  to  a  great  extent  on  the  basis  of  their  sociological  and  economic  backgrounds. 
Persons  often  drive  by  one  or  more  Baptist  churches  to  get  to  the  one  of  their  choice. 

We  need  to  identify  the  cultural  and  lifestyle  groups  in  our  communities.  It  may  be 
necessary  to  begin  additional  and  different  types  of  work  in  these  communities  even 
though  geographically  they  are  close  in  proximity  to  an  existing  church. 

Secondly,  and  additionally,  we  must  recognize  that  some  churches  in  the  city  as  well 
as  in  rural  areas  are  located  in  transitional  communities.  For  instance,  we  have  rural 
churches  whose  settings  have  completely  changed  because  of  the  development  of 
nearby  subdivisions. 

Those  of  us  who  are  natives  to  eastern  North  Carolina  are  rural  in  oar  background 
and,  consequently,  our  outlook  has  been  molded  by  the  socio-economic  background  of 
our  area.  In  recent  years,  however,  persons  from  all  walks  of  life  and  from  all  parts  of 
the  world  have  moved  in  around  us.  Often  we  do  not  understand  them  and  they 
likewise  do  not  understand  us. 

Our  communities  are  constantly  changing.  Therefore,  we  are  unable  to  win 
them.... partially  because  of  the  wide  chasm  of  lifestyle  and  socio-economic 
differences. 

There  is  no  easy  answer  to  be  given  to  reach  people  of  different  lifestyles  and  those 
who  live  in  transitional  communities.  Though,  effort  must  be  made  in  establishing  a 
witness  and  creating  an  opportunity  of  sharing  in  a  New  Testament  fellowship  of 
believers. 

Our  concept  of  a  "church  field"  or  "territory"  needs  to  be  changed.  As  previously 
stated,  persons  will  drive  great  distances  to  attend  the  church  of  their  choice.  Very 
often  there  are  communities  around  the  church  building  that  are  untouched  by  our 
traditional  ministry.  New  ways  must  be  devised  to  reach  people  in  their  setting.... with 
Bible  Study  Fellowships,  satellite  missions,  and  new  preaching  stations. 
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No,  the  answer  to  reaching  people  is  not  easy.  Yet  we  need  to  do  some  things  which 
we  are  not  now  doing.... for  we  are  not  involving  people  anywhere  near  to  the  ratio  in 
which  our  population  is  increasing. 

Moreover,  churches  need  to  take  a  long  hard  look  at  their  purpose  as  churches.  To 
fulfill  the  mandate  of  our  Lord,  we  are  to  be  ministering  churches.  His  concept  of  the 
Church  was  never  one  in  which  and  to  which  people  would  gather  in  retreat  from  the 
world  cloistered  as  an  institution  separated  from  the  world.  Rather,  He  emphasized 
that  we  should  go  into  the  world  and  minister  to  people  in  their  needs,  where  they 
are.... taking  the  message  of  Christ  which  brmgs  the  abundant  life. 

As  He  came  to  give  and  to  minister,  so,  indeed,  must  His  Church  also. 

"Lord,  make  us  instruments  of  Thy  peace.  Where  there  is  hatred,  let  us  sow  love; 
where  there  is  injury,  pardon;  where  there  is  discord,  union;  where  there  is  doubt, 
faith;  where  there  is  despair,  hope;  where  there  is  darkness,  light;  and  where  there  is 
sadness,  joy. 

"O  Divine  Master,  grant  that  we  may  not  so  much  seek  to  be  consoled  as  to  console; 
to  be  understood,  as  to  understand;  to  be  loved,  as  to  love.  For  it  is  in  giving  that  we 
receive.  It  is  in  pardoning  that  we  are  pardoned.  And  it  is  in  dying  that  we  are  born  to 
eternal  life.  Amen."  -  St.  Francis  of  Assisi.

Constitution 

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

The  name  of  the  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  cooperating 
with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  II.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and 
cooperation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the  doctrines 
and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and 
practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of 
God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to  promote 
missions,  benevolence,  stewardship.  Christian  education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men 
to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth;  and  to  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches  and 
missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with  the 
body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers  plus  the 
pastor  for  the  First  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional 
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messenger  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the 
first  one  hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be 
entitled  to  more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in 
the  annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  Associational  meeting,  and  shall  be  seated  and 
entitled  to  participate  in  the  affairs  of  the  body. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches 
or  newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for 
membership  in  this  association,  and  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Missions  Committee  not  later  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  meeting.  Upon 
recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a 
two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present;  provided  the  membership  for  the  first 
year  shall  be  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association.  After  which  time,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  will  be  granted  full 
membership  in  the  Association. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  another 
association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an 
associational  letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual  meeting,  or  that  fails 
to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at  large,  and  this  association, 
shall  be  counseled  with  by  a  special  committee  which  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first 
Executive  Board  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  If  such  church 
has  not  mended  its  ways  by  the  next  annual  meeting,  the  association  with  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  present  and  voting  may  withdraw  fellowship.  Every  effort 
possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into  the  fellowship  of  the  association 
through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee, 
the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and 
voting  at  the  regular  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV.  AUTHORITY 

The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the  right  to  determine 
its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise  any 
authority  over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it,  or  which  may  have 
been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to  lend  any  assistance  or 
counsel  to  any  church  making  request  for  such  help. 

ARTICLE  V.  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTIONS 

SECTION  A.  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  and  Historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  Association  and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.) 
They  shall  serve  until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  Moderator  and 
Vice-Moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive  years  of  service. 
SECTION  B.  ORGANIZATION  OFFICERS 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  and  all  chairmen  of 
standing  committees  are  organization  officers.  In  order  that  a  program  of  work  be 
properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  Nominating  Committee,  at  the  April 
session  of  the  Exective  Board  shall  submit  the  names  of  those  to  fill  the  above 
mentioned   offices    for    the    coming    year.    (Their    nomination    does    not    preclude 
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nominations  from  the  floor.)  These  persons  shall  be  elected  by  the  majority  vote  of  the 
Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  planning  a  program  of 
work  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the  succeeding  year  and 
with  aiding  the  Nominating  Committee  in  enlisting  leaders  in  their  respective 
organizations  or  committees.  All  officers  shall  have  their  election  confirmed  by  the 
Association  in  its  annual  session. 

The  officers  listed  in  Sections  A  and  B  may  be  either  laymen  or  pastors  of 
cooperating  churches. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Association  in  an  orderly  manner 
and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or  members  of  the 
body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  in  the  absence  of  or  at  the 
direction  of  the  Moderator  and  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  such  ways  as  he  may 
direct.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board.  The  Clerk  shall  superintend  the  compilation, 
printing,  and  distributing  of  the  Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and 
other  important  papers  of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  recieve  an  honorarium  for 
his  service. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Association,  and  shall  disburse 
by  check  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  Associational  Budget,  or  according 
to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  Association  upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly 
authorized.  He  shall  keep  records  of  all  monies  received,  with  sources  and 
designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  fiscal  year, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association  for  approval.  The  Treasurer  shall  be 
bonded  and  the  records  audited  according  to  the  policy  of  the  Executive  Board. 

5.  The  Historian  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  Association,  beginning 
with  the  organization.  The  Association  shall  request  the  churches  and  individuals  who 
may  possess  historical  information  about  the  Association  to  make  it  accessible  to  the 
Historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal  year  and  present  his 
annual  report  to  the  Association  for  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VI.  STAFF  MEMBERS 

A.  GENERAL 

1.  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  the  financial 
welfare  of  its  employees  within  the  framework  of  the  budget  or  that  which  is  agreed 
upon  by  the  Association  of  its  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  annually,  before  the  budget  is  prepared,  review 
the  salaries  and  other  benefits  of  the  employees  of  the  Association  and  make 
recommendations  regarding  the  financial  benefits  to  the  Stewardship  Committee 
and/or  the  Executive  Board  or  Association.  Moreover,  the  Personnel  Committee  shall 
make  recommendations  regarding  sick  leave,  vacations,  etc. 

B.  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 
1.  Calling 

When  the  office  of  Director  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive  Board  or  the 
Association  will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of  five  persons  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  finding  a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The 
committee  shall  bring  only  one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association 
and  action  may  be  taken  by  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its 
Executive  Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular  matter  there 
must   be   two-thirds   (2/3)   of  the   membership   churches   represented   in   order  to 
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constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those  persons  present 
Zll  be  necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nommee  fad  to  receive  a 
two-thirds  (2/3)  vote,  the  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

2    Terminaton  of  Relationship  .    .  ,      j-      i     j    ^ 

The  Relationship  of  the  Director  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be  dissolved  at 

the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  In  either  case, 

1,  least  thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given   of  termination   of  relationship,   unless

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Director  of  Missions  at  least 
thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  date.  Employment  may  be  terminated  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Director  Missions  to  the  Military  ^--tnes  and  Personnel 
Committees  and  upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board.  A  notice  ot  thirty

Ministries  and  the  Personnel  Committees  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Director  ot 
Missions.  He  shall  be  called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board.

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Director  of  Missions  at  least 
thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  day.

He  shalTbe  directly  responsible  to  the  Director  of  Missions  and  shall  execute  his 
duties  in  accordance  with  the  job  description. 

ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A.  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  pastor  and  two 
lay  representatives  from  each  church  and  mission.  The  lay  representatives  shall  be 
elected  by  their  churches.  The  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at 
least  one  member  from  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer,  and  Historian  shall  be  members  ot  the 
Executive  Board.

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Association  between 
sessions,  promote  programs  authorized  by  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all  directives 
given  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  the  various 
departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association  of  all 
work  carried  on  and  of  all  finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work  or 
project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the  Executive  Board 
members  present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call  of 
the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION  B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following  offices 
of  the  Association:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Chairmen  of  the  Evangelism 
and  Missions  Committees,  Director  of  Sunday  School,  Church  Training  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Music  Director,  and 
Director  of  Missions.  Other  officers  and  committee  members  will  be  invited  to  meet 
with  the  Council  for  consultation  when  matters  related  to  their  work  are  to  be 
considered.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Council. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the 
Executive  Board.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various 
groups  and  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth 
operation  of  the  Associational  Program. 

4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  the 
Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  program  of  activities  to  the 
Execitive  Board  at  its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  C.  ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  Associational  organizations  shall  be  maintained  and  promoted  for  the 
benefit  of  the  work  of  the  churches:  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Music, 
Brotherhood  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  wise 
for  the  attainment  of  the  objectives  of  the  Association.  All  officers  of  the  organizations 
shall  be  members  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  and  in  good  standing. 
Their  duties  shall  be  understood  to  be  in  line  with  the  functions  set  forth  in  the 
promotional  literature  for  their  respective  organizations,  as  produced  or  approved  by 
the  State  or  Conventionwide  agencies  functioning  in  a  like  area,  and  set  forth  in  this 
Constitution.  Additional  to  any  other  reports,  all  Associational  organizations  shall 
make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  no 
later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

SECOND  D.  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  committees:  Christian  Social  Ministries, 
Constitution,  Evangelism,  Military  Ministries,  Missions,  Nominating,  Ordination, 
Personnel,  Program,  Resolutions,  Stewardship,  and  Trustees.  Additional  Committees 
may  be  added  at  the  Executive  Board  meeting  by  majority  vote.  Additional  to  any 
other  reports  made,  all  Committees  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association. 
This  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  of 
the  Associational  year.  All  Committee  members  shall  be  members  of  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Association  and  in  good  standing, 

1.  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  work  closely  with  the  Director  of  Christian 
Socail  Ministries  in  the  development  and  promotion  of  a  program  aimed  at  meeting  the 
Christian  social  needs  of  the  people  within  the  Association.  The  Committee  shall  serve 
as  a  liaison  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  There  shall  be  seven  members  on  the 
Committee. 
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2.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  to  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  and  to  present 
any  changed  to  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  Committee  shall  consist  of 
three  persons. 

3.  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  effective  program  of 
Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  Agencies  and  the 
Association.  It  shall  plan  and  promote  simultaneous  crusades  and  evangelistic  rallies 
to  lift  the  evangelistic  spirit  of  the  Association  and  its  compassion  for  non-Christians. 

4.  MILITARY  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

The  Military  Ministries  Committee  shall  work  with  the  Director  of  Welcome  Inn  in 
developing  a  program  which  will  assist  the  churches  in  their  ministry  to  military 
personnel.  The  Committee  shall  also  assist  in  providing  an  adequate  program  at 
Welcome  Inn.  The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons. 

5.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  It  shall  work  with  the  Director 
of  Missions  in  promoting  mission  work  and  emphases  in  general.  Moreover,  it  shall 
assist  in  discovering  and  starting  new  work,  establishing  new  mission  stations  and 
churches.  The  Committee  shall  seek  to  maintain  a  close  liaison  between  the  churches, 
Association,  and  Denominaton. 

6.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

a.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to  guide,  advise,  and 
coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nominate  the  general  Associational 
officers,  Associational  committees,  organizational  officers,  representatives  as 
requested  by  the  Association,  which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the  Association  or 
its  Executive  Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate  to  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have  occurred.  Nominations  by  the 
Committee  do  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 

b.  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members, 
either  pastors,  laymen  or  laywomen,  named  for  one  year.  It  is  considered  a  good  policy 
to  have  a  "carryover"  of  one  or  two  members  from  the  previous  year's  Committee. 
The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational  Council  and 
elected  by  the  Executive  Board. 

7.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  five  ordained 
ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall  act  in  advisory  capacity  for 
churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seeking  assistance.  The  Committee  shall  assist 
any  church  which,  by  formal  action  of  the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the 
examination  of  candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well  in  advance  of  the 
ordination  service.  The  candidate  shall  be  given  a  thorough  examination  regarding  his 
Christian  experience,  doctrinal  position,  morals,  marital  status,  knowledge  and 
view  on  and  of  church  policy,  denominational  loyalty,  etc. 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make  its 
recommendation  to  the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of  the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the  church  in  planning  and 
carrying  out  the  ordination  service. 

8.  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  The  Committee  shall 
be  charged  with  all  personnel  matters  relative  to  all  employees  of  the  New  River 
Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  except  in  the  employment  of  the  Director  of 
Missions. 
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9.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who  shall  be  charged 
with  the  responsiblity  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of  the  annual  meeting  and  of 
selecting  the  speaker  for  doctrinal  and  missionary  sermons.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee. 

10.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons.  It  shall  draw  up 
resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  Associational  body  shall  deem  necessary.  These  shall 
be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or  to  the  Executive  Board. 

11.  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  and  the  Treasurer. 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program.  It  shall 
prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  July  Executive  Board  meeting.  The 
budget  shall  be  officially  adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session  and  shall  be 
retroactive  to  October  1. 

c.  It  shall  seek  to  stimulate  the  stewardship  consciousness  of  the  people  of  the 
Association  by  encouraging  Bible  study  on  the  subject,  by  publicizing  available 
stewardship  materials,  and  by  leading  in  denominational  emphases  and  fostering 
stewardship  revivals  and  campaigns. 

12.  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term  of  office  shall  be 
for  three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expiring  each  year.  Upon  the  expiration  of 
a  term  of  service,  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be  re-elected  to  another  term  of  three 
years  after  a  waiting  period  of  one  year. 

Duties:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters.  They  shall 
act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of  Associational  property. 
They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages, 
inter\ene  in  all  suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in  them  by  the  Association.  They  shall 
have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Association,  and  are  not  personally 
bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to  be  legal  assignees  of  the  Association.  All  persons 
dealing  with  the  Trustees,  as  Associational  officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written 
resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  directing  and 
authorizing  the  Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associational 
Moderator  and  Clerk. 

SECTION  E.  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  representatives  of  institutions  and 
agencies.  Additional  to  other  duties  and  responsibilities  which  may  be  set  forth, 
written  reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Association.  These  reports  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  representative  shall  keep  the  Association  informed  of  the  progress  and  changes 
in  the  field  of  Christian  Education.  He  shall  endeavor  to  promote  the  work  of  our 
colleges.  Statistical  information  from  the  Baptist  colleges  should  be  reported.  Possible 
wavs  in  which  the  local  church  can  assist  in  this  work  should  be  pointed  out. 

2.  SOCIAL  SERVICE  MINISTRIES 

The  Social  Service  Representative  shall  represent  the  Children's  Homes,  Homes  for 
the  Aging,  and  Nonh  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  the 
Association  informed  about  what  these  institutions  are  doing  and  of  any  existing  needs 
of  the  institutions.  He  shall  seek  to  inform  the  churches  of  their  opportunity  to  share  in 
the  needs  of  the  institutions  bv  special  offerings. 

3.  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  ' 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Representative  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  keeping  the 
Association  informed  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  of  North 
Carolina,  and  Southern  Baptist  Foundation.  He  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Foundation  in  the  Association. 
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4.  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

The  Biblical  Recorder  Representative  shall  have  the  duty  of  informing  the  churches 
of  the  Recorder  and  its  availability  to  the  membership.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  promote 
the  circulation  of  the  Recorder  in  the  Association. 

5.  ANNUITY  BOARD 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annuity  Board  Repesentative  to  keep  the  churches 
informed  of  the  policies  and  programs  of  the  Annuity  Board.  He  shall  give  assistance 
any  person  or  church  of  the  Association  who  requests  information  or  services 
concerning  the  work  of  the  Board.  Moreover,  he  shall  encourage  the  churches  of  the 
Association  to  participate  in  the  programs  which  are  available  to  pastors  and  other 
employees  of  the  churches. 

6.  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  Representative  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Society 
keeping  the  Association  informed  of  its  program  of  work.  Moreover,  he  shall  seek  to 
aid  any  church  or  individual  in  specific  matters  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

SECTION  F.  SERVICEMEN'S  CENTER 

The  Servicemen's  Center  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Association  and 
shall  be  related  to  the  organizational  structure  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other 
organizations.  Guidelines  for  the  operation  of  the  Center  shall  be  kept  current  by  the 
Military  Ministries  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and  place  as  it 
may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated  time 
and/or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  The 
Executive  Board  shall  promote  the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its 
promotional  organizations,  and  its  standing  committees. 

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  Association 
by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  notice  of 
such  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board 
meeting,  and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted  on 
in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 


By-Laws 


ARTICLE  I.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  October 
to  the  last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association  shall  cover 
this  period. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  in  the  month  of 
October.  The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee  or 
other  authorized  by  the  Association  and  approved  by  the  body.  The  Executive  Board 
may  make  such  adjustments  in  the  time,  place,  and  preacher  as  may  become  necessary 
because  of  circumstances  which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
whole  body. 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  Association  must  be  members  of  churches  within  the 
Association,  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to 
Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 
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ARTICLE  V.  All  Associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make 
reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  and/or  the  Association,  The 
Executive  Board  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  committees  only 
to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of  the 
organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VL  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous 
business  at  each  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for  at 
each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our  Baptist 
work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Program  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Messengers  to  the  Association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise, 
address  the  Moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger 
shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers 
desiring  to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the 
body,  the  Moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority 
vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not 
later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session.

April  20,  1976

Don  Dawson,  Christian  Socail  Ministries;  Everitte  Barbee,  Constitution;  Bill  Sutton, 
Evangelism;  Maintenance,  Bill  Rowe;  Military  Ministries,  Lynn  Larrick;  Ordainmg, 
Paul  Odum;  Personnel,  Paul  Mull;  Resolutions,  Ann  Mull;  Stewardship,  Fred  High; 
and  Trustees,  Jimmy  Midgett. 

Rev.  Lindy  Long  reported  on  the  State  VBS  Clinic  and  announced  plans  for  the 
Associational  VBS  Clinic  to  be  held  on  April  29  at  the  New  River  Baptist  Church. 

Mrs.  Mary  Baggett  gave  a  report  on  the  WMU  Annual  Meeting  to  be  held  April  27 
at  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville.  This  will  be  a  dinner  meeting  and  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Wendall  Parker,  missionaries  to  Guatemala,  will  be  guest  speakers. 

Rev.  Carl  Poston  announced  a  very  important  meeting  of  the  Bicentennial 
Committee  scheduled  for  April  29. 
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Rev.  Tom  Fewell  reported  seven  persons  trained  in  the  Laubach  Literacy  method, 
115  persons  attending  the  Youth  in  Trouble  Conference,  with  29  persons  volunteering 
to  help  work  with  youth.  Some  of  these  are  now  being  trained. 

July  13,  1976

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REPORT  FROM  DIRECTOR  OF  CSM 

How  do  you  love  and  concern?  How  did  Jesus  Christ  show  love  and  concern?  I  have 
been  trying  to  show  love  and  concern  in  the  same  way  that  Christ  showed  it.  The  CSM 
program  in  our  Association  is  a  part  of  that  expression.  Many  of  you  have  joined  with 
me  in  that  effort  and  lives  have  been  changed  and  many  have  been  brought  mto  a 
meaningful  relationship  to  Christ.  Let  me  share  with  you  some  of  what  has  been 

happening.  u     a     a 

The  Clothes  Closet  ministry  continues  to  meet  a  very  real  need.  Over  one  hundred 
and  thirty  families  have  been  ministered  to  by  this  program.  Fifteen  of  our  churches 
have  been  involved  in  running  the  Clothes  Closet. 

The  WMU's  of  those  churches  deserve  a  word  of  thanks.  There  have  also  been  some 
improvements  in  the  building.  Some  of  the  women  from  Blue  Creek  Baptist  Church 
have  done  an  outstanding  job  of  painting  and  cleaning  up  the  Clothes  Closet.  Shelves 
have  been  built  and  permanent  clothes  racks  have  been  installed.  Things  are  really 
looking  good  out  there  and  it  is  a  joy  to  work  in  the  Clothes  Closet. 

We  have  also  ministered  to  many  families  through  the  counseling  and  Crisis 
Intervention  program.  I  have  worked  with  79  families  or  individuals  in  counseling  and 
84  families  or  individuals  in  Crisis  situations.  Many  other  families  were  helped  by  the 
churches  of  our  Association  and  community. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  trained  eight  tutors.  We  know  of  four  tutors  that  have 
worked  with  a  total  of  six  students.  Many  of  the  tutors  that  we  train  do  not  inform  us  of 
the  number  of  students  that  they  work  with,  so  that  is  why  this  figure  is  so  small. 

There  were  two  rather  successful  conferences  during  the  year.  We  had  one  hundred 
fourteen  people  attend  the  Youth  in  Trouble  Conference.  The  program  was 
exceptionally  good  and  I  felt  good  about  the  response.  There  were  one  hundred 
seventeen  people  that  attended  the  Family  Enrichment  Conference.  We  were  all 
inspired  by  Dr.  Charles  Petty  and  hope  to  have  him  back  in  our  Association  next  year. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  involved  with  a  number  of  community  agencies.  I 
am  on  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Maranatha  House,  a  halfway  house  for  alcoholic 
women.  I  am  on  the  Drug  Advisory  Board  and  work  with  the  Mental  Health  Center  on 
some  cases.  I  have  also  worked  with  the  Department  of  Social  Services,  Food  Stamp 
Office,  Human  Development  Agency,  Probation  and  Parole  Office,  and  Vocational 
Rehabilitation.  I  am  on  the  Board  of  the  United  Way  Campaign.  I  am  also  working  with 
a  committee  of  concerned  people  to  develop  a  community  program  to  deal  with  the 
child  abuse  problem.  I  feel  that  all  these  involvements  help  me  to  stay  in  touch  with 
those  problems  that  exist  within  our  community.  You  pray  for  me  as  I  continue  to 
minister  to  people  in  the  name  of  Christ.

Looking  back  on  one  year  of  work  here  at  Welcome  Inn,  we  see  that  the  Lord  has 
honored  efforts  of  the  New  River  Association  by  making  possible  this  ministry  to  the 
military  of  our  area,  thus  carrying  out  the  "Great  Commission"  of  our  Lord  expressed 
in  Matthew  28:19-20.

For  the  month  of  January  and  two  weeks  of  February,  your  Director  had  the 
privilege  of  study  in  the  School  of  Pastoral  Care,  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital, 
Winston-Salem.  Thanks  for  your  generosity. 

Thanks,  too,  to  Jax  Portion  Pak  for  a  new  automatic  coffee  dispenser.  This  makes 
coffee  serving  much  cleaner  and  quicker.  The  Newton  Sign  Company  and  the 
Thompson  Sign  Company  have  donated  some  new  signs  which  give  us  more 
advertisement  on  the  streets.  The  ladies  of  our  Association  have  done  a  fine  job  in 
furnishing  cakes  for  Welcome  Inn  during  this  past  year.  Thank  you,  ladies,  for  those 
delicious  cakes,  which  the  men  enjoy  very  much. 

Many  of  you  men  and  some  of  your  wives  have  volunteered  to  work  with  us  in  the 
evenings  and  on  weekends,  and  we  appreciate  your  help  very  much.  Our  prayer  is 
always  that  God  may  bless  you  in  all  your  efforts  to  bring  Christian  love  and  concern  to 
the  servicemen  who  are  here  in  Jacksonville.

5.  To  develop  programs  of  weekday  ministry  in  areas  of  high  concentration  of 
families,  such  as  mobile  home  parks,  housing  developments  and  apartments. 

6.  To  provide  support  and  guidance  to  Christian  families  in  our  Association. 

7.  To  provide  training  and  support  to  the  pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

8.  To  provide  resources  and  direction  to  churches  in  the  Association  as  they  develop 
programs  of  ministry  within  their  community. 

9.  To  coordinate  and  relate  the  programs  of  the  Association  to  the  total  community 
and  its  agencies.

MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

One  of  the  main  and  general  responsibilities  of  the  Missions  Committee  is  to  lead  in 
promoting  mission  work.  Also  it  is  given  the  task  of  discovering  and  starting  new  work. 

I.  One  of  the  highlights  of  your  Missions  Committee  this  past  Associational  year  was 
to  be  instrumental  in  acting  for  the  Association  in  purchasing  four  acres  of  land  on 
University  Drive  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Baptist  Witness.  The  land  was 
purchased  from  the  Westminster  Company  at  a  cost  of  $30,000.00  A  $10,000.00  down 
payment  was  made  and  the  remaining  $20,000.00  was  financed  by  the  Westminster 
Company  over  a  five  year  period  at  9%  simple  interest.  The  Trustees  of  the 
Association  effected  the  transaction  on  October  10,  1976. 

II.  The  Missions  Committee  was  also  involved  in  studying  the  needs  of  the 
Association  regarding  space  and  additional  facilities  at  Welcome  Inn,  which  also  house 
the  Associational  offices. 

Ihe  Missions  Committee,  along  with  the  Christian  Social  Ministries,  Military 
Ministries,  and  Stewardship  Committees  made  an  in  depth  study  regarding  the  needs. 
As  a  result  the  proposal  was  made  to  the  Associational  Executive  Board  that  the 
Association  build  an  addition  to  the  existing  building  of  about  2,000  square  feet  at  a 
cost  of  $22,000.00  It  was  further  recommended  that  churches  contribute  $3.00  per 
resident  member,  to  be  paid  over  a  two  year  period.  It  was  felt  that  this  would  cover 
the  construction  costs. 
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III.  The  leadership  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Church  has  un-officially  proposed  that 
they  be  permitted  to  relocate  their  facilities  on  the  property  being  purchased  on 
University  Drive.  They  further  un-officially  propose  that  the  Association  purchase 
their  existing  property. 

The  Missions  Committee  along  with  four  other  Associational  Committees  made  a 
brief  study  of  this  and  recommended  that  the  Association  make  an  in  depth  study  at 
the  appropriate  time,  and  that  a  full  report  be  given  at  the  January  Executive  Board 
meeting.  It  was  further  recommended  that  the  new  construction  on  the  present 
Associational  facilities  be  postponed  pending  the  findings  of  the  report. 

IV.  The  following  requests  for  financial  aid  to  be  requested  from  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  State  Convention  were  studied  by  the  Missions  Committee  with  the 
recommendation  that  they  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Association. 

A.  Request  for  pastorial  aid

B.  Request  for  Lot  Aid 

Galilee  $2,500.00

V.  Summer  Ministries 

A.  Holiday  Mobile  Home  Park 

Again  this  year  the  Association  conducted  a  daily  program  for  children  during  a 
ten  week  period.  The  Mobile  Chapel  owned  by  the  Association  was  utilized.  Between 
forty  and  fifty  children  were  involved  in  the  program.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Hudler  was  the 
summer  worker.  The  work  was  jointly  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  the  Association. 

B.  Resort  Ministries 

Mr.  Bill  Massey,  a  colonel  in  the  Marine  Corp,  and  a  member  of  the  Blue  Creek 
Church,  conducted  worship  services  at  the  Surf  City  Camp  Ground  on  West  Onslow 
Beach  for  a  thirteen  week  period.  This  ministry  was  in  cooperation  with  the  Missions 
Division  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention. 

VI.  Week  of  Prayer  for  Associational  Missions 

The  Association  promoted  the  Annual  Week  of  Prayer  for  Associational  Missions 
in  August.  This  has  proven  to  be  effective  in  further  informing  our  people  of  the  work 
being  undertaken  in  the  Association. 

The  following  churches  participated  in  giving  a  special  offering  which  was  used 
toward  the  purchase  of  the  land  on  University  Drive;  Bear  Creek;  Blue  Creek; 
Catherine  Lake;  Cedar  Fork;  Grants'  Creek;  Jacksonville  First;  Kellum;  Maple  Hill; 
Midville;  New  River;  Richlands  First;  Salem,  and  Tar  Landing.  A  total  of  $1,301.11 
was  given.

The  faithful  stewardship  of  individual  Christians  and  the  missionary  vision  of  our 
churches,  expressed  through  their  support  of  the  Cooperative  Program  enables 
Southern  Baptists  to  maintain  a  growing  World  Missions  Program.  The  stewardship 
theme  for  this  year  is  "Bold  Believers  in  Giving."  Through  the  Cooperative  Program 
we  demonstrate  our  mission  commitment. 

For  the  Christian,  commitment  to  the  task  that  Jesus  set  forth  involves  a  total  way  of 
life.  This  may  be  referred  to  as  the  Christian  life  style.  One  man  said  that  as  he  turned 
his  life  over  to  the  Lordship  of  Christ  and  discovered  the  demands  of  discipleship,  he 
suddenly  realized  that  his  house,  his  possessions,  and  his  occupational  skills  belonged 
to  Christ  literally,  and  that  they  were  to  be  used  in  trust  to  accomplish  Christ's 
mission. 

For  the  church,  commitment  to  the  bold  mission  task  calls  for  a  specific  life  style. 
Churches  are  stewards,  too.  The  church  must  demonstrate  a  commitment  to  the 
mission  task  in  the  use  of  all  possessions  if  it  is  to  be  true  to  the  command  of  Jesus. 
Every  church  is  challenged  to  increase  annually  the  percentage  of  its  income  given 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.

During  the  1975 
year  the  churches  of  our  association  gave  $62,948.00  through  the  Cooperative 
Program.  In  1975-76  our  churches  gave  $58,810.22  for  associational  missions.  Our  goal 
was  $62,231.00. 

Here  are  some  suggestions  for  our  stewardship  program  in  our  churches: 

1.  That  a  stewardship  chairman  be  elected  in  every  church  in  our  association. 

2.  That  every  church  conduct  a  stewardship  emphasis  this  year. 

3.  Every  church  in  the  association  giving  something  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  for  world  mission  support,  EVERY  month. 

4.  Every  church  in  the  association  increasing  the  percentage  of  the  total  budget 
income  given  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

5.  Every  church  in  the  association  giving  the  suggested  amount  for  the  support  of 
associational  missions,  EVERY  month.

TRUSTEES  REPORT 

The  Trustees  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  have  the  responsibility  of 
representing  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters.  The  constitution  specifically  instructs 
the  Trustees  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  the  acquisition  of  Associational 
property. 

The  Association  voted  to  buy  four  acres  of  land  on  University  Drive  from  the 
Westminster  Company,  and  subsequently  instructed  the  Trustees  to  execute  its 
action.  The  transition  was  effected  by  the  Trustees  on  October  10,  1976  under  the 
following  terms:  The  total  price  of  the  land  was  $30,000.  A  $10,000  down  payment  was 
made  and  the  remaining  balance   of  $20,000  was  financed  by  the   Westminster 
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Company  over  a  period  of  five  years  at  the  rate  of  9%  simple  interest.  Quarterly 
payments  are  in  the  amount  of  $1,253.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

In  North  Carolina  2667  staff  members  of  2140  churches  and  associations  are 
participating  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  Program  -  2421  in  the  Family  Benefit 
Section  (Plan  A),  1069  in  the  Age  Security  section  (Plan  B),  and  240  in  the  Variable 
Benefit  Section  (Plan  C). 

Southern  Baptist  churches  depend  on  the  Annuity  Board  to  provide  retirement  and 
insurance  protection  to  pastors  and  others  in  church-related  vocations. 

The  Board  holds  in  trust  retirement  contributions  from  nearly  40,000  persons.  Their 
contributions  will  be  converted  into  annuity  benefits  when  they  retire. 

These  contributions,  taken  together,  are  considered  as  funds  held  in  trust  by  the 
Annuity  Board.  They  now  amount  to  $401,135,261.  While  this  appears  to  be  a  great 
deal  of  money,  this  must  be  divided  among  the  40,000  future  annuitants  and  serve 
their  lifetime,  post-retirement  needs. 

Darold  H,  Morgan,  president  of  the  Board,  described  1975  as  "an  excellent  year  of 
recovery,  growth,  and  optimism"  for  the  agency.  Income  from  the  investment  of  funds 
held  in  trust  attained  a  one-year  record  of  $23,149,064. 

Benefits  paid  to  retirees,  windows,  and  the  disabled  in  1975  amounted  to 
$15,734,003.  During  the  Annuity  Board's  58  years  of  existence,  it  has  paid  more  than 
$141  million  in  retirement  and  protection  benefits. 

A  13th  Check  issued  in  December,  1975  provided  8,221  annuitants  with  an  extra 
month's  income  to  help  them  combat  the  rapidly  rising  cost  of  living.  The  combined 
amount  of  this  extra  benefit  came  to  $733,585.  It  is  called  the  13th  Check  because  it  is 
over  and  above  the  12  regular  monthly  payments. 

The  Annuity  Board  helps  chuches  and  SBC  agencies  get  the  best  coverage  at  the 
most  advantageous  rates  in  life,  health,  and  disability  insurance.

^    BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  REPORT 

Have  you  watched  an  ant  pushing  a  seed  many  times  its  weight  and  size  over  rough 
ground  toward  its  hole?  Sometimes  the  ant  is  on  top  of  the  seed,  sometimes  it  is  on  top 
of  him.  His  progress  is  an  awkward  tumbling  and  rolling.  Finally  he  gets  a  firm  hold  on 
the  seed  and  marches  homeward.  The  ant  has  won  his  battle  over  a  thing;  he  has 
conquered  the  material.  He  disappears  into  his  black  hole,  a  creature  of  persistence 
and  wonder. 
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The  animal  instinct  for  things  pervades  all  nature.  The  squirrel  harbors  nuts  in  his 
tree  top  den;  the  whale  plunders  schools  offish  for  food;  and  the  oriole  gathers  grass 
and  twigs  for  its  nest.  With  most  creatures  the  instinct  for  things  is  a  desire  for  food 
and  shelter.  But  with  man  this  instinct  reaches  far  beyond  body  comfort  and 
self-preservation. 

Man  seems  to  be  the  only  one  of  God's  creatures  who  gathers  things  for  the  purpose 
of  just  gathering  things.  He  likes  to  own  and  to  contemplate  what  he  owns.  The  value 
of  what  he  owns  is  sometimes  beside  the  point.  A  refugee  from  Cuba  who  escaped  with 
a  trunk  full  of  rags,  guarded  those  worthless  items  wherever  she  went.  In  her  own  way 
she  was  rich  as  long  as  she  could  fmger  these  old  pieces  of  cloth.  An  African  chieftain 
was  a  millionaire  in  his  own  village  with  the  only  piece  of  colored  plastic  large  enough 
to  be  used  as  a  raincoat.  These  people,  poor  as  they  may  be,  are  greedy  as  the  man 
who  lovingly  fingers  his  stocks  and  bonds  in  the  quiet  of  the  bank  vault.  They  all  betray 
a  deep  inner  yearning  for  things,  and  like  the  ant,  what  they  hoard  is  often  bigger  than 
they  are.  They  would  go  to  any  length  to  hide  their  things  where  the  world  could  not 
take  them  away. 

This  tendency  is  not  altogether  bad.  God  has  planted  it  deep  in  human  life  as  a 
challenge  and  a  tool.  The  conquest  of  things  is  a  mountain  to  be  conquered.  The 
yearning  for  things  is  a  tool  by  which  one  moves  the  mountain.  God  gave  us  this 
tendency,  but  he  means  for  us  to  keep  it  under  control.  There  are  a  few  Bible  principles 
that  man  needs  to  keep  in  mind  to  assure  that  he  is  the  master  of  things,  and  that 
things  do  not  master  him. 

GOD  IS  THE  OWNER  OF  ALL  THINGS:  "The  earth  is  the  Lord's  and  the  fullness 
thereof;  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein"  (Psalm  24:1).  Man's  place  is  under 
God  as  a  steward  accountable  to  the  Owner.  Find  your  place  by  acknowledging  God  as 
the  owner  of  your  possessions,  making  Christ  the  Lord  of  your  life,  and  serving  Him 
faithfully  as  a  Christian  steward. 

Perhaps  you  are  like  the  ant,  always  struggling  with  things  bigger  than  you  are,  and 
always  their  master.  God  has  blessed  you  with  more  than  you  need.  Maybe  you  have 
awakened  to  the  need  for  a  more  responsible  stewardship.  If  this  is  true  then  face 
these  questions:  Have  you  provided  adequately  for  the  final  distribution  of  your 
estate?  Have  you  included  God  in  your  will?  Is  it  possible  for  you  to  contribute  to  a 
living  trust  for  one  of  God's  great  causes?  Can  you  finance  an  insurance  policy  on  your 
own  life  to  go  to  one  of  God's  institutions?

1976  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Old  Testament  prophet  Hosea  declared,  "My  people  are  destroyed  for  lack  of 
knowledge."  Because  of  a  great  information  void  concerning  truth,  Jeremiah  also 
cried  out,  "Publish  and  conceal  not." 

Just  as  in  Old  Testament  days,  communication  still  remains  one  of  the  most 
sensitive  problems  in  our  churches.  Think  for  a  moment--how  many  problems  has  your 
church  had  that  could  be  traced  to  a  lack  of  communication?  Too  many  church 
members  are  misled  because  they  are  uninformed,  poorly  informed,  or  misinformed. 
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Churches  must  take  initiative  to  provide  accurate  information  if  work  in  the  local 
church,  association,  and  convention  continue  to  show  progress. 

Each  year  more  churches  understand  the  importance  of  providing  the  RECORDER 
for  each  family.  When  this  is  done,  members  become  more  responsive  because  they 
are  better  informed.  Baptist  have  made  encouraging  progress  in  recent  years  through 
bold  mission  enterprises  and  this  can  be  traced  to  better-informed  church  members. 
Stewardship  gains  also  go  hand  in  hand  with  better  communications.  As  an  example, 
79  of  the  80  churches  which  led  their  associations  in  per  capita  mission  gifts  last  year 
have  a  RECORDER  club. 

Each  church  needs  to  look  at  its  budget  carefully  and  then  make  provision  to  send 
the  RECORDER  to  each  family.  Although  nearly  1,100  churches  in  the  state  have  the 
RECORDER  in  the  budget,  at  least  500  more  churches  should  take  this  step.  Such 
action  could  be  the  difference  between  mediocrity  and  greatness  in  your  church. 

W.  A.  Criswell,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Dallas,  Texas,  urges  all 
Baptists  to  "Stay  with  the  state  paper.  Increase  its  circulation.  Send  it  to  the  homes  of 
all  people.  The  reward  will  be  great." 

Louie  D.  Newton  of  Georgia  who  has  done  more  than  any  other  person  to  interpret 
the  value  of  Baptist  state  papers,  said:  "The  investment  any  church  can  make  in 
furthering  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  to  put  the  Baptist  state  paper  in  the  homes  of  the 
membership.  These  papers  are  the  packhorses  of  every  phase  of  denominational  life. 

If  this  "packhorse",  meaning  the  RECORDER,  is  not  going  to  every  family  in  your 
church,  may  this  be  the  year  that  you  take  this  step.

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION  REPORT 

A  careful  reading  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  history  reveals  that  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  was  organized  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Baptist  college. 
When  the  Convention  was  formed  in  1830,  there  were  two  church  academies  already  in 
existence,  as  well  as  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  Chapel  Hill.  However  Baptists 
wanted  their  own  school.  Wake  Forest  Institute  was  begun  in  1834.  Five  years  later  the 
Institute  became  Wake  Forest  College.  Thus,  Baptists  in  this  state  have  been  closely 
indentified  with  Christian  Higher  Education  for  142  years. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  support  Campbell  College,  Chowan  College,  Fruitland  Bible 
Institute,  Gardner-Webb  College,  Mars  Hill  College,  Meredith  College,  Wake  Forest 
University,  and  Wingate  College.  Across  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Vocational 
Christian  volunteers  totaled  21,127  for  1975-76  or  an  increase  of  1,997.  This  represents 
a  10.44  percent  increase.

SOCIAL  SERVICES  REPORT 

I.  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

"Christian  stewardship"  is  a  phrase  frequently  heard  in  staff  meetings  at  Baptist 
Hospital.  The  hospital's  leadership  holds  to  a  philosophy  of  administration  based  on 
stewardship  and  tries  to  pass  this  on  to  all  employees.  A  continuing  effort  is  made  to 
help  each  employee,  whatever  his  particular  job,  to  realize  that  he  is  part  of  a  team 
involved  in  a  Christian  ministry  of  healing.  The  difference  this  makes  in  the  whole 
atmosphere  of  the  hospital  is  evident  to  patients  and  visitors. 

This  sense  of  stewardship  demands  a  continual  updating  and  upgrading  of  medical 
procedures  to  assure  patients  the  highest  quality  care.  One  of  the  most  significant 
recent  developments  is  the  creation  of  a  department  of  Family  Medicine.  This 
department  provides  primary  health  care  for  a  limited  number  of  families,  that  is,  the 
kind  of  all-round,  ongoing  health  care  normally  provided  by  a  family  physician.  At  the 
same  time  the  department  offers  training  in  family  medicine  for  physicians  who  will 
enter  this  field  of  practice. 

Many  of  the  physicians  training  in  family  medicine  are  receiving  part  of  their  clinical 
experience  in  small  towns  and  rural  communities  under  the  auspices  of  the  Area 
Health  Education  Centers  (AHEC),  created  by  the  State  legislature.  It  is  believed  and 
hoped  that  some  of  them  will  choose  to  remain  in  these  areas  for  their  permanent 
practice. 

Improvement  of  physical  facilities  is  another  expression  of  the  hospital's  sense  of 
stewardship.  In  recent  months  renovation  of  the  west  and  south  wings  of  the  hospital 
has  been  completed;  construction  has  been  completed  on  an  addition  to  the 
water-chilling  facilities;  construction  has  begun  on  a  4-level  parking  deck  in  front  of 
Reynolds  Tower  which  will  provide  approximately  800  parking  spaces  for  visitors;  and 
construction  has  begun  on  a  new  building  to  house  the  new  department  of  Family 
Medicine. 

The  Pastoral  Care  Department  continues  to  make  its  contributions  toward  the 
fulfillment  of  our  stewardship.  A  chaplain  is  assigned  to  each  area  of  the  hospital  and 
is  responsible  for  providing  a  pastoral  ministry  to  patients,  staff,  and  visitors  in  that 
area.  A  third  satellite  has  opened  in  Morganton  during  the  past  year. 

Mother's  Day  gifts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30  were  $405,946.52,  compared  to 
a  total  of  $390,000  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

II.  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

The  variety  of  services  provided  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Home  of  North  Carolina 
have  been  increased  greatly  in  recent  years. 

Odum  Home  at  Pembroke  has  been  a  vital  part  to  our  total  ministry  for  many  years. 
Groundbreaking  ceremonies  were  observed  there  on  September  30,   1976  for  the 
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construction  of  a  cottage  for  children,  a  recreation  building  and  a  residence  for  the 
director.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  a  fine  host  of  friends  throughout  Southeastern 
North  Carolina  who  have  responded  to  the  initial  challenge  by  Mr.  John  Newton  and 
Mrs.  Harold  Deal,  business  men  in  Hickory. 

The  Frontiersmen  program  at  Kennedy  Home  for  boys  and  girls  to  participate  in 
Wilderness  Group  Therapy  is  meeting  with  significant  success.  The  Duke 
Endowment  has  recognized  the  value  of  this  special  child  care  ministry  to  the  extent  of 
giving  us  a  $75,000  Grant  over  a  period  of  three  years  to  insure  adequate  support  for 
innovative  effort. 

Due  to  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Henderson  and  member  churches  in  the  Cullom  Baptist  Association,  an  emergency 
shelter  will  be  opened  in  Henderson  during  the  month  of  October.  This  facility  will 
provide  emergency  care  for  children  while  plans  are  being  made  for  longer  term 
placement  or  their  referral  to  other  helping  agencies. 

Foster  homes  have  provided  excellent  care  for  many  of  our  children  since  the 
beginning  of  this  program  in  the  1930's.  Presently  Eastern  North  Carolina  has 
seventeen  foster  homes  licensed  to  care  for  twenty-seven  children.  Our  greatest  need 
in  this  area  is  for  foster  parents  who  will  open  their  hearts  and  homes  to  serve  children 
with  special  needs. 

The  department  of  Child  Development  and  Family  Education  is  available  to  assist 
pastors  and  churches  in  planning  and  presenting  wider  services  to  strengthen,  enrich, 
and  support  Christian  family  life.  Members  of  the  staff  are  available  upon  call  to 
provide  assistance  in  planning  for  day  care,  family  education  and  related  interests. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  at  the  Homes  for  every  expression  of  interest  and  means  of 
support  provided  by  our  people.  Special  gifts,  income  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  and  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  are  vital  to  our  existence.  We  thank  you  for 
every  expression  of  faith  and  confidence. 

III.  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

Your  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home  have,  in  the  past  year,  completed  25  years  of 
growth  and  development.  These  have  been  good  years,  filled  with  the  abundant 
blessings  and  goodness  of  the  Lord.  He  has  brought  us  from  one  Home,  in  March  of 
1951,  to  five  Homes  and  an  excellent  Nursing  Facility,  from  on  resident  to  230 
residents  and  patients.  Hundreds  have  been  ministered  to  during  these  years,  many 
lives  have  been  blessed,  and  families  have  been  helped  immeasurably. 

The  past  year  has  been  of  special  excitement  and  enthusiasm  as  we  entered  into  the 
Fund-Raising  Effort  to  raise  $1,000,000  for  the  construction  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Home  in  Asheville. 

When  completed,  the  Western  North  Carolina  Home,  in  Asheville,  will  accomodate 
50  people,  and  will  bring  the  total  capacity  of  our  Baptist  Homes  and  the  Nursing  Care 
Unit  to  280.  We  now  operate  five  other  Homes,  and  a  Nursing  Care  Unit-Resthaven, 
the  Haynes  Home,  the  nursing  Care  Unit,  in  Winston-Salem;  the  Albemarle  Home,  in 
Albemarle;  the  Hamilton  Home,  in  Hamilton,  N.C.,  the  Yanceyville  Home,  in 
Yanceyville. 

In  these  Homes  the  best  of  care  is  given,  the  compassion  and  love  of  Christ  shared 
and  underscored.  The  love  gifts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  make  this  Christian  care 
and  concern  possible  through  two  very  vital  sources-The  Cooperative  Program,  and 
the  Special  Offering  for  the;  Homes,  received  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  each 
year.  Through  these  sources  more  than  35%  of  the  Homes'  total  income  is  provided, 
and  the  majority  of  the  residents  who  cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of  care  are 
supplemented. 
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We  are  grateful  for  these  life-sustaining  gifts  and  thank  every  North  Carolina 
Baptist  who  makes  them  possible!  Gifts  this  year,  through  these  sources,  are  greater 
than  ever  before,  and  if  we  are  to  meet  the  overwhelming  needs  of  older  people  in  our 
midst,  we  must  double  and  triple  our  efforts,  both  in  numbers  ministered  to,  and  in 
support  of  them. 

Close  at  hand  is  another  venture  in  the  development  of  the  Homes  which  we're 
excited--the  building  of  apartments  on  the  site  of  the  Hayes  Home  property  in 
Winston-Salem.  The  first  of  these  units  is  to  be  completed  by  the  fall  of  1977.  Those 
interested  in  this  phase  of  the  ministry  of  Baptist  Homes  may  contact  Bill  Poole,  the 
Executive  Director,  of  the  Homes  for  information. 

Great  things  are  in  store  for  us  in  our  Homes  for  the  Aging  as  we  look  to  the  future, 
and  we  covet  the  earnest  prayer  and  teh  continual  support  of  every  North  Carolina 
Baptist  as  we  move  ahead  in  this  challenging  ministry  to  older  people  in  our  midst.

He  was  Director  of  the  Welcome  Inn  Servicemen' s 
Center  from  October,    1972,    until   his  death  on  July  23,    1977. 

Bill  was  a  dedicated  and  loyal  husband  and  father.  His  commit- 
ment to  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ  made  for  him  a  reputation  that 
will  live  on  earth  so  long  as  mortals  have  memory  of  him,  and  endure 
in  heaven  in  all   eternity.

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

The  New  River  Baptist  Association  sponsored  a  World  Missions  Con- 
ference March  13-20,  1977 ,  with  twenty-six  churches  participating .  We 
had  State,  Home  and  Foreign  missionaries  represented.  During  the  week 
the  missionaries  spoke  in  schools,  civic  clubs,  radio  talk  shows  and 
morning  radio  broadcasts,    in   addition    to   speaking   in    the   churches . 

On  Saturday  of  World  Missions  Conference  Week,  a  Youth  Rally  was 
held  at  the  Bethlehem  Baptist  Church,  during  which  the  youth  had  an 
opportunity    to    talk  personally   with   the  missionaries . 

The   "Rhymes  with  Reason",    a   Christian  Music  and  Drama   group  spon- 
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sored  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention,  were  in  our  Association, 
July  25~August  14,  to  share  Christ  in  song  and  testimony .  They  per- 
formed at   Youth  Rallies,    Nursing  Homes  and  in  several   churches. 

For  several  years  now,  it  has  been  evident  that  additional  space 
was  needed  at  Welcome  Inn.  The  Association  moved  closer  to  this  dream 
when  the  Executive  Committee  voted  to  proceed  with  the  addition  to 
Welcome  Inn.      The  new  addition  was  occupied  June  23,    1977. 

Brother  Bill  Rowe  assumed  his  duties  at  Welcome  Inn  on  October  1, 
1972,  and  served  well  until  his  death  on  July  23,  1977  .  Many  have 
come  to  know  Christ  as  personal  Saviour  and  others  have  seen  great 
changes  in   their  lives  because  of  the  dedication  of  this  Godly  man. 

On  July  15,  Brother  Bill  Rowe  was  hospitalized  to  undergo  open 
heart  surgery.  On  July  23  1977,  Brother  Bill  went  to  be  with  his 
Heavenly  Father.  Bill  made  a  great  contribution  to  the  Lord's  work  in 
the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  and  only  eternity  will  reveal  the 
influence  of  his  life  on   those  whom  he   touched. 

Following  are  some  of  the  activities  involving  our  churches  for 
the  Associational    year  1976-77: 

BLUE  CREEK — During  the  year,  there  were  twD  outstanding  events  in 
the  life  of  the  church.  (1)  On  June  5,  1977,  the  church  dedicated  a 
new  4,000  square  foot  educational  building,  along  with  new  furnishings 
and  remodeling  to  the  present  building.  This  marked  the  first  Home- 
coming. (2)  Mr.  Stephen  Prince  was  licensed  to  the  Gospel  ministry  on 
Sunday,    September   25,    1977. 

BROOKWOOD — Observed  Annual  Homecoming  and  celebrated  its  Twenti- 
eth Anniversary  on  September  11,  1977.  Dr.  Eugene  Poston,  who  was 
very  instrumental  in  the  establishment  of  the  church,  was  guest  speak- 
er. Present  and  former  members  gave  generously  to  a  "Second-Mile  Of- 
fering"  and  enjoyed  dinner  on   the  picnic  grounds. 

CATHERINE  LAKE— Church  debt  paid  off,  November,  1976.  New  libra- 
ry opened,    September,    1977. 

CEDAR  FORK--During  the  church  year,  eleven  people  were  baptized 
into  the  fellowship  of  the  church.  In  May,  1977,  the  church  held  a 
groundbreaking  for  a  new  parsonage,  with  completion  date  planned  by 
December ,  1977.  The  new  facility  will  contain  five  bedrooms;  three 
and  one-half  baths;  living,  dining,  and  family  rooms;  kitchen  with 
breakfast  nook;  study  and  a  two-car  garage.  A  Royal  Ambassador  Prog- 
ram was  begun,    with  a   great  deal   of  interest  manifested  by   the  boys. 

ENON  CHAPEL — Pledged  $102 ,000.00  in  the  "Together  We  Build"  pro- 
gram to  build  a  new  sanctuary.  The  church  hopes  to  build  by  1980., 
Rev.  LaCount  Anderson  was  called  as  Minister  of  Music  and  Education. 
Mr.    Danny  Gainous  was  licensed   to   the  Gospel  ministry. 

MAPLE  HILL — Pastor  Ralph  Gurganus  reports  that  his  illness  this 
past  year  proved  to  be  a  great  spiritual  blessing  to  him  and  his  con- 
gregation. The  church  leaders  accepted  the  role  of  leadership  in  a 
most  remarkable  way  and  the  church  experienced  both  maturity  and  spir- 
itual growth  during  his  absence.

e.  It  shall  encourage  churches  and  associational  organiza- 
tions to  do  mission  work,  and,  when  necessary ,  conduct  mission 
work  not  being  done. 

f.  It  shall  seek  to  promote  stewardship  consciousness  and 
mission  giving  among  the  churches,  giving  special  assistance  in 
promoting  special   offerings."

ARTICLE    I.       NAME 

The  name  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Assoc- 
iation, cooperating  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
and   the  Southern  Baptist   Convention , 

ARTICLE    II.       PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian 
fellowship  and  cooperation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  As- 
sociation; to  uphold  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith 
and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and  practice  these  doc- 
trines and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's 
Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to 
promote  missions,  benevolence ,  stewardship.  Christian  education,  and 
the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth;  and  to  coop- 
erate with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention   in   a   world  mission  program. 

ARTICLE    III.       MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated 
churches  and  m.issions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and 
missions  affiliated  with  the  body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  elected  messengers  plus  the  pastor  for  the  first  one 
hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional  messen- 
ger for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  above 
the  first  one  hundred  (100) ,  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall 
be  entitled  to  more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  Such  messengers  shall 
be  duly  certified  in  the  annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  Associa- 
tional  meeting,  and  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  participate  in  the 
affairs  of   the  body,    and    the  Executive  Board  members  of  the   year   ended, 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Bap- 
tist churches,  or  newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches ,  may  pe- 
tition by  letter  for  membership  in  this  association.  The  letter  of 
petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions  Committee  not  later  than 
thirty  (30)  days  preceding  the  annual  meeting.  Upon  recommendation  of 
the  Missions  Committee ,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present;  provided  the  membership  for  the 
first  year  shall  be  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association.  After 
which  time,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the.  Missions  Committee,  the 
church  will    be  granted  full  membership  in   the  Association. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to 
unite  with  another  association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same 
to  the  clerk  of  the  Association  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an 
associational  letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing, or  that  fails  to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomi- 
nation at   large     and   this     Association,      shall   be  counseled  with  by     a 
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special  committee  which  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  Executive 
Board  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  If  such 
church  has  not  mended  its  way  by  the  next  annual  meeting,  the  Associa- 
tion, with  a  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  present  and  voting,  may 
withdraw  fellowship.  Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore 
such  church  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  through  the  Mis-r 
sions  Committee.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the 
church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers 
present  and  voting  at   the  regular  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE   IV.       AUTHORITY 

The  Association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the 
right  to  determine  its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This 
body  shall  never  exercise  any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches 
which  are  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  Association  will  stand  ready  to 
lend  any  assistance  or  counsel  to  any  church  making  request  for  such 
help. 

ARTICLE    V.       OFFICERS   AND    THEIR    ELECTIONS 

SECTION   A.       ASSOCIATIONAL   OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator ,  Vice-Modera- 
tor, Clerk,  Treasurer ,  and  Historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nomina- 
ted by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association  and  elected  by  a 
majority  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  (Thqir  noijiin- 
ation  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  They  shall  serve 
until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  Moderator 
and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive 
years  of  service. 

SECTION   B.       DUTIES    OF    THE    OFFICERS 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  and  Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs 
of  the  Association  in  an  orderly  manner  and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may 
for  good  reason-  ask  other  officers  or  members  of  the  body  to  preside 
at    times.) 

2.  The  Vice -Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  in  the  absence 
of  or  at  the  direction  of  the  Moderator  and  shall  assist  the  Modera- 
tor in  such  ways  as  he  may  direct.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association  and  its  Executive  Board.  The  Clerk 
shall  superintend  the  compilation,  printing,  and  distributing  of  the 
Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and  other  important  pap- 
ers of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for 
this   service. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  disburse  by  check  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the 
adopted  Associatianal  Budget,  or  according  to  the  specific  instruct- 
ions of  the  Association  upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly 
authorized.  He  shall  keep  records  of  all  monies  received ,  with 
sources   and  designations  of   same.         He   shall   make  reports   to    the  regu- 
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lar  meetings  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  As- 
sociation for  approval.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  and  the  records 
audited  according   to   the  policy  of  the  Executive  Board. 

5.  The  Historian  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the 
Association,  beginning  with  the  organization.  The  Association  shall 
request  the  churches  and  individuals  who  may  possess  historical  in- 
formation about  the  Association  to  make  it  accessible  to  the  Histor- 
ian. He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal  year  and 
present   his  annual   report   to   the  Association  for  adoption. 

6.  All  officers  shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  churches  af- 
filiated  with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE   VI.       STAFF  MEMBERS 

A.  GENERAL 

1 .  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing 
for  the  financial  welfare  of  its  employees  within  the  framework  of  the 
budget  or  that  which  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Association  or  its  Execu- 
tive Board. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  annually,  before  the  budget  is 
prepared,  review  the  salaries  and  other  benefits  of  the  employees  of 
the  Association  and  make  recommendations  regarding  the  financial  bene- 
fits to  the  Finance  Committee  and/or  the  Executive  Board  or  Associa- 
tion. Moreover ,  the  Personnel  Committee  shall  make  recommendations 
regarding  sick  leave,    vacations ,    etc. 

B.  DIRECTOR   OF   MISSIONS 

1.  Calling 

When  the  office  of  Director  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive 
Board  or  the  Association  will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of 
five  persons  who  shall  be  changed  with  the  responsibility  of  finding  a 
person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The  committee  shall  bring  only  one 
name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association  and  action  may 
be  taken  by  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its  Ex- 
ecutive Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  parti- 
cular matter  there  must  be  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  membership  churches 
represented  in  order  to  constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of 
two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those  persons  present  shall  be  necessary  for  an 
extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)    vote,    the  Committee  shall    seek  another  nominee. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

The  relationship  of  the  Director  of  Missions  to  the  Association 
may  be  dissolved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association 
or  its  Executive  Board.  In  either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  notice 
shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relationship,  unless  otherwise  mu- 
tually agreed  upon. 

3.  Duties 

a.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the 
Association,  the  Baptist  State  Convention ,  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  He  shall  assist  in  planning ,  promoting,  and  shall  have 
supervision   in   executing  all    the  work  of  the  Association. 

b.  He  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Associational  Council,, 
and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board  and  an  ex  officio  member 
of  all    committees . 
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C.  DIRECTOR   OF   WELCOME   INN 

1.  Calling 

He  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Mis- 
sions Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  with  concurrence  of  the 
Director  of  Missions.  He  shall  be  called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote 
of  the  Executive  Board. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Director 
of  Missions  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  date.  Em- 
ployment may  be  terminated  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of 
Missions  to  the  Missions  Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  and  up- 
on a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board.  A  notice  of  thirty 
(30)  days  shall  be  given.  If  mutually  agreed  upon,  the  thirty  (30) 
days  may  be  waived. 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Director  of  Missions  and 
shall    execute  his  duties  in  accordance  with   the  job  description. 

D.  DIRECTOR   OF   CHRISTIAN   SOCIAL  MINISTRIES 

1.  Calling 

He  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Mis- 
sions Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Director  of  Missions .  He  shall  be  called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
vote  of   the  Executive  Board. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Director 
of  Missions  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  day.  Em- 
ployment may  be  terminated  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions 
Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  and  upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote 
of  the  Executive  Board.  A  notice  of  thirty  (30)  days  shall  be  given. 
If  mutually  agreed   upon,    the   thirty    (30)    days  may  be  waived. 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Director  of  Missions  and 
shall    execute  his  duties   in  accordance  with  the  job  description. 

ARTICLE   VII.       ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A.    EXECUTIVE^ BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of 
the  pastor  and  two  lay  representatives  from  each  church  and  mission. 
The  lay  representatives  shall  be  elected  by  their  churches.  The  quo- 
rum of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  member 
from  one-third    (1/3)    of  the  Associational   churches  and  missions . 

2.  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer ,  and  Historian  shall 
be  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Associ- 
ation between  sessions,  promote  programs  authorized  by  the  Association 
and  carry  out  all   directives  given  by   the  Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational 
officers,  the  various  departments  and  committees ,  and  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Association  of  all  work  carried  on  and  of  all 
finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  pro- 
ject any  new  work  or  project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
majority  of  the  Executive  Board  members  present. 
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6.  The  Board   shall   hold     regular     quarterly  meetings     and  special 
sessions  at   the  call   of   the  Moderator  or   the  Associational   Council. 
SECTION   B.    ASSOCIATIONAL   COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  persons  who  represent  the 
following  offices:  Moderator ,  Vice  Moderator ,  Clerk,  Director  of  Mis- 
sions, Director  of  Welcome  Inn,  Director  of  Christian  Social  Minis- 
tries, members  of  the  Church  Programs  Committee  and  Chairmen  of  the 
Missions,  Evangelism,  Finance,  and  Youth  Work  Committees.  Persons  re- 
presenting other  offices  may  be  invited  when  matters  related  to  their 
work  are  to  be  considered.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  serve  as 
chairman. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular 
session  of  the  Executive  Board.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the 
request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Council' s  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases 
of  the  various  groups  and  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It 
shall   strive  for  a   smooth  operation  of  the  Associational   program. 

4.  The  Council,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions , 
shall  serve  as  the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed 
program  of  events   to   the  Executive  Board  at   its  July  meeting. 

SECTION   C.    COMMITTEES 

In  order  to  facilitate  its  work,  the  Association  shall  have  the 
committees  so  listed  in  this  section.  Additional  committees,  either 
standing  or  special,  may  be  added  at  the  Executive  Board  Meeting  by 
majority  vote.  The  duties  of  the  committees  shall  be  understood  to  be 
consistent  with  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  promotional  literature  for 
their'  respective  areas  of  responsibility  as  produced  or  approved  by 
the  denomination,  and  set  forth  in  this  constitution .  Additional  to 
any  other  reports,  all  committees  shall  make  an  annual  written  report 
to  the  Association.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  no 
later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year.  All  committee  mem- 
bers shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  churches  affiliated  with  the 
New  River  Baptist  Association.  The  chairmen  of  all  standing  com- 
mittees  shall   be  elected  at   the  April   Executive  Board  meeting. 

1.  CHURCH   PROGRAMS   COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  persons.  It  shall  have 
the  responsibility  of  providing  leadership,  training ,  and  promotion 
for  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Music,  Brotherhood,  and  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  work.  The  members  of  this  Committee  shall  be  elected 
at   the  April    Executive  Board  meeting. 

2.  CONSTITUTION   COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them 
up  to  date,  and  to  present  any  changes  to  the  Association  for  its  con- 
sideration.     This  Committee  shall   consist  of   three  persons. 

3.  EVANGELISM   COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  ef- 
fective program  of  Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Con- 
vention Agencies  and  the  Association.  It  shall  plan  and  promote  sim- 
ultaneous crusades  and  evangelistic  rallies  to  lift  the  evangelistic 
spirit  of  the  Association  and   its  compassion   for  non-Christians. 

4.  FINANCE   COMMITTEE 

a.    This  Committee  shall      be  composed     of  five  members     and  the 
Treasurer . 
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b.  It  shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an 
adequate  program.  It  shall  prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented 
to  the  July  Executive  Board  meeting.  The  budget  shall  be  officially 
adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session  and  shall  be  retro- 
active  to  October  1. 

5.  MISSIONS   COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  persons.  It  shall  have 
the  responsibility  for  developing  and  implementing  the  missions  strat- 
egy of  the  Association.  It  shall  plan,  conduct  and  evaluate  the  mis- 
sions program  of  the  Association. 

a.  It   shall   help  churches  commit   themselves   to  mission  work. 

b.  It  shall  provide  and  interpret  information  on  mission  needs 
in   the  Associational    territory   to   the  churches   in   the  Association. 

c.  It   shall   assist  churches      in   training  persons     for  mission 
work. 

d.  It   shall   assist  churches  in  doing  mission   work. 

e.  It  shall  encourage  churches  and  Associational  organizations 
to  do  mission  work,  and,  when  necessary,  conduct  mission  work  not  be- 
ing done. 

f.  It  shall  seek  to  promote  stewardship  consciousness  ^nd  mis- 
sion giving  among  the  churches,  giving  special  assistance  in  promoting 
special  offerings. 

6.  NOMINATING    COMMITTEE 

a.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to 
guide,  advise,  and  coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nom- 
inate the  general  Associational  officers ,  Associational  committees, 
organizational  officers ,  representatives  as  requested  by  the  Associa- 
tion, which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the  Association  of  its  Ex- 
ecutive Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have 
occurred.  Nominations  by  the  Committee  do  not  preclude  nominations 
from  the  floor. 

b.  Member shirp:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
five  members,  either  pastors,  laymen  or  laywomen,  named  for  one  year. 
It  is  considered  a  good  policy  to  have  a  "carryover"  of  one  or  two 
members  from  the  previous  year's  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational  Council  and  elected  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board. 

7.  ORDINATION   COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  composed 
of  five  ordained  ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall 
act  in  advisory  capacity  for  churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seek- 
ing assistance.  The  Committee  shall  assist  any  church  which,  by  form- 
al action  of  the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the  examination  of 
candidates  for   the  Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well 
in  advance  of  the  ordination  service.  The  candidate  shall  be  given  a 
thorough  examination  regarding  his  Christian  experience,  doctrinal 
position,  morals,  marital  status,  knowledge  and  view  on  and  of  church 
polity,    denominational   loyalty,   etc. 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make 
its  recommendation  to  the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of  the  candi- 
date for  ordination. 
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d.    The  Committee     will      be     availably     to  give  guidance  to   the 
church  in  planning  and  carrying  out    the  ordination  service, 

8.  PERSONNEL   COMMITTEE 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  The 
Committee  shall  be  changed  with  all  personnel  matters  relative  to  all 
employees  of  the  New  River  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  except 
in   the  employment  of  the  Director  of  Missions. 

9.  PROGRAM   COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who 
shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  d^ys  and 
places  of  the  annual  meeting  and  of  selecting  the  speaker  for  doctrin- 
al and  missionary  sermons.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman 
of   the  Committee.  .  . 

10.  PROPERTIES   COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility  to  have  general  oversight  of  the  condition ^  state  of 
repair,  and  appearance  of  all  Associational  properties  and  of  equip- 
ment which  is  used  in  maintaining  the  properties.  The  Committee  shall 
authorize  such  purchases  and  repairs  as  needed  and  as  provided  for  by 
the  budget. 

11.  RESOLUTIONS   COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall   be  composed  of  three  persons,        It._ 
shall   draw  up  resolutions     on     matters      it     pr   the  Associational      body 
shall   deem  necessary.        These  shall   be  presented   to  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  or   to   the  Executive  Board. 

12.  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term 
of  office  shall  be  for  three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expir- 
ing each  year.  Upon  the  expiration  of  a  term  of  service,  the  trustee 
may  or  may  not  be  re-elected  to  another  term  of  three  years  after  a 
waiting  period  of  one   year. 

Duties:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal 
matters.  They  shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition 
and  disposal  of  Associational  property.  They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of 
conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all 
suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in  them  by  the  Association.  They 
shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Association, 
and  are  not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures ,  but  are  to  be  legal 
assignees  of  the  Association.  All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees , 
as  Associational  officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written  resolution  duly 
adopted  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  directing  and 
authorizing  the  Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  As- 
sociational  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

13.  YOUTH   WORK  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility  to  promote  emphases  and  programs  which  are  specifically 
designed  to  assist  the  Youth.  Moreover ,  it  shall  seek  to  coordinate 
youth  programs  and   activities  in   the  Association. 

SECTION   E.    SPECIAL   EMPHASIS   COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility   to  promote   the   work  of: 

1.    CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION 

Special  effort  shall  be  made  to  promote  the  ministries  and  serv- 
ices of  Christian  Higher  Education.

whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of  the  organizational  pro- 
grams as  approved  by   the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI,  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for 
miscellaneous  business  at   each  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be 
provided  for  at  each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  re- 
lating to  phases  of  our  Baptist  work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Pro- 
gram Committee. 

ARTICLE  VII.  Messengers  to  the  Association  shall  be  accorded 
equal  rights  and  privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who 
desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the  Moderator ,  and  be  recognized 
before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on 
any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring  to  speak 
have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the 
body,    the  Moderator  may .invite  a   visitor   to  speak  during  a   discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by 
a  majority  vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has 
been  read  to  the  body  not  later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted 
on   before   the  last   session. 

BROTHERHOOD   REPORT 

It  would  be  very  hard  to  evaluate  Associational  Brotherhood  over 
the  past  year!  The  total  picture  looks  good,  however,  there  are  some 
concerns  over  the  lack  of  interest  of  some  of  our  churches.  We  have 
only  seventeen  churches  in  our  Association  reporting  any  type  of 
Brotherhood  or  Royal  Ambassador  work,  and  only  about  seven  of  these 
are  active.  If  our  young  boys  are  to  have  future  growth  in  Christian 
missions  and  ministries,    it  must  come  from  our  churches . 

The  Brotherhood  is  assigned  the  responsibility  of  teaching  mis- 
sionary education  to  all  men  and  boys  and  we  feel  that  we  have  offered 
this. 

The  sin  of  Eden  has  been  repeated  again  and  again  as  men  have  re- 
jected the  light  which  has  shone  from  heaven  and  turned  their  backs 
upon  the  true  God.  It  seems  to  be  the  teaching  of  the  apostle  Paul 
that  the  devil  has  exploited  this  trait  of  human  nature  for  his  own 
ends.  There  are  hungry  hearts,  however,  that  cry,  "Oh,  that  I  knew 
where  I  might  find  Him!"  and  God  will  not  be  indifferent  to  their  cry. 
The  knowledge  of  things  divine  which  was  forfeited  through  human  sin 
has  been  made  available  by  the  initiative  of  God.  Brotherhood  is  in- 
stincts  satisfied.

Baptist  of  North  Carolina  are  deeply  involved  in  the  ministry  of 
Christian  Higher  Education  through  the  support  of  six  colleges  and  one 
university:  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill,  Meredith,  Win- 
gate  and  Wake  Forest  University.  puring  the  1976-77  academic  year, 
13,733  persons  were  enrolled  in  the  seven  schools.  In  the  fall  of 
1976,  there  were  846  persons  preparing  for  church-related  vocations  at 
North  Carolina  Baptist   colleges. 

The  recruitment  of  more  Baptist  young  people  is  a  major  concern 
of  the  colleges.  Pastors  and  other  church  leaders  are  urged  to  en- 
courage  the  youth  from  Baptist  churches  to  attend  a   Baptist   college. 

Most  of  the  students  attending  a  North  Carolina  Baptist  college 
receive  some  form  of  financial  assistance  through  grants,  loans  and 
work  scholarships.        An  offering  is  received  on  Father's  Day  each  year 
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to  provide  aid   for  North  Carolina  Baptist   young  people.      Students  need 
to  apply  for  financial   aid   early  in   the  junior   year  of  high  school. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  continue  to  be  grateful  for  gen- 
erous financial  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  colleges 
reaffirm  their  support  and  partnership  in  missions  with  the  churches, 
and  offer  the  services  of  faculty ,  students  and  other  campus  resources 
to  make  Bold  Mission  emphasis  of  Southern  Baptist  a  vital  and  success'^' 
ful   ministry .

The  Missions  Committee  has  as  its  primary  function  to  work  with 
the  Director  of  Missions  in  promoting  mission  work  in  general ,  to  as- 
sist in  discovering  and  starting  new  work,  act  as  liaison  between 
churches ,  Association,  and  denomination.  The  Committee  further  couns- 
els with  churches  requesting  membership  into  the  New  River  Baptist  As- 
sociation  or   request   financial    aid   from   the  Baptist   State  Convention, _ 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  further  propos- 
als from  the  preceding  year  were  made  regarding  granting  permission  to 
the  New  River  Baptist  Church  to  relocate  on  the  Associational  property 
located  on  University  Drive  and  the  Association' s  interest  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  New  River  Baptist  Church  property .  A  special  committee 
was  appointed  to  study  this  consisting  of  members  from  the  Missions 
Committee,  Military  Ministry  Committee,  Christian  Social  Ministry  Com- 
mittee, Stewardship  Committee  and  Trustees .  Don  Dawson  was  elected  as 
chairman. 

After  several  meetings  and  much  discussion  at  the  next  two  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Committee  the  New  River  Baptist  Church  decided 
not  to  relocate  and  the  leadership  of  the  Association  was  encouraged 
to  move  forward  to  build  the  addition  to  Welcome  Inn  as  originally 
planned. 

In  August  the  chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee  and  the  Director 
of  Missions  met  with  Roy  Thompson,  pastor  of  the  Old  Bethlehem  Church, 
located  near  Beulaville,  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  that  church 
seeking  membership  with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  Several 
areas  of  the  church's  program  were  discussed  and  some  guidelines  were 
suggested  to  Brother  Thompson  before  a  formal  petition  was  made  to  the 
Association.

SOCIAL   SERVICES   COMMITTEE   REPORT 

Baptist   Children' s  Homes  of  North  Carolina 

This  ministry  of  love  and  care  to  children  and  their  families 
continues   to  be  a  multi-faceted  one.         The  four  campuses  for  resident- 
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ial  care,  a  statewide  program  of  foster  care,  emergency  shelters  in 
four  Associations ,  the  child  development  center  at  Mills  Home,  the 
special  wilderness  therapy  program  at  Kennedy  Home,  the  Wall  Home  pro^ 
gram  for  five  boys  for  one  year  of  self-development  and  discovery  in 
farm  and  wilderness  learning,  all  attest  to  North  Carolina  Baptists' 
commitment  to  a  program  to  meet  a  variety  of  needs.  Social  work  and 
family  resource  centers  concentrate  on  preventive  services ,  The  Board 
of  Trustees  has  just  voted  to  construct  a  Family  Resource  Center  at 
Mills  Home,  with  a  hope  to  have  one  on  each  campus  in  years  to  come  to 
enhance  what  is  already  being  done.  The  Cooperative  Program  and 
Thanksgiving  Offering  continue  to  be  extremely  important  in  enabling 
this  agency  to  continue  these  basic  and  essential  ministries.  I  wrote 
all  pastors  in  the  Association  prior  to  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  not- 
ifying  them  I  would   assist    them  with   special   presentations   if  desired . 

North  Carolina   Baptist   Homes   for    the  Aging 

This  program  of  26  years  recently  broke  ground  for  the  sixth  Bap- 
tist Home  for  the  Aging  to  house  50  residents.  It  is  on  the  Pearson 
Estate  on  Richmond  Hill,  in  Northeast  Asheville.  Another  exciting 
venture  is  the  construction  of  four  duplex  apartments  at  the  Hayes 
Home,    Winston-Salem,    adding  room  for  16  persons. 

Gifts  from  our  Baptist  people  have  been  very  encouraging  during 
the  past  year  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  through  the  third 
Sunday  of  February  offering .  These  sources  supply  35%  of  the  total 
budget  of  the  Homes,  and  they  supplement  the  care  of  the  majority  of 
the  residents  who  cannot  pay   their  full   cost  of  care. 

Plans  are  in  the  making  for  an  accelerated  ministry  in  the  Homes 
that   will    touch  more  persons,    as   the  needs  of  older  people  are  great. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

In  its  primary  task  of  healing,  this  hospital' s  Out-patient  De- 
partment and  Bowman  Gray's  Clinics  had  158,863  visits  from  patients. 
Hospital  admissions  were  22,365  from  90  North  Carolina  counties,  29 
other  states  and  3  foreign  countries.  In  its  task  of  teaching  in  co- 
operation with  Bowman  Gray  it  helped  train  1,188  students  last  year  in 
medicine  and  allied  health  fields.  It  provided  clinical  facilities 
for  483  student  nurses.  The  School  of  Pastoral  Care  last  year  enrol- 
led a  total  of  75  students  in  various  levels  of  Clinical  Pastoral  Edu- 
cation.     There  is  preaching  four   times  a   week  in   the  chapel    there. 

Staff  assume  active  roles  in  denominational  life  and  have  also 
assisted  in  Cooperative  Program  promotion  in  at  least  two  associations 
each  year.  The  Gospel  is  proclaimed  daily  by  staff,  students,  pati- 
ents and  others  who  witness  in  work  and  deed. 

Eighteen  of  our  New  River  Baptist  Association  churches  contrib- 
uted to  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  from  July  1976  to  June  1977  a  total 
of  $4,234.22.  For  the  state  it  was  $411,225.56,  a  gain  of  $6,700.00 
over  last   year.

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STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

We,  as  churches  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  were  able 
to  set  a  budget  in  1976-77  that  would  compare  to  Associations  that 
have  twice  as  many  churches  as  we  have.  We  did  this  even  though  we 
are  few  in  number  and  are  not  as  plentiful  in  resources  as  some  of  the 
larger  Associations  in  the  state.  We  set  this  budget  not  just  so  that 
we  might  have  a  large  budget  but  because  there  are  so  many  worthwhile 
programs  we  feel  are  vital  to  our  area,  programs  such  as  the  Christian 
Social  Ministry,  the  Military  Ministry,  the  Oriental  Ministry,  and  the 
Social  Care  Program  for  those  of  our  community  who  are  in  need.  These 
are  just  a  few  things,  apart  from  the  regular  responsibilities  that  we 
feel   God's  leadership  in  carrying  out. 

With  a  budget  this  past  year  of  $84 ,766.00 ,  we  received  from  the 
churches  into  the  General  Fund  $62 ,498 .78 ,  to  the  Welcome  Inn  Build- 
ing Fund  $6,913 .17 ,  and  to  a  Special  Fund  for  Welcome  Inn  in  memory 
of  Bill  Rowe  $685.00.  We  received  $10,497 .89  from  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  receipts  of  $2 , 514 .60  from  individuals  and  groups,  and  of 
this  total ,  the  amount  received  into  the  General  Fund  to  support  the 
1976-77   Budget   was   $72,596.67. 

Although  we  did  not  reach  our  over-all  budget  of  $84 ,766.00,  we 
are  encouraged  with  the  fine  response  you  as  churches  of  the  New  River 
Baptist  Association  have  given  this  year.  Let  us  be  determined  that 
we  shall  make  the  year  of  1977-78  even  greater  as  we  seek  to  pi^ease 
our  Lord .

YOUTH   COUNCIL  REPORT 

The  Youth  Council  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  met  eight 
times  during  the  year  to  plan  activities  for  the  Youth  of  the  Associa- 
tion. One  of  the  big  highlights  of  the  year  was  the  Youth  Missions 
Rally  held  at  the  Bethlehem  Church  on  March  19  with  over  three  hundred 
in  attendance.  Missionaries  who  were  in  the  Association  for  the  World 
Missions  Conference  participated  in   the  program. 

A  Youth  Leadership  Conference  was  held  at  Catherine  Lake  Church 
on  April  18,  with  forty  youth  workers  present.  Davis  Bowen  and  Phil 
Ellington,   State   youth  workers,    were  present   to  lead   this  conference. 

The  "Rhymes  with  Reason" ,  a  group  of  college  youth,  were  in  our 
Association  July  24  through  August  14.  This  group  is  sponsored  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  The  group  gave  thirty- 
five  performances  in  nursing  homes.  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  hospitals , 
Campgrounds,  Servicemen' s  Center,  Proclamation  House,  senior  citizens 
groups,  beach  rallies,  church  services  and  church  youth  groups.  Asso- 
ciational  events  were  a  Beach  Rally  on  July  30  with  two  hundred  fifty 
to  three  hundred  present  and  a  Skating  Party  on  August  1  with  three 
hundred  present. 

The  Committee  is  grateful  for  the  fine  cooperation  of  youth  work- 
ers in  the  churches  who  made  these  youth  events  such  a  great  success 
this  year.  We  are  looking  forward  to  another  great  year  with  the 
youth  in  our  Association.

REPORT   FROM  DIRECTOR    OF   CHRISTIAN   SOCIAL   MINISTRIES 

It  is  difficult  to  measure  such  things  as  love,  concern,  sensiti- 
vity and  caring;  but  there  are  things  that  we  can  look  at  and  know 
that  they  are  the  result  of  someone  sharing  love.  In  this  short  re- 
port, I  would  like  to  share  with  you  some  of  the  things  that  indicate 
that  we  are,  indeed,  showing  Christian  love  through  the  Christian  Soc- 
ial Ministries  program  of  our  Association.  This  is  nqt  an  attempt  to 
measure   that  love,    or  evaluate   the  quantity  of   that  love. 

The  clothes  closet  ministry  has  reached  more  people  during  the 
past  year  than  in  previous  years.  We  ministered  to  592  families  and 
distributed  over  5,000  articles  of  clothing.  This  does  not  include 
the  numerous  household  items,  blankets,  and  other  necessities  that 
also  were  given  in  Christian  love.  Twelve  churches  are  involved  in 
this  program  and  about  twenty-four  volunteers.  These  women  of  the  WMU 
give  of  their   time  and  energy   to  help  people  in   a  real    way. 

I  spend  a  lot  of  time  cultivating  and  maintaining  a  working  rela- 
tionship with  county  agencies  and  helping  organizations  in  our  commun- 
ity    in  order      to  provide     a  crisis   intervention  program.      During      the 
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past  year  I  worked  with  118  cases.  We  were  able  to  help  most  of  these 
persons.  Our  churches  spent  almost  $10 ,000.00  during  the.  past  year 
helping  the  needy.  This  says  to  me  that  we  really  do  care  about 
people. 

In  personal  and  family  counseling ,  I  worked  with  211  cases  and 
spent  over  450  hours  in  counseling.  Most  of  these  involved  marital 
problems  between  husband  and  wife.  I  also  spent  about  one  hundred 
hours   in  group  counseling  with   the  alcoholic  women  of  Maranatha  House. 

The  ministry  at  New  River  Nursing  Home  is  a  new  program.  We  have 
twenty- four  volunteers  from  sixteen  of  our  churches  who  provide  a  wor- 
ship service  on  Sunday  afternoons, 

I  am  presently  working  with  Midville  Baptist  Church  in  their 
Oriental  ministry.  About  thirty  Oriental  wives  are  learning  to  read 
and  write  the  English  language.  I  also  worked  with  Midville  Baptist 
Church  in  providing  a  Mission  Vacation  Bible  School  at  Holiday  Mobile 
City. 

We  had  a  number  of  training  conferences  .during  the  year.  Fifteen 
volunteers  were  trained  to  lead  Backyard  Bible  Clubs.  There  was  a 
training  conference  for  the  Christian  Social  Ministries  Committee  and 
six  were  involved  in  that  program.  Six  volunteers  were  trained  to 
work  with  Youth  in  Trouble.  We  conducted  a  Pastoral  Care  in  Preaching 
Workshop  and  sixteen  ministers  attended .  We  also  had  a  conference  on 
parenting;  eleven  churches  were  represented  and  fifty-nine  people  re- 
gistered. 

There  are  many  things  that  churches  are  doing  that  would  fall  in- 
to the  area  of  Christian  Social  Ministries.  I  am  grateful  for  what  is 
done  by  individuals ,  churches ,  and  our  Association.  Without  a  doubt, 
there  are  real  signs  that  indicate  that  we  take  our  Christian  commit- 
ment  seriously ,    and   we  do  love  people  as  God  has  loved   us.

EXECUTIVE   BOARD   REPORT 

January  18,    1977 

Met  at  Hallsville  Church,    with  eighteen  churches  represented, 

Sunday  School :      Workshop     for  all   Sunday  School      workers   to  be  held  at 

First   Baptist   Church     in  Jacksonville  on  January  27,    from  7:00   to   9:00 

P.   M.      Workshop  for  Preschool   Workers   to  be  held  Saturday,   February  19 , 

led  by   trained   state  workers. 

Christian  Social   Ministries:      Several   families  have  been  helped  durinQ 
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past  three  months  until  all  funds  were  exhausted.  Pastors  encouraged 
to  attend  Pastoral  Care  in  Preaching  Conference  on  January  24  and  25 
at  First  Baptist  Church  in  Jacksonville,  with  Rev.  Jerry  Brown  leading. 
Welcome  Inn:  Six  to  eight  thousand  new  men  in  area  since  October  1 . 
Christmas  Dinner  success  with  70  men  attending .  Recent  Bible  Study 
involved  28  men.  During  1975-76  Associational  year,  there  were  29 
professions  of  faith.  During  the  past  three  and  one-half  months, 
there  were  24  professions  of  faith.  Men  are  being  channeled  into  loc- 
al churches  more  than  previously ,  partly  due  to  some  special  efforts 
of  some  of  the  men  in   the  churches. 

World  Missions  Conference  Report:  WMC  begins  Saturday  night,  March  12 
with  Missions  Rally  to  be  held  at  First  Baptist  Church  in  Jacksonville^ 
Twenty-six  churches  will  be  participating ,  with  thirteen  missionaries , 
Group  A  will  have  services  from  Sunday  morning  to  Wednesday  evening 
and  Group  B  will  have  services  from  Thursday  night  through  Sunday 
night.  A  day  meeting  will  be  held  March  14  at  Piney  Grove  Church  with 
all  missionaries.  Youth  Rally  will  be  held  on  Saturday,  March  19,  at 
the  Bethlehem  Church,  giving  opportunity  for  the  young  people  to  meet 
the  missionaries. 

New  pastor.  Rev.  Perry  Simpson,  of  Piney  Grove  Church,  was  introduced . 
Nominating  Committee  for  1977  elected:  Lewis  Morene,  Chairman;  Patsy 
Sutton;    Paul  Mull;    Flay  Price  and  Juanita  Poston. 

Evangelism  Committee:  After  learning  that  Rev.  Jim  Wilson  is  not  a- 
vailable  for  the  type  meeting  planned  for  the  Fall,  the  Committee  de- 
cided to  invite  Rev.  Kenneth  Ridings,  pending  approval  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  Plans  are  to  request  use  of  Southwest  High  School  Gymnas- 
ium. A  special  Revival  Preparation  Rally  is  planned  and  the  Revival 
is  to  stay  within  the  allotted  budget  of  $1,800.  Churches  are  asked 
to  plan  Fall  revivals  to  follow  the  joint  revival.  The  Committee  re- 
commendations were  approved. 

Finance  Committee:  E.  J.  Hmes  reported  a  balance  of  $522.17  as  of 
January  18.  Analysis  shows  income  now  less  than  expenses.  The  income 
for  some  time,  has*not  been  great  enough  to  take  care  of  the  budget. 
The  balance  has  dwindled  each  month  from  a  balance  of  $6,296.68  in 
October  1975   to   $1,193.28   on  December   31,   1976.

A  motion  was 
made  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  five  member  Study  Committee  to 
carry  out   the  directive  of  the  previous  motion,   and   that   the  Moderator 
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accept  suggestions  from  anyone  on  the  Executive  Board  who  wished  to 
give  them,  as  he  makes  the  appointments,  and  that  the  Study  Committee 
be  empowered  to  proceed  immediately  with  its  investigations ."  Motion 
carried . 

New  Business :  A  resolution  against  violence,  profanity  and  vulgarity 
on  television  was  adopted.  A  recommendation  that  the  Director  of  Mis- 
sions be  authorized  to  word  an  appropriate  resolution  to  express  our 
opposition  to  "liquor  by  the  drink"  and  that  copies  be  mailed  to  re- 
presentatives and  to  the  governor  of  North  Carolina  was  voted  on  and 
the  motion  carried.

HISTORICAL   REPORT 
Historical   Events  of   the   Churches  for   the   Year   1977-1978: 

BEULAVILLE :  In  September  of  this  year,  the  Beulaville  Baptist 
Church  completed  a  building  and  renovation  program,  which  included 
additional  educational  space,  kitchen,  office  space,  and  a  pastor's 
study,  at  a  cost  of  $64 , 519.43 .  The  Homecoming  offering  of  $8,450.73 
was  applied  on  the  building  debt.  Thirteen  additions  to  church  dur- 
ing  the   year,    with  six   by  baptism  and   seven   by  letter. 

BLUE  CREEK:  Personal  Discipleship  Program  begun.  Additional 
parking  area   paved. 

CEDAR  FORK:  Organized  three  Adult  Sunday  School  Classes.  Had 
twenty  additions  to  church,  sixteen  baptisms  and  four  additions  to 
church  by  letter.  September  17,  1978,  church  observed  Pastor  Apprec- 
iation Day. 

ENON  CHAPEL:  Held  a  Family  Life  Conference,  with  Dr.  Charles 
Petty  as  guest  lecturer .  Initiated  and  completed  $250,000  church 
bond  sale  to  build  new  sanctuary .  Conducted  Mission  VBS  in  Belleau- 
wood  Mobile  Home  Park.  Started  ministry  at  Oak  Manor  Nursing  Home. 
Called  Ronald  D.  Robertson  as  Minister  of  Music,  Youth  and  Education , 
and   finalized  plans  for  building  of  a   new  sanctuary . 

HALLSVILLE:  A  Commissioning  service  was  held  for  John  and 
Christine  Smith,  who  are  now  serving  as  missionaries  in  Mbeya ,  Tan- 
zania. Added  insulation  and  white  vinyl  siding  to  sanctuary  and  edu- 
cational   building   at   a    cost   of   $6 ,500 .00 . 

MAPLE  HILL:  Held  a  note  burning  service  for  parsonage  on  Decem- 
ber  18,    1977. 

NEW  RIVER:  Took  steps  in  1978  to  construct  a  Children' s  Build- 
ing.     The  building  will    be   constructed   in   1979. 

PROVIDENCE:  Pastor  E ..  Tom  Walton  retired  from  full  time  ministry 
in  March  of  1978,  after  twenty-two  years  of  service.  He  had  served 
the  Providence  Church  for   twelve   years. 

RICHLANDS  FIRST:  Purchased  Allen  organ  for  sanctuary .  Air  con- 
ditioned parsonage. 

SALEM:      Added    two  rooms   and   bath    to   parsonage . 

MINISTERS   ORDAINED:      Rev.    Kenneth  Durham,    Centerview  Church. 

MINISTERS  LICENSED:  Mr.  Clement  Huffman,  Jr.,  Bethel  Chapel 
Church;  Mr.  W.  Gene  Poore,  Bethlehem  Church;  Mr.  Damon  Ray  Lee,  Sr . , 
Bethlehem  Church;  and  Mr'.  Ernest  L.  (Ed)  Johnson,  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Jacksonville.

WELCOME  INN  SERVICEMEN'S  CENTER,  SUNDAY,  NOVEMBER  20,  1977 ,  AT  3:00 
P.  M.  This  chapel  was  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Rev.  W.  B.  (Bill) 
Rowe,  who  was  Director  of  Welcome  Inn  at  the  time  of  his  death  on 
July  23,  1977.  Numerous  gifts,  including  cash,  materials ,  furnish- 
ings and  labor  were  donated  by  individuals  and  churches  throughout 
the  Association  to  complete  the  Chapel  and  the  addition  to  Welcome 
Inn. 
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REV.  BURN IE  COLLINS  CALLED  AS  DIRECTOR  OF  WELCOME  INN.  Rev.  Col- 
lins and  his  family  were  presented  at  the  Annual  Associational  Meeting 
at  the  New  Hope  Baptist  Church  on  October  17,  1977.  He  began  his  work 
with   the  Association   the   first   of  December . 

COMMISSIONING  SERVICE:  The  Association  and  several  churches  par- 
ticipated in  a  Commissioning  Service  for  John  and  Christine  Smith,  who 
have  been   appointed  as  missionaries   to  Mbeya ,    Tanzania.

CHURCH   PROGRAMS   COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Church  Programs  Committee  is  completing  its  first  full  year 
of  service  to  the  Association.  Under  its  new  structure ,  this  commit- 
tee has  attempted  to  plan  and  promote  events  and  emphasis  for  1977-78. 
Each  committee  member  has  skillfully  represented  the  needs  and  inter- 
ests of  his  assigned  organization ,  while  helping  other  members  to  im- 
plement their  work.  This  cooperative  venture  has  aroused  interest, 
eliminated  confusion  and  conflicts ,  and  motivated  those  who  have  fail- 
ed  to  act. 

Associational  efforts  to  enrich  organizational  life  on  the  local 
church  level    include   the  following : 

Sunday  School :  A  Graded  Training  School  was  held  at  Blue  Creek 
Church  on  January  30-31,  led  by  consultants  from  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  with  140  in  attendance 
and  15  churches  and  pastors  participating .  An  Adult  Start-a-Class 
Program,  was  held  at  the  March  Pastors'  Conference  in  the  Catherine 
Lake  Church  and  conducted  by  a  State  Sunday  School  worker.  A  Pastor 
Director  Workshop  was  held  on  August  29  at  Carolina  Barbecue  and  con- 
ducted by  the  Director  of  Missions  from  the  Wilmington  Association, 
Rev.  Paul  Kesterson .  Approximately  30  pastors  and  directors  were  pre- 
sent . 

Vacation  Bible  School:  A  Graded  Clinic  was  held  at  Blue  Creek 
Church  on  April  20.  It  was  led  by  an  associational  teaching  team, 
with  approximately  175  persons  present.  During  the  summer,  there  were 
22  churches  reporting  schools  held,  14  Backyard  Bible  Clubs  reported, 
and  one  Mission  School  reported ,  for  a  total  enrolment  of  6,484  at  a 
cost   of   $2 ,635 .00 ,    or   $2.46  per  person. 

Church  Training :  Because  of  the  diverse  activities  done  in  the 
name  of  Church  Training  by  local  churches ,  this  year  has  been  spent  in 
trying  to  identify  needs  so  that  more  useful  tools  can  be  provided  in 
the  future.  In  1978-7  9  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  memorization  of  the 
Scripture  and  speakers  tournaments  with  direct  assistance  available 
from   the  Association . 

A  Multivention  is  planned  for  November  26,  197  9.  This  event  will 
be  an  attempt  to  communicate  the  role  of  the  Church  Training  program 
in  the  total  life  of  the  church.  It  will  be  "fair-like"  in  nature, 
using   booths    to   display   available   training  materials . 

Music :  The  approach  in  Church  Music  has  been  to  determine  the 
needs  of  the  churches .  Experience  has  taught  that  there  is  a  wide 
range  of  needs.  It  is,  therefore ,  not  easy  to  set  priorities  in  asso- 
ciational   training . 
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On  October  3,  a  Director ' s  Dinner  and  Planning  Session  was  held 
with  Rev.  Charles  Storey,  Associate  Director  of  the  Church  Music  De- 
partment of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  As  a  result  of  this  session 
local    church  music  directors   were  better  able   to  determine   their   needs. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  associational  program  is  to  provide 
leadership  training.  In  1978-7  9,  Choral  Clinics  will  be  held  and  con- 
sultants will  be  available  to  assist  churches  in  developing  a  graded 
music  program. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union:  A  Graded  Leadership  Conference  was 
held  at  Bethlehem  Church  on  November  3.  This  well  attended  conference 
was  led  by  a    team  from   the   Wilmington  Association. 

On  February  9,  an  Acteens  Banquet  was  held  at  the  Bethlehem 
Church.  The  highlight  of  the  program  was  the  presence  of  Miss  Carolyn 
Hopkins,  Acteen  Leader  for  the  North  Carolina  W.  M.  U.  She  was  the 
guest   speaker   for    this   well   attended   event. 

On  March  21,  the  Annual  W.  M.  U.  session  was  held  at  First  Bap- 
tist Church.  Mrs.  Vivian  Simpson  of  Buies  Creek  was  the  guest  speaker 
and   the  meeting  was   inspiring  and   well   attended. 

Brotherhood :  As  in  previous  years,  a  Men's  Prayer  Breakfast  was 
held   quarterly  at   Howard   Johnson's  Restaurant. 

A  Graded  Leadership  Conference  for  men  and  boys  was  held  at  First 
Baptist   Church  on  October   31. 

The  Associational  R.  A.  Track  Meet  was  held  on  April  29  at  Jack- 
sonville Senior  High  School.  The  state  R.  A.  Track  Meet  was  held  on 
May   20  at  Gardner   Webb  College. 

Greater  participation  from  local  church  groups  of  men  and  boys  is 
encouraged  for    the   scheduled   events  of  1978-79. 

Key  Leadership  Conference:  In  an  attempt  to  acquaint  church 
leaders  with  Bold  Missions  Thrust  and  to  help  them  reach  established 
goals,  this  conference  v/as  held  on  September  12  at  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Jacksonville. 

Organizational  conferences  provided  an  over-view  of  their  work. 
Each  associational  leader  sought  to  help  local  church  leaders  become 
more  effective  in   their  assigned   tasks. 

This  year's  efforts  and  next  year's  plans  were  based  on  the  re- 
sults of  a   survey  of  leadership  needs  and  priorities . 

Our  team  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  each  church  and 
the  Director  of  Missions  whose  leaders  and  staff  members  have  faith- 
fully undergirded  our  ventures .

This  has  been     a   very  busy   year   for   the  Missions  Committee.      Fol- 
lowing is  a    summary  outline  of  the  work  in   which   we  have  been   involved : 
I.      Planning  and   aiding  in   the  development  of  a   Baptist        Ministries 
Program  for  our  Association. 

A.      This  has   involved  establishing  a   new     working        relationship 
between  the  Association  and   the  Baptist   State  Convention  and 
between   the  Association  and   the  Home  Mission   Board. 
1.      The  North  Carolina   Baptist   State  Convention   will    help  in 
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our   total    budget,    with   the   help  of  the   Home  Mission   Board 

2.  The  position  of  Director  of  Baptist  Ministries  has  been 
created  for  our  Association.  Instead  of  having  a  Mili- 
tary Ministry  and  Christian  Social  Ministries  program 
combined ,  we  have  enlarged  the  program  to  include:  The 
Military  Ministries  Program;  the  Christian  Social  Minis- 
tries Program;  the  Crisis  Intervention  Program;  and  the 
Church  Growth  and  Development   Program. 

3.  Our  Director  of  Baptist  Ministries  will  not  be  on  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  staff,  but  will  be  on  the  staff 
of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  His  salary  will  be 
paid   by   the  Association . 

4.  Our  Director  of  Baptist  Ministries  is  the  Rev.  Burnie 
F.    Collins,    Jr. 

(1)  Mr.  Collins  has  been  given  an  assistant  to  work  with 
him  in  the  Military  Ministries  Program  in  order  for 
him  to  donate  more  time  to  such  areas  as  Church 
Growth  and   Development. 

(2)  The  Rev.  Bruce  Jarman  has  been  employed  by  the  Asso- 
ciation on  a  part  time  basis  as  the  assistant  in  the 
Military  Ministries   Program. 

B.  The  above  personnel  and  programs  will  be  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  our  Associational  Director  of  Missions ,  the  Rev.  E.  J. 
nines. 

II.      Challenging     our      churches      to   support      our  Association   and   State 
Mission   Offerings   by  meeting   set   goals. 

III.      Responding   to   a   request      by   the  First   Baptist   Church  of  Swansboro 
to   become   a   member  of   the  New  River   Baptist   Association. 
A.      Our   committee  met   with  a    group  from   the     First   Baptist   Church 
of  Swansboro      and      after  discussing   their  request    the  commit- 
tee  was   happy   to  make   the   following  recommendation   to   the  As- 
sociation: 

"The  Missions  Committee  recommends  to  the  New  River  Bap- 
tist Association  in  Annual  Session  that  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Swansboro  be  received  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
New  River  Baptist  Association  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the   constitution ." 

IV.      Responding      to      requests      for      Lot  Aid      from      the  Galilee  Baptist 
Church  and    the   New  River   Baptist  Association: 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  a  request 
from  the  Galilee  Baptist  Church  to  the  North  Carolina  State 
Convention   for  Lot   Aid   in    the  amount   of   $2 ,000 .00 .

PROPERTIES   COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Early  in  the  Associational  year,  the  new  addition  to  Welcome  Inn 
was  completed  on  the  inside.  With  many  large  donations  of  materials 
and  labor,  the  chapel  was  made  beautiful ,  and  on  November  20,  1977,  it 
was  dedicated  and  named   the   Bill    Rowe  Memorial    Chapel. 

The  chapel  was  paneled,  new  carpeting  was  laid,  a  stained  glass 
window  was  installed ,  a  piano  was  donated,  and  an  altar  table  was  added 
to  the  pulpit  stand  which  Bill  Rowe  had  made  not  long  before  his  death. 
A  portrait  of  Bill  Rowe  was  hung  over  the  piano.  New  chairs  were  added 
to   the  chapel . 

Paneling  and  carpeting  were  installed  in  the  office  of  the  Direct- 
or of  Welcome  Inn,    with  both  labor   and  materials   being  donated. 

Wallpaper  and  paint  were  added  to  the  quiet  game  room,  which  had 
been  the  coffee  room  before  the  new  addition.  This,  too,  was  a  dona- 
tion of  materials  and  labor. 

The  office  of  the  secretaries  was  repainted  and  a  new  carpet  in- 
stalled,   also  donated. 

The  office  of   the  Director  of  Baptist  Ministries  was  repainted. 

Bookcases  were  built  for  the  library  and  for  the  upstairs  room  in 
which  materials,  pamphlets ,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  the  churches  are 
stored. 
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There  was  some  maintenance  needed  on  the  furnace  and  air  condi- 
tioning equipment ,  but,  fortunately ,  nothing  of  major  expense.  A  youth 
group  from  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville  worked  on  the  yard 
and  the  shrubbery  in  the  spring,  planting  some  azaleas  and  cleaning  out 
the   winter's  accumulation  of  leaves  and  debris. 

After  many  problems  with  leaks  in  the  roof  of  the  new  addition  to 
Welcome  Inn,  the  damaged  ceilings  have  been  repaired  and  only  one  leak 
remains   to  be  repaired. 

There  are  still  some  major  repair  items  to  be  handled  during  the 
next  few  months,  whenever  money  becomes  available.  Some  of  the  outside 
walls  still  need  vinyl  siding  installed  as  on  the  front  of  the  build- 
ing, the  outside  woodwork  needs  repainting,  and  some  structural  repairs 
are  needed  around  the  eaves,  etc.  However,  we  are  sure  that,  with  the 
help  of  the  Lord  and  all  the  many  willing  people  in  the  churches ,  we 
will    be  getting  the  building  in   good   shape  before   too  much  longer.

The  Executive  Board  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  in  its 
Quarterly  Session  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Maysville ,  on  Janu- 
ary 19,    1978,    adopted   the   following  resolution: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  we  support  the  action  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  at  its  annual  session,  which  met  in  Charlotte,  concerning 
the  money  granted  to  Wake  Forest  University  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment,   and; 

WHEREAS  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Trustees  of  Wake  Forest 
University  have  violated  the  Constitution  of  the  Convention,  the  Chart- 
er of  the  University,  and  the  faith  of  the  Baptist  people  of  North  Car- 
olina  by   their  decision   to  resist    the  mandate  of   the  Convention,    and 

WHEREAS  the  issue  involves  more  than  the  monies  in  question 
($85 ,000) ,  involving  the  question  of  who  controls  the  institution  of 
Wake  Forest  University — the  Administration ,  the  Faculty  and  Trustees , 
or   the   Baptist   State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,    and; 

WHEREAS  we  believe  if  this  issue  is  not  resolved  that  the  results 
will  be  disastrous  to  the  cause  of  Christian  Higher  Education  in  our 
state,  nation,  and  the  world;  to  the  Cooperative  Program;  and  to  the 
Baptist   State   Bold  Mission   efforts. 

THEREFORE ,  be  it  resolved  that  we  are  disappointed  in  the  actions 
of  the  trustees  of  Wake  Forest  University  in  failing  to  comply  with  the 
Convention   decision. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Executive  Board  of  the  New  River 
Baptist  Association  supports  the  efforts  of  the  Convention  leaders  and 
trustees  of  Wake  Forest  University  in  their  attempts  to  resolve  the 
differences  created  by   the   trustees . 

BE  TT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  our  Baptist  people  urge  the  said 
trustees  to  rethink  their  actions  in  opposition  to  the  ruling  of  the 
Convention. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  we  recommend  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee and  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
that,      should  all    efforts  at   reconciliation   fail,      they      then      take   the 
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necessary  action  to  replace  the  trustees  of  Wake  Forest  University ,  and 
that  the  trustees  be  replaced  with  persons  willing  to  cooperate  with 
persons  willing  to  cooperate  with  the  Constitution,  Charters ,  and  poli- 
cies of   the  Convention   and   its  agencies  and   institutions ." 

This  resolution  was  submitted  to:  Dr.  Cecil  Ray,  Rev.  Bob  Shep- 
herd, and  Dr.  Mark  Corts ,  with  copies  to  Dr.  Ralph  Scales  and  Mr.  James 
Mason. 

On  October  24,  1978,  at  the  Catherine  Lake  Baptist  Church,  the 
following  resolution  was  presented  to  the  New  River  Baptist  Association 
in    its  Annual    Session: 

"The  Nineteenth  Annual  Session  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Associa- 
tion is  grateful  to  the  Bear  Creek  and  Catherine  Lake  Churches  for  gra- 
ciously hosting  the  Annual  meetings .  We  have  a  Great  and  Gracious 
Heavenly  Father  who  is  plenteous  in  mercy.  We  thank  Him  for  His  'good- 
ness  and  mercy   which   follows   us   all    the   days  of  our  lives. ' 

"BE    IT    THEREFORE   RESOLVED: 

(1)  That  the  1978  Minutes  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  be 
dedicated  to  the  memory  of  the  Reverend  Thurman  Edwards,  fellow  minis- 
ter  of  our   Lord    to   various   churches   in    this  area. 

(2)  That  we,  as  an  Association  and  as  individual  Christian  citi- 
zens, go  on  record  as  opposing  the  Liquor-by-the-Drink  referendum  on 
which  we  are  to  vote  January  12,  1979.  We  encourage  our  fellow  Christ- 
ians to  carry  out  their  moral  and  civic  responsibility  by  voting 
against    this   liquor   law. 

(3)  That  we  Christians ,  comprising  the  local  Southern  Baptist 
Church  bodies,    seek  our   Lord's   face   in   order   to   manifest   His   Holy  Bold- 


ness

SPECIAL    EMPHASIS   COMMITTEE   REPORT 

This  year  the  Special  Emphasis  Committee  has  promoted  very  heavily 
the  work  of  our  seven  Baptist  Colleges  in  North  Carolina  and  the  Annui- 
ty  Board  of   the  Southern   Baptist   Convention. 

We  believe  that  we,  as  Baptists ,  should  support  our  private  col- 
leges through  gifts  and  by  sending  our  children  to  "our"  schools.  The 
atmosphere  is  unlike  the  ones  found  in  state  supported  schools.  It  is 
friendly ,  academic ,  but,  most  of  all,  there  exists  a  great  spiritual 
atmosphere  at    "our"   colleges . 

The  reason  for  the  great  emphasis  on  the  work  of  the  Annuity  Board 
is  as  follows:  Year  after  year,  as  prices  rise  and  men's  wages  seem  to 
remain  stagnant ,  the  Annuity  Board  must  seek  ways  by  which  a  servant  of 
God  will  not  be  put  to  shame  if  he  has  high  hospital  bills  and/or  medi- 
cal bills.  To  keep  this  from  happening ,  the  Annuity  Board  revises  pol- 
icies and  retirement  plans.  Our  great  emphasis  on  the  Annuity  Board  is 
to  inform  churches  of  these  revisions .  Also,  our  purpose  is  to  encour- 
age them  to  update  their  participation  in  the  Annuity  Board  plans,  or 
to   begin    if    they  are   not    already   involved   in    them. 

The  Special  Emphasis  Committee  is  responsible  for  promoting  the 
work  of  seven  areas  of  Baptist  work  throughout  the  state  of  North  Caro- 
lina.        To   see   that    the   churches      of      the   New  River  Baptist   Association 
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need  to  update  their  participation  and  financial  support,  one  needs 
only  to  refer  to  the  statistical  tables  found  in  last  year's  book  of 
Minutes  of  the   New  River  Baptist  Association. 

Listed  below  are  reports    (in   brief)    from  some  of  those   seven  areas 

of   work : 

I.      Social    Services 

Under  this  segment  of  the  report  we  have  three  agencies;  the 
Baptist  Hospital,  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist 
Children' s  Homes. 

II.      Christian  Higher  Education 

In  North  Carolina  we  have  a  Bible  Institute,  six  Baptist  Col- 
leges, and  one  Baptist  University .  These  schools'  primary  purpose  is 
to  send  out  ethical,  well  trained  persons  into  a  professional  world. 
Some  go  into  the  various  phases  of  ministry  and  Christian  Missions . 
Others  go  out  into  various  professional  fields,  trained  not  only  in 
that  field,  but  also  in  God's  Word.  I  believe  they  deserve  our  full 
support. 

Heretofore ,  in  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention ,  we 
have  received  special  offerings  to  help  both  of  these  areas  of  Baptist 
Work.  These  offerings  are  received  at  separate  times  throughout  the 
year.  The  offering  for  the  Baptist  Children' s  Homes  was  received  as  a 
Thanksgiving  Offering .  The  offering  for  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the 
Aging  was  received  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February ,  and  the  Baptist 
Hospital  Offering  was  received  on  Mother's  Day.  Finally,  the  Christian 
Higher  Education   Offering  was  received  on  Father's  Day. 

Because  of  the  great  amount  of  time  that  was  consumed  in  promoting 
these  offerings  and  the  expense  that  was  incurred  by  mail-outs ,  North 
Carolina  Baptists  will  not  receive  these  offerings  separately  after  the 
Baptist  Children' s  Homes  Offering  in  November  1978.  Instead,  we  will 
receive  one  offering  to  support  all  of  our  mission  efforts.  This  of- 
fering will  be  called  "The  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering . "  It  will 
be  received  on    the   third  Sunday   in   September  1979. 

We,  as  North  Carolina  Baptists ,  need  to  at  least  triple  our  State 
Missions  Offering  contributions  on  that  day  this  year  to  insure  that 
all  of  the  agencies  will  receive  sufficient  funds  to  maintain  opera- 
ional    status. 

It  was  a  joy  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Special  Emphasis  Commit- 
tee for  the  past  year.  I  want  to  express  my  thanks  to  Rev.  Hines  and 
all    members   of   the   committee  for    their   help  and   support.

REPORT  FROM  DIRECTOR   OF  MISSIONS 

Our  denomination  has  called  us  to  a  position  of  commitment  which 
requires  unprecedented  involvement  in  missions. .. .indeed,  Bold  Missions. 
We  are  challenged  to  reach  every  person  on  the  planet  with  the  Gospel 
by  the  year  Two  Thousand.  In  North  Carolina  we  are  committed  to  doubl- 
ing baptisms,  doubling  missions  gifts,  and  to  bold  increases  in  Sunday 
School  by  1982. 

Bold  Missions,  however,  is  not  new.  It  is  what  the  people  of  the 
Book  have  always  undertaken.  The  early  Christians  were  known  for  their 
boldness.  Their  ministry  was  marked  by  fearless  determinism  which  was 
energized  by  the  very  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Neither  is  Bold  Missions  new  for  the  New  River  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. It  was  a  bold  step  when  churches  constituted  a  new  association 
in  1960.  It  was  a  bold  step  when  a  full-blown  missions  program  was  in- 
augurated in  1965.  Some  said  it  could  not  be  done  in  1969.  Boldness 
persisted  and  the  Welcome  Inn  was  established.  In  1974,  the  inception 
of  a  Christian  Social  Ministries  program  required  boldness  on  many 
fronts. 

Today,  we  have  stepped  into  new  frontiers  which  require  even  more 
boldness.  The  denomination  is  involved  in  Bold  Missions  down  at  the 
grass  roots  level  as  never  before. 
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The  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  has  church  development 
and  growth  as  its  major  goal.  The  denominational  program  to  help 
churches  is  not  some  bureaucratic  machine  in  Raleigh  or  Nashville  which 
is  insensitive  to  local  needs.  Relationships  in  the  New  River  Associa- 
tion  is   evidence  of  this. 

In  an  effort  to  assist  the  Association  in  its  roles  of  helping 
churches ,  the  Convention  responded  to  our  request  of  "total  team  plan- 
ning. "  They  assisted  in  the  interpretation  of  the  research  which  was 
done  by  the  Association.  The  research  revealed  no  real  secrets.  Con- 
cepts were  confirmed.  Outreach  is  a  must,  but  church  development  must 
be   realized   before    there   can   be   any   meaningful    outreach. 

When  the  197  9  program  was  adopted  by  the  Executive  Board,  the  Con- 
vention made  a  commitment  of  $30,000 . 00  to  the  yearly  budget.  The  de- 
nomination is  helping  to  undergird  the  total  program  of  the  Association. 
The  new  relationship  which  the  Association  has  with  the  Convention  re- 
cognizes the  autonomy  of  the  Association  and  permits  us  to  relate  to 
the   Convention   as    team  members. 

The  Convention  has  indeed  recognized  the  uniqueness  of  this  Assoc- 
iation. This  is  a  mission  field!  Responses  are  being  made  to  our 
cries.  "The  ball  is  clearly  in  our  court."  We  must  not  fumble.  We 
must  enter  into  these  new  frontiers  with  boldness .  We  must  challenge 
our  people   to  respond   with   the   very  best    that   is   within   them. 

When  Israel  was  trekking  across  the  Sinai  Peninsula  headed  toward 
Canaan.  Moses  challenged  the  very  best  in  his  father-in-law  by  saying 
"Come,    go   with  us.      We  will   do   you   good." 

Today  is  no  day  for  fearful  men  to  stand  and  tremble  in  the  pre- 
sence of  opposition  or  indifference.  It  is  a  day  for  fearless  men  to 
challenge  the  very  best  that  is  within  our  people.  Our  people  are 
those  in  whose  heart  the  Spirit  of  the  Living  God  dwells.  We  must 
"stir   up   the  gift   that   is  within   them. " 

It  requires  boldness  to  begin  to  do  something  that  is  different . 
It  takes  courage  to  make  changes  and  to  be  innovative  in  the  Lord's 
work.  It  takes  availability ,  commitment  and  faith  to  make  things  hap- 
pen . 

If  baptisms  and  mission  gifts  are  to  double  and  if  Sunday  Schools 
are  to  increase ,  we  will  have  to  involve  ourselves  as  leaders  and  chal- 
lenge our  people  as  never  before.  Some  are  already  doing  this.  Some 
churches  are  already  reporting  significant  increases  in  mission  gifts. 
New  Bible  classes  must  be  started  in  and  out  of  our  church  houses.  Our 
Lord  preached  and  taught  in  the  synagogues  when  He  could.  But  when  it 
was  necessary ,  He  took  his  pulpit  to  the  mountains  and  the  seacoast .  He 
even  pulled  them  out  of  trees,  went  home  with  them  and  translated  the 
Gospel  into  their  culture.  Somehow  we  must  break  through  cultural  and 
other  barriers  which  separate  us  from  the  masses  which  are  pushing  in 
around  us.      New  classes,    new  work,    and  new  churches  must   be  established. 

We  must  be  committed  to  a  world  wide  program;  but  let  us  not  for- 
get. We  must  begin  here.  We  must  strengthen  our  local  churches  and 
enable  them  to  reach  out  here  and  around  the  world.  You  may  not  be 
able   to   go    to  foreign   soil,    but   you   can   be  a   missionary  where   you  are.

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WELCOME   INN   REPORT 

The  past  year  at  Welcome  Inn  has  indeed  been  a  time  of  growth, 
change,  and  adjustment .  As  always,  when  relationships  are  formed  and 
friendships  established ,  people  either  leave  on  floats,  are  transferred 
or  are  discharged .  This  is  a  part  of  our  report  for  the  previous  year. 
Hopefully ,  the  relationships  that  were  established  and  the  Christian 
witness  and  fellowship  that  was  shared  will  have  a  lasting  influence 
upon   both   the  people   who   left   our  area   and    the  people   who  remain  here. 

One  thing  that  is  particularly  impressive  is  the  spiritual  dedica- 
tion and  commitment  that  some  of  the  people  who  come  here  have  (both 
our  volunteer  workers  and  assistant  directors ,  and  our  servicemen) . 
The  question  has  been  asked,  "Where  is  all  the  spiritual  atmosphere 
down  here?"  The  answer  was  given  in  a  concerned  manner,  "Did  you  bring 
any  spirituality  in  with  you?"  This  says  a  great  deal  about  our  minis- 
try. The  Spirit  here  lives  in  the  lives  of  people;  not  in  a  building 
or  in  a  room  or  in  the  Chapel.  Spiritual  people  cause  a  spiritual  at- 
mosphere. Prayer  and  commitment  cause  spiritual  people.  This  is  what 
our  center  needs  and  must  have  in  order  to  carry  out  its  ministry  or 
mission. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  approximately  6,000  people  using 
the  center,  with  about  325  attending  worship  services ,  270  involved  in 
our  Bible  study,  and  about  230  individual  conferences .  We  feel  that 
one  of  our  services  is  to  direct  people  to  the  different  churches  in 
our  association.  This  becomes  evident  when  we  see  people  leaving  the 
center  to  attend  a  church  of  their  choice  and  then  coming  back  to  the 
center   later   in    the   evening. 

In  addition  to  being  a  servicemen' s  center,  our  ministry  to  the 
needy  in  our  area  in  terms  of  Crisis  Intervention  has  been  very  evident 
during  the  past  year.  We  should  be  proud  that  our  association  is  list- 
ed in  the  Onslow  County  Resources  Manual  as  a  resource  for  our  area. 
Many  times  late  at  night  as  well  as  on  weekends  we  get  calls  from  peo- 
ple who  either  have  heard  about  us  or  have  been  referred  to  us  and  who 
have  a  definite  need.  Without  volunteers  to  help  look  after  the  Center 
it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  give  adequate  attention  to  these  mat- 
ters. So,  our  deepest  thanks  go  to  our  assistant  directors,  volunteers, 
ladies  who  furnish  cakes,  individuals  and  churches  who  make  our  suppers 
possible ,  and  to  the  ladies  who  help  keep  our  clothing  closet  function- 
ing. Without  the  loyal  dedication  and  support  of  these  people,  our  to- 
tal program  would  not  be  what  it  is.  And,  without  the  different  ongo- 
ing programs ,  our  ministry  to  our  military ,  dependents ,  and  the  needy 
in  our  community  would  not  be  nearly  as  effective  as  it  is.  To  many 
people,  the  services  that  we  render  are  the  closest  thing  to  a  Christ- 
ian witness  they  have  ever  seen.  Let  us  all  make  sure  that  the  witness 
we  present   is   the   best    witness   that   we  have   to   offer.

The  1977-1978  year  has  been  a  rewarding  and  exciting  year  in  the 
work  among   the  Oriental   people  in   our  area. 

The  churches  within  the  Association  have  provided  tremendous  sup- 
port to  this  ministry.  Work  among  the  Orientals  is  under  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina ,  Chaplaincy  and  Langua^'e  Ministries , 
Rev.    Burke  Holland,   Director . 

My  work  during  this  period  has  been  primarily  in  the  Jacksonville- 
Camp  Lejeune  area,  but  I  assisted  in  some  instances  in  the  Havelock- 
Cherry  Point  and  Fayetteville  areas. 

On  several  occasions,  I  have  spoken  to  church  groups  within  the 
Atlantic  and  New  River  Associations  concerning  my  work.  Monthly  Bible 
Studies  were  held  in  Welcome  Inn  for  the  Orientals .  English  classes, 
Bible  Sutdy ,  and  choir  practice  were  held  weekly  at  the  Midville  Bap- 
tist Church  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  A.  F.  Butters,  a  dedicated 
member   in   support  of   this  ministry. 

The  highlight  of  this  year  was  the  Annual  Oriental  Fellowship  Din- 
ner held  on  May  12,  1978,  at  the  Midville  Baptist  Church,  with  Dr. 
Howard  Ford,  Division  Director ,  Mission  Ministries ,  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina,  bringing  the  message  to  Oriental  people  and 
guests.      Exotic  food  for   the  fellowship  was  prepared  by  Oriental    ladies. 

A  great  deal  of  my  work  involves  visiting  within  the  individual 
homes  of  Oriental  people,  assisting  them  in  personal  needs,  domestic 
affairs,  arranging  for  legal  and  medical  appointments  as  required ,  as- 
sisting in  Social  Services  aid  and  in  securing  employment.  My  primary 
goal  in  rendering  this  assistance  is  to  witness  to  each  person  of  the 
love   of  God   and   the   saving   power   of   the   Lord    Jesus   Christ.

FINANCE   COMMITTEE   REPORT 

The  Finance  Committee  has  met  monthly  through  this  associational 
year.  We  have  tried  to  give  sufficient  information  in  the  quarterly 
reports  in  order  that  the  churches  may  see  how  the  associational  mis- 
sions money  is  being  spent. 

The  response  of  the  churches  in  the  Association  has  been  very  good. 
We  have  experienced  an  increase  in  giving  over  the  previous  year,  al- 
though we  have  not  met   the  demand   in   a   few  of  the  budget   items. 

We  have  seen  some  improvements  in  the  structure  of  our  relation- 
ship with  the  State  Convention,  which  has  meant  more  mission  money  com- 
ing from  State  Missions  to  New  River  Association.  We  can  expect 
$28,938  in  aid  to  the  general  budget  from  the  State  Convention  (which 
includes  the  salary  for  the  Director  of  Baptist  Ministries) .  In  the 
Executive  Board  meeting  held  on  September  19,  1978,  the  total  budget 
adopted  was  $101,938.  This  means  that,  in  order  to  meet  and  balance 
our  budget,  we  need  to  receive  $73,000  from  the  churches.  This  budget 
is   indeed  a  challenge,    but   certainly  not  beyond  our   ability. 

We,  as  a  committee,  have  presented  the  budget  in  order  to  help  our 
people  see  how  the  monies     are  being     used  and  it      surely   encompasses  a 
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worthwhile^    Christ-honoring  program. 

This  may  well   be  one  of  our  Association' s  finest  hours ,   as  we  rise 
to   the  challenge   to  make  BOLD  GIVING  a   reality.

EXECUTIVE   BOARD  REPORT 

January   19,    1978 

Met  at  Maysville  First  Baptist  Church,  with  thirteen  churches  re- 
presented: Bear  Creek,  Blue  Creek,  Brookwood,  Cedar  Fork,  Centerview, 
Enon  Chapel,  Grant's  Creek,  Jacksonville  First,  Maple  Hill,  Maysville 
First,    Memorial ,    New  Hope,    and  Piney  Grove. 

Sunday  School:  Leadership  training  scheduled  at  Blue  Creek  Church 
on   January   30-31,    led  by  a   Baptist   State  Convention   staff. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union:      Acteens'   Banquet  planned  for  February   9. 

Youth:      Youth  night   will   be  held  on  March  18. 

Finance  Committee:  Paul  Mull,  Chairman,  reported  a  letter  sent  to 
pastors  and  treasurers ,  asking  that  they  consider  increasing  gifts  to 
the  Association .  Recommendation  passed  to  make  certain  changes  in  al- 
locations of  the  salary  and  allowances  of  the  Director  of  Welcome  Inn 
and   the  Office  Secretary. 

Evangelism  Committee:  Evangelism  workshop  to  be  held  on  Monday, 
Tuesday,  and  Wednesday ,  February  20,  21,  and  22,  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Jacksonville,    with  four  persons      to  be  sent   from  each  church. 
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New  Business :  Motion  passed  to  postpone  three  events:  May  9 , 
Church,  the  Sunday  Night  Place;  May  8,  First  Things  First;  and  May 
19-20,   Marriage  Enrichment  Retreat. 

Hospital  Chaplain:  E.  J.  Mines  reported  that  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee of  the  Greater  Jacksonville  Ministerial  Association  has  been 
working  on  the  possibility  of  employing  a  chaplain  at  the  Onslow  Memo- 
rial Hospital  in  a  proposal  in  which  the  hospital  would  pay  the  first 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  total  cost,  leaving  forty  per  cent  to  be  paid  by 
the  churches  of  all  denoninations  in  the  greater  Jacksonville  area.  The 
churches  are  being  asked  to  participate  by  contributing  an  average  of 
fifty  cents  per  resident  member  per  year.  Proposal  will  be  presented 
on  May  31  to  the  Hospital  Authority  and  churches  must  be  able  to  give 
their  commitment  at  this  time.  Total  salary  proposal  is  $18,000  per 
year,    including  expenses . 

July  11,    1978

presented: Bear  Creek,  Bethany,  Bethlehem,  Beulaville ,  Blue  Creek, 
Brookwood ,  Catherine  Lake,  Cedar  Fork,  Centerview,  Community ,  Enon  Cha- 
pel, Grant's  Creek,  Hallsville,  Jacksonville  First,  Kellum,  Midville , 
New  Hope,    Piney  Grove,    Providence,   Richlands  First,    and   Tar  Landing. 

Missions  Comjnittee:  Recommendation  of  the  committee  accepted  that 
the  New  River  Baptist  Association  becom.e  involved  in  Bold  Missions , 
Phase  Two,  and  in  promoting  the  State  Missions  Offering ,  which  has  a 
goal  of  $1 ,200,000.  Two  dollars  per  resident  member  is  the  desired  ob- 
jective. 

Rev.  Flay  Price  reported  on  the  Key  Leadership  Conference  on  Bold 
Missions  held  in  Ridgecrest  in  May,  explaining  that  the  program  will 
take  shape  between  now  and  1982.  A  conference  is  planned  for  September 
12,  at  the  First  Baptist.  Church  in  Jacksonville,  in  which  church  lead- 
ers in  the  Association  will  be  trained  and  educated  in  the  role  of  the 
churches   in  advancing  Bold  Missions. 

The  proposed  Calendar  of  Events  for  1979  and  the  proposed  Budget 
for  1978-1979  were  adopted. 

Nominating  Committee:  Attached  list  of  nominees  for  the  positions 
in   the  Assoc iaton   for   the   year  1978-1979  approved. 

Brotherhood :  Change  in  date  for  Brotherhood  Conference  from  Octo- 
ber 16   to   September   25  accepted  by  common   consent. 

September  19,    1978 

Met  at  the  Bear  Creek  Baptist  Church,  with  seventeen  churches  re- 
presented: Bear  Creek,  Bethlehem,  Beulaville ,  Blue  Creek,  Catherine 
Lake,  Cedar  Fork,  Centerview,  Enon  Chapel,  Galilee,  Hallsville ,  Jack- 
sonville First,  Kellum,  Maple  Hill,  Maysville  First,  Piney  Grove,  Prov- 
idence,  and  Richlands  First. 

Finance  Committee:  Motion  passed  that  the  Finance  Committee  be 
allowed   to  present  a  revised  budget  for  adoption. 

Motion  passed  for  adoption  of  the  revised  budget   for  1978-1979. 

Personnel  Committee:  Recommendation  accepted  that  the  Reverend 
Bruce  Jarman  be  employed  as  Director  of  Welcome  Inn  beginning  October  1, 
1978,    at   the  budgeted  salary  adopted  by   the  Association. 

Welcome  Inn:  Burnie  Collins  gave  a  report  on  Welcome  Inn  and  on 
the  projection      of   the   total   Baptist  Ministries     program     with  which  he 
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along  with   the  pastor. 

Associational  Council:  Council  authorized  by  Executive  Board  to 
secure  a  Nominating  Committee  and  empower  them  to  begin  serving  immedi- 
ately. 

New  Business:  Motion  passed  to  prepare  a  resolution  regarding  the 
controversary  at   Wake  Forest   University . 

Motion  passed  that  the  Executive  Board  appoint  the  president  of 
the  Pastors'  Conference,  the  Moderator ,  and  the  Director  of  Missions  to 
act  in  behalf  of  the  Executive  Board  in  giving  appropriate  recognition 
to  Rev.  E.  T.  Walton  upon  the  occasion  of  his  retirement  from  the  past- 
orate of  the  Providence  Baptist  Church,  and  that  a  resolution  be  sent 
to  the  Biblical  Recorder ,  indicating  appreciation  for  his  years  of  ser- 
vice  in    the   work  of   the  Lord. 

Motion  passed  that  a  resolution  regarding  the  vote  on  liquor  by 
the  drink  be  drawn  up  by  the  Resolutions  Committee  and  sent  to  our 
legislators  in  Raleigh,  and  that  a  citizens'  meeting  be  sponsored  by 
the  Association,  at  which  the  candidates  for  public  office  would  be 
questioned.

New  River,    Providence ,    Richlands  First,    and   Tar   Landing. 

Associational  Council:  Reported  that  Nominating  Committee  had 
been  appointed  as  authorized  by  the  Executive  Board:  Ed  Johnson, 
Chairman;    Dot   Butters;    Mary  Finer;    Gordon   Bynum;    and  Eddie  Sweeney. 

Church  Programs  Committee:  Pastors  and  Sunday  School  Directors 
Conference  to  be  held  on  August  12.  VBS  Clinic  to  be  held  at  Blue 
Creek  Baptist  Church  on  April  20.  Additional  VBS  Clinic  planned  for 
May   1. 

Brotherhood :  Associational  RA  Track  Meet  to  be  held  on  April  29 
at  Jacksonville  Senior  High  School.  Each  church  who  has  a  winner  in 
the  local  track  meet  is  asked  to  sponsor  him  to  the  State  track  meet. 
The  cost  will  be  $10.00.  A  trip  is  planned  for  RA's  on  June  16  to  the 
Morehead   Planetarium   in   Chapel    Hill. 

Missions  Committee :  Recommendation  of  the  committee  accepted 
"that  the  positions  of  Director  of  Christian  Social  Ministries  and  the 
Director  of  Welcome  Inn  be  merged  and  that  this  position  be  funded  by 
the  Home  Mission   Board  and   f.he   North  Carolina    Baptist   State   Convention."

Consfitufion 


ARTICLE    I.       NAME 

The  name  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Assoc- 
iation, cooperating  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
and   the   Southern   Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE    II.       PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian 
fellowship  and  cooperation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  As- 
sociation; to  uphold  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith 
and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and  practice  these  doc- 
trines and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's 
Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to 
promote  missions ,  benevolence ,  stewardship,  Christian  education ,  and 
the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth;  and  to  coop- 
erate with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention   in   a   world  mission  program. 

ARTICLE   III.       MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated 
churches  and  missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and 
missions  affiliated  with  the  body,  and  the  Executive  Board  Members  of 
the  year  ended.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  bt^  entitled  to  three 
(3)  elected  messengers  plus  the  pastor  for  the  first  (^ne  hundred  (100) 
members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional  messenger  for  each  one 
hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the  first  one 
hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled  to 
more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certi- 
fied in  the  annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  Associational  meeting, 
and  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  participate  in  the  affairs  of  the 
body . 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Bap- 
tist  Churches ,      or  newly  organized  Missionary   Baptist   Churches ,    may  pe- 
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tition  by  letter  for  membership  in  this  association.  The  letter  of 
petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions  Committee  not  later  than 
thirty  (30)  days  preceding  the  annual  meeting.  Upon  recommendation  of 
the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present;  provided  the  membership  for  the 
first  year  shall  be  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association.  After 
which  time,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee ,  the 
church  will    be  granted   full   m.embership  in    the  Association. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dism.ission  to 
unite  with  another  association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Association  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an  asso- 
ciational  letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual  meeting,  or 
that  fails  to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at 
large  and  this  Association,  shall  be  counseled  with  by  a  special  com- 
mittee which  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  Executive  Board  meeting 
after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  If  such  church  has  not 
mended  its  way  by  the  next  annual  meeting,  the  Association,  with  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  present  and  voting,  may  withdraw  fellow- 
ship. Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into 
the  fellowship  of  the  Association  through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon 
recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee ,  the  church  may  be  received  by 
a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the 
regular  annual    meeting. 

ARTICLE    IV.       AUTHORITY 

The  Association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the 
right  to  determine  its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This 
body  shall  never  exercise  any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches 
which  are  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  Association  will  stand  ready  to 
lend  any  assistance  or  counsel  to  any  church  making  request  for  such 
help.  ■ 

ARTICLE    V.       OFFICERS   AND    THEIR    ELECTIONS 

SECTION   A.       ASSOCIATIONAL   OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator ,  Vice  Modera- 
tor, Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  Historian .  These  officers  shall  be  nomina- 
ted by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association  and  elected  by  a 
majority  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  (Their  nomin- 
ation does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  They  shall  serve 
until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  Moderator 
and  Vice  Moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive 
years  of   service. 

SECTION   B.       DUTIES   OF    THE   OFFICERS 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  and  Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of 
the  Association  in  an  orderly  manner  and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may  for 
good   reason      ask  other  officers      or  members      of   the   body      to  preside  at 
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times. ) 

2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  in  the  absence 
of  or  at  the  direction  of  the  Moderator  and  shall  assist  the  Moderator 
in  such  ways  as  he  may  direct.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association  and  its  Executive  Board.  The  Clerk 
shall  superintend  the  compilation,  printing,  and  distributing  of  the 
Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and  other  important  papers 
of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for  this 
service. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  disburse  by  check  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the 
adopted  Associational  Budget,  or  according  to  the  specific  instructions 
of  the  Association,  upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  author- 
ized. He  shall  keep  records  of  all  monies  received ,  with  sources  and 
designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of 
the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association  for  ap- 
proval. The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  and  the  records  audited  accord- 
ing to   the  policy  of   the  Executive     Board. 

5.  The  Historian  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the 
Association,  beginning  with  the  organization..  The  Association  shall 
request  the  churches  and  individuals  who  may  possess  historical  inform- 
ation about  the  Association  to  make  it  accessible  to  the  Historian.  He 
shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal  year  and  present 
his  annual    report    to   the  Association   for  adoption. 

6.  All  officers  shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  churches  af- 
filiated with   the  New  River  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE   VI.       STAFF   MEMBERS 

A .  GENERAL 

1.  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing 
for  the  financial  welfare  of  its  employees  within  the  framework  of  the 
budget  or  that  which  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  annually ,  before  the  budget  is 
prepared ,  review  the  salaries  and  other  benefits  of  the  employees  of 
the  Association  and  make  recommendations  regarding  the  financial  bene- 
fits to  tPhe  Finance  Committee  and/or  the  Executive  Board  or  Association. 
Moreover,  the  Personnel  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  regarding 
sick  leave,    vacations ,    etc. 

B.  DIRECTOR   OF   MISSIONS 
1.      Calling 

When  the  office  of  Director  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive 
Board  or  the  Association  will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of 
five  persons  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  finding  a 
person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The  committee  shall  bring  only  one 
name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association  and  action  may 
be  taken  by  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its  Ex- 
ecutive Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particu- 
lar matter  there  must  be  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  membership  churches 
represented      in  order   to  constitute  a   quorum.        An  affirmative   vote     of 
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two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those  persons  present  shall  be  necessary  for  an  ex- 
tension of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)    vote,    the  Committee   shall    seek  another  nominee. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

The  relationship  of  the  Director  of  Missions  to  the  Association 
may  be  dissolved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or 
its  Executive  Board.  In  either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  notice  shall 
be  given  of  termination  of  relationship,  unless  otherwise  mutually 
agreed    upon. 

3.  Duties 

a.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the 
Association ,  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  He  shall  assist  in  planning,  promoting ,  and  shall  have 
supervision   in   executing  all    the   work  of   the  Association. 

b.  He  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Associational  Council, 
and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board  and  an  ex  officio  member 
of  all    committees. 

C.  DIRECTOR    OF    WELCOME    INN 

1.  Calling 

He  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Missions 
Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  with  concurrence  of  the  Director 
of  Missions .  He  shall  be  called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive  Board. 

2.  Termination   of  Relationship 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Director 
of  Missions  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  date.  Em- 
ployment may  be  terminated  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of 
Missions  to  the  Missions  Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  and  upon 
a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board.  A  notice  of  thirty 
(30)  days  shall  be  given.  If  mutually  agreed  upon,  the  thirty  (30) 
days  may  be   waived. 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Director  of  Missions  and 
shall    execute  his   duties   in   accordance  with   the  job  description. 

D.  DIRECTOR    OF   CHRISTIAN   SOCIAL   MINISTRIES 

1.  Calling 

He  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Missions 
Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Dir- 
ector of  Missions.  He  shall  be  called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the   Executive  Board. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship  •  i  ■ 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Director 
of  Missions  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  day.  Em- 
ployment may  be  terminated  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee and  the  Personnel  Committee  and  upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the  Executive  Board.  A  notice  of  thirty  (30)  days  shall  be  given.  If 
mutually  agreed   upon,    the   thirty    (30)    days  may  be  waived. 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Director  of  Missions  and 
shall    execute  his  duties   in  accordance  with   the   job  description. 

ARTICLE    VII.       ORGANIZATION 
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SECTION   A.       EXECUTIVE   BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of 
the  pastor  and  two  lay  representatives  from  each  church  and  mission. 
The  lay  representatives  shall  be  elected  by  their  churches.  The  quorum 
of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  member  from 
one-third    (1/3)    of  the  Associational   churches   and  missions. 

2.  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Historian 
shall    be  members   of   the   Executive   Board. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Associ- 
ation between  sessions ,  promote  programs  authorized  by  the  Association 
and  carry  out   all   directives   given   by   the  Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational 
officers ,  the  various  departments  and  committees ,  and  shall  make  an  an- 
nual report  to  the  Association  of  all  work  carried  on  and  of  all 
finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  pro- 
ject any  new  work  or  project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  ma- 
jority of  the   Executive  Board  members  present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special 
sessions  at    the   call   of  the  Moderator  or   the  Associational    Council. 

SECTION   B.       ASSOCIATIONAL   COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  persons  who  represent  the 
following  offices:  Moderator ,  Vice  Moderator ,  Clerk,  Director  of  Mis- 
sions, Director  of  Welcome  Inn,  Director  of  Christian  Social  Ministries, 
members  of  the  Church  Programs  Committee  and  Chairmen  of  the  Missions , 
Evangelism,  Finance,  and  Youth  Work  Committees .  Persons  representing 
other  offices  mey  be  invited  when  matters  related  to  their  work  are  to 
be  considered .  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  chairman.  In 
his  absence,    the  Moderator   shall    serve  as  chairman. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular 
session  of  the  Executive  Board.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the 
request  of   the   Chairman. 

3.  The  Council ' s  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases 
of  the  various  groups  and  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It 
shall    strive  for  a   smooth  operation  of  the  Associational   program. 

4.  The  Council,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions , 
shall  serve  as  the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed 
program  of  events   to   the  Executive  Board  at   its   July  meeting. 

SECTION   C.       COMMITTEES 

In  order  to  facilitate  its  work,  the  Association  shall  have  the 
committees  so  listed  in  this  section.  Additional  committees ,  either 
standing  or  special,  may  be  added  at  the  Executive  Board  Meeting  by 
majority  vote.  The  duties  of  the  committees  shall  be  understood  to  be 
consistent  with  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  promotional  literature  for 
their  respective  areas  of  responsibility  as  produced  or  approved  by  the 
denomination,  and  set  forth  in  this  constitution.  Additional  to  any 
other  reports,  all  committees  shall  make  an  annual  written  report  to 
the  Association.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  no  later 
than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year.  All  committee  members 
shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  New 
River  Baptist  Association.  The  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees 
shall    be   elected   at    the  April    Executive   Board   meeting.  , 
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1 .  CHURCH   PROGRAMS   COMMITTEE 

The  committee  shall  he  composed  of  seven  persons.  It  shall  have 
the  responsibility  of  providing  leadership,  training,  and  promotion  for 
Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Music,  Brotherhood,  and  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  work.  The  members  of  this  Committee  shall  be  elected  at 
the  April    Executive  Board  meeting. 

2.  CONSTITUTION   COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them 
up  to  date,  and  to  present  any  changes  to  the  Association  for  its  con- 
sideration.      This  Committee   shall    consist   of   three  persons. 

3.  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  ef- 
fective program  of  Evangelism ,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Con- 
vention Agencies  and  the  Association.  It  shall  plan  and  promote  sim- 
ultaneous crusades  and  evangelistic  rallies  to  lift  the  evangelistic 
spirit   of   the   Association   and   its  compassion   for   non-Christians . 

4.  FINANCE   COMMITTEE 

a.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  and  the 
Treasurer . 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Association' s  financial  needs  for  an 
adequate  program.  It  shall  prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented 
to  the  July  Executive  Board  meeting.  The  budget  shall  be  officially 
adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session  and  shall  be  retroact- 
ive  to  October  1 . 

5.  MISSIONS    COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  persons.  It  shall  have 
the  responsibility  for  developing  and  implementing  the  missions  strat- 
egy of  the  Association.  It  shall  plan,  conduct  and  evaluate  the  mis- 
sions program  of  the   Association. 

a.  It    shall    help  churches  commit   themselves   to  mdssion   work. 

b.  It  shall  provide  and  interpret  information  on  mission 
needs  in  the  Assoc iational  territory  to  the  churches  in  the  Assoc- 
iation. 

c.  It  shall  assist  churches  in  training  persons  for  mission 
work . 

d.  It    shall    assist   churches   in   doing  mission   work. 

e.  It  shall  encourage  churches  and  Associational  organiza- 
tions to  do  mission  work,  and,  when  necessary ,  conduct  mission  work  not 
being  done. 

f.  It  shall  seek  to  promote  stewardship  consciousness  and 
mission  giving  among  the  churches ,  giving  special  assistance  in  promot- 
ing special   offerings . 

6.  NOMINATING   COMMITTEE 

a.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to 
guide,  advise,  and  coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication ,  and  to  nomi- 
nate the  general  Associational  officers ,  Associational  committees ,  or- 
ganizational officers ,  representatives  as  requested  by  the  Association , 
which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate  to  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have  occurred. 
Nominations  by   the   Committee  do  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 

b.  Membership:      The  Nominating  Committee   shall    be  composed  of 
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either  pastors,  laymen  or  1  ay women ,  named  for  one  year. 
It  is  considered  a  good  policy  to  have  a  "carryover"  of  one  or  two  mem- 
bers from  the  previoVs  year's  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational  Council  and  elected  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board. 

7.  ORDINATION   COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  compos- 
ed of  five  ordained  ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall 
act  in  advisory  capacity  for  churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seek- 
ing assistance.  The  Committee  shall  assist  any  church  which,  by  formal 
action  of  the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the  examination  of  cand- 
idates for   the   Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate 
well  in  advance  of  the  ordination  service.  The  candidate  shall  be 
given  a  thorough  examination  regarding  his  Christian  experience ,  doc- 
trinal position,  morals,  marital  status,  knowledge  and  views  on  and  of 
church  polity,    denominational    loyalty,    etc. 

c.  Upon  completing  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall 
make  its  recommendation  to  the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of  the  can- 
didate  for   ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the 
church  in  planning  and  carrying  out   the  ordination   service. 

8.  PERSONNEL   COMMITTEE 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  The 
Committee  shall  be  charged  with  all  personnel  matters  relative  to  all 
employees  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  or  its  Executive  Board, 
except   in   the   employment  of   the  Director  of  Missions. 

9.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who  shall 
be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of 
the  annual  meeting  and  of  selecting  the  speaker  for  doctrinal  and  mis- 
sionary sermons.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  s^rve  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee . 

10.  PROPERTIES   COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility  to  have  general  oversight  of  the  condition,  state  of  re- 
pair, and  appearance  of  all  Associational  properties  and  of  equipment 
which  is  used  in  maintaining  the  properties.  The  Committee  shall  auth- 
orize such  purchases  and  repairs  as  needed  and  as  provided  for  by  the 
budget. 

11.  RESOLUTIONS   COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons.  It 
shall  draw  up  resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  Associational  body  shall 
deem  necessary.  These  shall  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  or   to   the  Executive  Board. 

1 2 .  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term 
of  office  shall  be  for  three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expir- 
ing each  year.  Upon  the  expiration  of  a  term  of  service,  the  trustee 
may  or  may  not  be  re-elected  to  another  term  of  three  years  after  a 
waiting  period   of  one   year. 

Duties:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal 
matters.      They  shall    act      on  behalf     of   the     Association   in  acquisition

and  disposal  of  Associational  property.  They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of 
conveyance ,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages ,  intervene  in  all 
suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in  them  by  the  Association.  They 
shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Association ,  and 
are  not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures ,  but  are  to  be  legal  as- 
signees of  the  Association.  All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees ,  as 
Associational  officers ,  may  rely  upon  any  written  resolution  duly  a- 
dopted  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  directing  and  author- 
izing the  Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associa- 
tional   Moderator  and   Clerk. 

13.       YOUTH    WORK   COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility  to  promote  emphases  and  programs  which  are  specifically 
designed  to  assist  the  Youth.  Moreover ,  it  shall  seek  to  coordinate 
youth  programs   and   activities    in    the   Association . 

SECTION   E.       SPECIAL   EMPHASIS    COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons .  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility    to  promote   the   work  of: 

1.  CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION 

Special  effort  shall  be  made  to  promote  the  ministries  and  serv- 
ices of  Christian   Higher  Education. 

2.  SOCIAL   SERVICE   MINISTRIES 

The  Committee  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Children' s  Homes, 
Homes   for   the  Aging,    and    the  North  Carolina   Baptist   Hospital . 

3.  THE    BAPTIST   FOUNDATION 

4.  THE   BIBLICAL   RECORDER 

5.  THE  ANNUITY   BOARD   OF    THE    SOUTHERN   BAPTIST   CONVENTION 

6.  THE   AMERICAN   BIBLE   SOCIETY 
SECTION   F.       SERVICEMEN'S    CENTER 

The  Servicemen' s  Center  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Association  and  shall  be  related  to  the  organizational  structure 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  organizations .  Guidelines  for  the  op- 
eration  of  the   Center   shall    be  kept   current   by   the  Missions  Committee . 

ARTICLE    VIII.       MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the 
power  to  change  the  stated  time  and/or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in 
case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity .  The  Executive  Board  shall  promote 
the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council ,  its  promotional  organiza- 
tions,   and   its   standing  committees . 

ARTICLE    IX.       AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present 
and  voting,  provided  notice  of  such  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at 
the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board  meeting,  and  provided  it  is  read 
in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in  another  ses- 
sion  of   the  annual   meeting. 
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By-Laws 


ARTICLE  I.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be* governed 
by  Robert's   Rules  of  Order. 

ARTICLE  II,  The  fiscal  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  from  the 
first  day  of  October  to  the  last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual 
reports   to   the  Association   shall   cover   this  period. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  in 
the  month  of  October.  The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by 
the  Program  Committee  or  other  authorized  by  the  Association  and  ap- 
proved by  the  body.  The  Executive  Board  may  make  such  adjustments  in 
the  time,  place,  and  preacher  as  may  become  necessary  because  of  cir- 
cumstances which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
whole  body. 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  Association  must  be  members  of 
churches  within  the  Association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for 
their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to  Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  pro- 
grams . 

ARTICLE  V.  All  Associational  organizations  and  regular  committees 
shall  make  reports  to  fhe  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  and/ 
or  the  Association.  The  Executive  Board  shall  exercise  authority  over 
these  organizations  and  committees  only  to  the  extent  of  determining 
whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of  the  organizational  pro- 
grams as  approved   by   the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for 
miscellaneous  business  at   each  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be 
provided  for  at  each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  re- 
lating to  phases  of  our  Baptist  work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Pro- 
gram Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Messengers  to  the  Association  shall  be  accorded 
equal  rights  and  privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who 
desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the  Moderator ^  and  be  recognized 
before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on 
any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring  to  speak 
have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the 
body,    the  Moderator  may   invite  a   visitor  to   speak  during  a   discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by 
a  majority  vote  of..-messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been 
read  to  the  body  not  ^later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  be- 
fore  the  last   session.

In  the  last  several  years  Welcome  Inn  has  progressed  from  a 
Servicemen' s  Center  with  a  homey.  Christian  atmosphere  to  one  of  the 
leading  resources  offering  "after-hours"  human  services  to  the  crisis 
situations  in  Onslow  County.  During  the  nights  and  on  weekends ,  we 
get  many  referrals  from  the  Sheriff's  Department  and  the  Police  De- 
partment, as  well  as  from  CRIS  Line  (an  emergency  Crisis  Intervention 
telephone  line).  The  calls  range  from  people  who  are  stranded  here 
because  of  no  money  and  a  broken  down  car,  to  those  in  need  of  emer- 
gency food  and  shelter,  to  attempted  suicides .  We  are  the  one  organ- 
ization here  in  our  county  that  is  open  nights  and  on  weekends  that 
is  able   to  minister   to  these  situations. 

One  of  the  good  things  about  our  Center  is  that  our  Crisis  In- 
tervention Ministry  in  no  way  interferes  with  our  ministry  to  the 
servicemen.  This  is  mainly  because  of  the  excellent  response  that  we 
receive  from  the  volunteers  who  come  to  help  us  at  night  and  on  week- 
ends from  our  local  churches .  These  people  enable  our  directors  to 
be  free,  when  necessary ,  to  turn  their  attention  to  the  num.ber  one 
need  of  the  moment.  This  is  sometimes  a  counseling  session;  some- 
times a  phone  call;  and  sometimes  a  short  trip  away  from  the  Center. 
But,  through  the  volunteers ,  the  Center  is  covered  in  an  efficient 
manner. 

Our  Center  is  meeting  the  needs  of  a  number  of  people  in  our 
community  by  meeting  these  people,  as  Jesus  did,  where  the  people 
are;  not  where  we  would  like  for  them  to  be.  Jesus  is  interested  in 
the  total  person,  and  we  as  Christians  today  must  show  people  that 
Christ  is_  relevant  today,  and  that  he  is  interested  in  the  total  per-

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CHUECH PROGRAMS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Church  Programs  Committee  is  completing  its  second  full  year 
of  service  to  the  association.  Under  its  new  structure,  this  committee 
has  attempted  to  plan  and  promote  events  and  emphasis  for  1978-79.  The 
full  potential  of  this  structure  has  not  yet  been  realized  because  of 
vacated  positions  of  leadership'.  Those  persons  serving  on  the  commit- 
tee have  found  the  team  concept  very  supportive.  It  has  enabled  the 
remaining  members  of  the  comm.ittee  to  sustain  the  work  of  organizat- 
ions without  associational  leadership.  This  cooperative  venture  has 
aroused  interest,  eliminated  confusion  and  conflicts  and  motivated 
those  who  have  failed  to  act,  while  bridging  the  gap  created  by  a 
leadership  shortage. 

Associtational  efforts  to  enrich  organizational  life  on  the  lo- 
cal church  level  include  the  following: 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL:  On  February  26-27  a  conference  on  Bold  Mission 
in  Outreach-Phase  I,  was  co-sponsored  with  the  Evangelism  Committee. 
The  conference  was  led  by  Robert  Stewart,  State  Convention  Sunday 
School  Director.  It  laid  the  ground-work  for  the  "Reaching  People 
Through  Sunday  School"  Conference  to  follow.  On  August  27  a  confer- 
ence for  pastors  and  directors  was  held  at  Brookwood  Church  with  re- 
presentation from  12  churches  attending.  Rev.  Bill  Shear in  of  Raleigh 
and  Mary  Piner  were  leaders.  On  September  17-18  a  leadership  confer- 
ence for  all  teachers,  officers  and  outreach  leaders  was  held  at  Blue 
Creek  Church.  "Reaching  People  Through  Sunday  School"  was  taught  by 
the  associational  team  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Murray  of  Wilmington,  There  were 
191  participants  from  17  churches.  In  addition  to  these  events,  the 
associational  team  conducted  a  Graded  Clinic  for  teachers/directors  on 
November  5  and  12  at  Brookwood  Church,  In  June,  they  conducted  a 
clinic  on  curriculum  and  teaching  methods  at  Bethany  Church, 

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL:  A  Graded  Clinic  was  held  at  Blue  Creek 
Church  on  April  19.  It  was  led  by  an  asscoiational  teaching  team. 
During  the  summer  there  were  20  churches  reporting  schools  held. 

CHURCH  TRAINING:  Ways  of  making  Church  Training  an  intrigal  part 
of  Bold  Mission  Thrust  are  being  sought.  Training  future  and  present 
church  leaders  is  the  aim  of  this  organization.  Emphasis  is  also  be- 
ing placed  on  purpose  and  clarity  of  belief  so  the  Christian  life  may 
be  lived  fruitfully.  New  things  are  taking  place  in  Church  Training, 
new  tools  like  "The  Survival  Kit"  for  new  Christians  and  "Equipping 
Centers"  for  growing  Christians,  and  greater  flexibility  in  meeting 
time  and  place  make  this  program  a  possibility  in  every  church. 
Churches  are  encouraged  to  begin  and /or  strengthen  Church  Training  Pro' 
grams-  set  goals  for  the  year  ahead.  Look  to  your  Church  Programs  com' 
mitttee  for  bolder  (more  specific)  leadership  in  the  year  ahead. 

BROTHERHOOD :  The  Brotherhood,  in  its  task  to  provide  missionary 
education  for  men  and  boys,  seeks  to  equip  leadership  for  service  in 
the  local  church.  This  year,  the  association  <tonducted  a  Rally  for 
Men  and  Boys  for  its  fall  emphasis.  In  the  spring,  the  R.  A.  Track 
Meet  was  the  main  attraction.  Consultants  are  available,  on  a  year- 
round  basis,  to  assist  churches  in  training  leadership. 
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WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION:  All  31  churches  in  the  association 
have  been  urged  to  elect  a  director,  even  if  there  is  not  an  organiz- 
ed missions  program  in  the  church.  After  attending  the  Key  Leader- 
ship Conference  at  Ridgecrest  where  state  and  convention  W.  M.  TJ. 
workers  provided  training,  your  associational  leader  is  ready  to 
assist  local  churches  in  beginning  or  strengthening  their  programs. 

CHURCH  MUSIC;  There  are  encouraging  signs  that  our  people  are 
singing  better.  Certainly,  members  and  choir  members  are  increasing- 
ly interested  in  training.  Response  to  the  Choral  Clinic  was  excell- 
ent. It  was  held  on  the  evenings  of  May  14-15  at  New  River  Church. 
Exciting  plans  for  the  new  year  are  being  formulated.  For  the  first 
time  in  many  years,  several  musicians  will  be  serving  as  consultants. 
The  total  program  will  be  enriched  as  leadership  training  is  provided 
for  instrumentalists  and  directors  of  graded  choirs. 

Our  team  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  each  church  that 
hosted  or  promoted  our  efforts.  Your  participation  has  encouraged  us 
and  your  patience  is  giving  us  a  chance  to  make  this  new  structure 
more  effectively  serve  you.  Our  gratitude  is  also  expressed  to  the 
Director  of  Missions,  the  Director  of  Baptist  Ministries  and  other 
staff  members  who  have  faithfully  undergirded  our  work.

3.  "That  we  hold  a  World  Missions  Conference  March  8-15  in 
1981.  That  we  use  the  Modified  Plan  as  we  did  in  our  last 
World  Missions  Conference." 

4.  That  all  our  churches  be  encouraged  to  plan  to  participate 
in  our  Bold  Mission  Bible  Conference  which  has  been  schedul- 
ed for  November  4-7,  1979.   That  we  consider  Dr.   Talmadge 
Amberson  as  our  Bible  Conference  leader. 

II.  We  further  present  as  a  recommendation  to  the  New  River  Baptist 
Association:   "That  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Swansboro  be  grant- 
ed full  membership  in  the  New  River  Baptist  Association." 

The  above  recommendation  is  made  in  response  to  our  Consitutional 
requirements  for  membership  in  our  Association.  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Swansboro  has  completed  the  required  year  under  the 
watchcare  of  the  Association  and  is  now  ready  for  full  -membership.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

"REDIGGING  THE  WELLS  OF  CHURCH  GROWTH" 

In  chapter  26  of  the  book  of  Genesis  is  told  the  intriguing  story 
of  the  success  of  Isaac  when  he  lived  in  Gerar  which  was  located  in 
Philistine  country. 

A  famine  forced  Isaac  to  go  to  the  Philistine  king  in  Gerar  to  beg 
sanctuary.  In  the  fertile  fields,  Isaac  became  very  prosperous.  con- 
sequently, Abimelech,  the  king,  felt  threatened  and  forced  him  to  move. 
He  moved  down  into  the  valley  in  the  area  where  his  father  Abraham  had 
lived,  and  had  dug  many  wells.  The  Philistines  had  since  filled  the 
wells,  so  Isaac  found  it  necessary  to  redig  them.  He  dug  three  wells 
before  he  was  able  to  enjoy  the  water  in  peace  and  escape  the  harass- 
ment of  the  herdsmen  in  the  Gerar  Valley.  Later,  he  moved  into  Beer- 
sheba,  some  fifteen  miles  away  and  dug  yet  another  well.  Each  time 
the  wells  produced  copious  supplies  of  water. 

Obviously,  Isaac's  ability  to  find  water  contributed  greatly  to 
his  success.  Also,  as  problems  arouse  around  the  site  of  a  well  he 
moved  to  dig  another.  Certainly,  some  of  the  problems  he  encountered 
were  cultural  as  heterogenious  communities,  came  together.  Isaac  was 
persistent,  resourceful,  and  had  an  eye  for  history.  For  he  remember^ 
ed  the  wells  which  his  father  had  dug.  He,  therefore,  traced  his 
footsteps  and  followed  his  principles. 

This  intriguing  story  of  Isaac  redigging  the  wells  of  his  father  may 
provide  the  principles  which  could  be  employed  today  in  establishing 
churches  and  other  types  of  new  work.  Southern  Baptists  have  been  a 
people  of  the  Book  who  have  been  characterized  by  their  missionary 
zeal. 

We  have  been  challenged  by  our  denomination  to  launch  a  ministry 
aimed  at  reaching  every  person  on  this  planet  with  the  Gospel  of  our 
Lord  by  the  year  2000.  We  have  been  challenged  to  commit  ourselves  to 
church  growth  in  our  day  of  a  magnitude  unheard  of  in  any  other  day. 
In  our  response,  and  at  the  very  heart  of  our  efforts  we  must  be  sure 
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we  have  the  right  motivation.  Our  purpose  is  not  numbers  per  se .  Our 
purpose  is  to  share  the  Gospel  so  that  all  persons  will  come  to  exper- 
ience the  abundant  life  about  which  He  spoke,  and  for  which  He  came. 

Church  growth  must  take  place  where  we  are,  in  our  existing  cong- 
regations. There  are  many  things  we  can  yet  do  which  will  aid  us  in 
our  growth.  We  must  have  a  compassion  for  people  and  commitment  to 
the  mandates  of  the  Gospel.  We  must  have  a  sense  of  unquestionable 
loyalty  to  the  local  church  of  which  we  are  a  part,  and  discipline  our- 
selves in  all  the  tasks  which  will  aid  us  to  stay  equipped  to  meet  the 

needs  of  people  where  they  are at  any  spiritual  level at  any 

educational  level at  any  cultural  level. 

We  must  ,  however,  be  realistic  and  practical   as  we   think   in 
terms  of  enlarging  the  group  that  meets  "out  at  the  church  house."   In 
our  society  we  have  never  experienced  a  culture  like  this  one.   We  are 
multi-cultured.   All  across  America,  and  in  the  New  River  Association  , 
we  are  more  diverse  than  ever.... and  this  diversity  is  increasing. 

One  deterrant  to  growth  is  the  "growth  saturation  point"  which  we 
often  reach.  We  almost  think  we  have  become  saturated  in  our  churches 
when  we  have  too  many  persons  in  our  building.  There  is  another  crit- 
erion for  saturation  which  we  do  not  always  see.  We  are  often  satured 
culturally.  Sometimes  a  church  building  that  will  accomodate  300  per- 
sons, but  the  congregation  has  become  saturated  at  125,  even  though 
there  are  many  "prospects"  living  in  the  geographical  area  surrounding 
the  church  building.  There  are  laws  other  than  spiritual  ones  which 
govern  our  growth.  People  will  not  worship  and  serve  in  churches  in 
which  they  do  not  feel  comfortable. 

We  must  establish  churches  and  new  work  in  areas,  neighborhoods, 
and  communities,  enabling  the  Gospel  to  speak  the  language  of  the  peop- 
le. When  Jesus  went  directly  through  Samaria  and  specifically  Sychar, 
He  was  taking  the  Gospel  to  another  culture.  He  knew  the  barriers  had 
to  be  broken.  Christians,  not  lost  persons,  have  the  responsibility 
of  breaking  barriers.  It  is  not  the  nature  of  a  lost  person  to  flee 
to  the  Gospel.  In  our  sin  we  lurk  in  the  shadows  and  avoid  the  church. 
The  church  must  be  taken  to  the  lost] 

We  must  "dig  wells"  as  did  our  forefathers.  There  are  31  church- 
es in  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  Twenty-one  of  these  were  est- 
ablished before  1950,  13  prior  to  1900.  Only  ten  churches  have  been 
established  since  1950.  (Not  all  of  these  were  begun  because  the  con- 
gregation was  burdened  over  an  area  in  which  the  Gospel  was  not  reach- 
ing. Sometimes  churches  begin  as  a  result  of  contention.)  Our  popul- 
ation has  "mushroomed"  in  growth  since  1950.  Our  growth  in  our  con- 
gregations and  in  establishing  new  congregations  has  not  kept  pace 
with  the  growth  of  our  population.  While  our  total  church  membership 
is  larger  than  ever,  our  Sunday  School  enrolment  and  average  atten- 
dance is  approximately  22%  less  than  in  1963,  some  17  years  ago. 

Have  we  reached  our  growth  saturation  point  caused  partially  by  a 
diverse  culture?  Have  we  been  going  around  Samaria  expecting  people 
to  come  to  us?  How  long  are  we  going  to  sit  in  our  buildings  expect- 
ing the  people  to  come  and  fill  them?  Can  we  not  learn  from  the  busi- 
ness world  something  of  the  principles  of  growth.  Commerce  follows 
the  people,  and  they  build  their  stores  and  banks  and  other  establish- 
ments which  provide  human  need? 
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Isaac  moved  into  the  Gerar  valley  and  Beersheba  and  dug  wells, 
and  prospered.  In  our  day  we  must  move  into  mobile  home  parks,  sub 
divisions,  apartment  buildings.  We  must  follow  the  people  and  tell 
them  the  Gospel.  We  must  break  out  of  molds  which  have  made  it  impos- 
sile  to  translate  and  interpret  the  Gospel  to  a  culture  that  does  not 
yet  even  know  the  language.  We  must  learn  their  language.  We  must 
learn  their  culture.  Our  Lord  said:  "Go  then  to  all  peoples  every-r- 
where  and  make  them  my  disciples;  baptize  them  in  the  name  of  the  Path" 
er,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  teach  them  to  obey  everything  I 
have  commanded  you.  And  I  will  be  with  you  always  to  the  end  of  the 
age."  (Matt.  28:19-20) 

WELCOME  INN  REPORT 

This  year  marks  the  end  of  ten  years  of  Welcome  Inn  being  availa*- 
ble  as  an  outreach  facility  for  servicemen  and  civilians  alike.  Over 
the  years  many  changes  have  taken  place .  Every  month  changes  take 
place  to  make  the  facility  a  more  complete  outreach  center  for  the 
needs  of  the  community.  Of  course  Welcome  Inn  would  be  nothing  if  not 
for  the  people  who  work  there  and  go  out  from  it  into  the  community  to 
share  Jesus  with  people. 

This  year  we  have  seen  the  start  of  a  discipleship  and  evangelism 
classes  on  Thursday  nights  in  which  people  are  called  to  a  commitment 
of  discipleship  and  trained  in  evangelism.  Then  they  go  out  on  Court 
Street  to  share  Christ  with  people  on  the  street.  As  decisions  are 
made,  the  people  are  encouraged  to  come  back  to  Welcome  Inn  and  use 
the  facilities.  Follow-up  to  encourage  Christian  growth  is  also  done 
through  nightly  Bible  studies.  We  have  seen  God  work  many  miracles  in 
people's  lives. 

Since  July  we  have  seen  the  re-institution  of  weekly  Sunday  after- 
noon worship  services  in  the  chapel.  God  has  blessed  through  this  min- 
istry also. 

During  the  past  year  over  7,000  people  have  made  use  of  the  cent- 
er; 250  have  attended  worship  services;  49  have  been  saved.  Approxi- 
mately 1,800  have  been  involved  in  our  nightly  Bible  Study.  We  have 
had  16  weddings  and  counseled  over  160  people  on  an  individual  basis. 

In  addition  the  Crisis  Intervention  line  has  put  us  in  contact 
with  over  72  people  with  problems  ranging  from  individuals  contemplat- 
ing suicide  to  those  who  just  needed  someone  to  listen.  Many  of  those 
have  come  into  the  office  for  further  counseling  and  have  been  saved. 
We  at  Welcome  Inn  have  also  been  able  to  provide  temporary  shelter  for 
those  in  need.  Calls  for  help  have  come  from  as  far  away  as  Wilming- 
ton. Welcome  Inn  is  meeting  a  great  spiritual  need  in  our  community 
as  well  as  meeting  practical  needs  on  an  everyday  basis.  Please  pray 
for  God's  continued  blessing  on  this  ministry. 

I  want  to  thank  each  and  every  person  who  has  given  time  to  help 
make  this  ministry  what  it  is  today.  If  you  have  never  been  involved 
with  this  outreach,  let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  invite  you  to  get 
invovled.  It  will  be  the  source  of  one  of  the  greatest  blessings  you 
will  receive.

The  17th  Annual  Oriental  Fellowship  meeting  was  held  in  May  at 
Midville  Baptist  Church  where  165  Oriental  ladies,  family  members  and 
friends  met  to  feast,  fellowship  and  worship  together.  Mrs.  Susie 
Stroud  a  former  native  from  Japan,  now  living  in  Reidsville,  N.  C. 
with  her  husband  and  family,  gave  her  very  moving  personal  testimony. 
(A  very  dedicated  Christian.)  Rev.  James  R.  Colvin,  Missionary,  on 
furlough  back  home  from  Japan,  brought  the  message  in  the  spoken  Jap- 
anese language.  (A  real  blessing  to  all  Oriental  people  that  heard 
him.)  The  Oriental  Choir  under  the  director,  Mrs.  Ann  Hinton  and  ac- 
companied by  pianist,  Mrs.  Helen  Bouknight  brought  the  special  music, 
(A  melodious  blessing  to  all  that  heard  God's  word  in  song.)  and  the 
congregational  singing  was  led  by  Rev.  Burnie  Collins. 

The  motion  picture  "Shiokari  Pass"  by  the  Billy  Graham  Associat- 
ion, was  reviewed  by  a  well  attended  group  of  Oriental  people  at  the 
Welcome  Inn  and  the  Mobile  Chapel  located  at  Holiday  City  Park  was  ut- 
ilized on  three  occasions  for  Oriental  study  workshop,  art  and  crafts 
workshop  and  social  meeting.  These  were  our  activity  meetings  during 
the  past  year. 

On  several  occasions,  I  have  been  contacted  and  informed  of  fam- 
ilies and  individuals  in  need  and  have  been  able  to  assist  in  provid- 
ing some  aid  in  the  form  of  food,  clothing  and  heating  oil.  This  was 
made  possible  by  a  fund  provided  by  our  association  for  use  in  my  work 
and  also  by  monies  contributed  by  individuals  to  be  used  in  helping 
the  needy.

January  16,  1979 

Met  at  Galilee  Baptist  Church  with  twenty  -  four  churches  represented: 
Bear  Creek,  Bethany,  Bethlehem,  Beulaville,  Blue  Creek,  Brookwood ,  Cal- 
vary, Catherine  Lake,  Cedar  Fork,  Centerview,  Enon  Chapel ,  Galilee,  Hall- 
sville,  Jacksonville  First,  Kellum,  Maple  Hill,  Maysville  First,  Memoi> 
ial,  Midville,  New  Hope,  Providence,  Richlands  First,  Salem,  and  Swans- 
boro  First.  Bill  Sutton,  moderator,  presided. 

Recommendations  from  the  Associational  Council  accepted; 

1.  That  the  scheduled  date  of  October  9  for  the  Church  Training  MultL- 
vention  be  changed  to  November  26,  in  order  to  avoid  a  conflict  with 
the  planned  Deacon  Training  Workshop  scheduled  for  October  9;

Met  at  Enon  Chapel  Baptist  Church,  with  James  B.  Sides  presiding  in  the 
absence  of  the  moderator.   Fifteen  churches  were  represented :Bear  Creek, 
Bethany,  Bethlehem,  Brookwood ,  Enon  Chapel,  Grant's  Creek,   Hallsville, 
Jacksonville  First,  Kellum,  Maple  Hill,  Maysville  First,   Piney  Grove, 
Providence,  Richlands  First,  and  Salem. 

VBS:  Clinic  to  be  held  on  April  19  at  Blue  Creek  Baptist  Church  from 
9:00  a.m.  to  1:00  p.m.  Churches  urged  to  plan  for  mission  and  Backyard 
Bible  Clubs.  Patty  Jarman,  Mary  Finer,  Clydine  Kime,  Barbara  Freshwat- 
er, and  Lois  Bredigkeit  gave  a  preview  of  the  information  and  materials 
to  be  shared  in  the  VBS  Clinic. 

New  Pastor:  Bob  Walace,  of  the  Grant's  Creek  Baptist  Church,  was  intro- 
duced . 

Music:  Choral  Clinic  for  Youth  and  Adult  leaders  will  be  conducted  on 
May  14  and  15  by  Paul  Peterson.  E.  J.  Hines  moved  that  this  be  includ- 
ed in  the  Calendar  of  Events,  seconded  by  John  Johnson,  and  the  motion 
carried. 

Finance  Committee:  Durward  Waters  presented  the  subject  of  changing 
the  Associational  financial  year  from  October  through  September  to  the 
calendar  year.  Points  presented  were:  1.  The  need  to  plan  financing 
and  programming  together,  since  programming  is  already  on  calendar  year . 
2.  The  fact  that  amount  to  be  received  from  Baptist  State  Convention 
is  not  determined  until  September  or  October,  making  it  difficult'  to 
prepare  budget  before  July,  as  is  now  required  by  the  Associational  Con- 
stitution. 3.  The  fact  that  most  churches  do  not  work  up  budgets  be- 
fore July,  and  this  would  give  Association  opportunity  to  ascertain 
what  churches  will  be  able  to  give  before  planning  budget.  4.  If  this 
is  approved  by  Association,  present  budget  would  be  extended  through 
December  1979,  beginning  new  budget  with  January  1980.  Constitutional 
change  will  be  required  and  should  be  voted  on  in  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
October.  E.  J.  Hines  made  a  motion  that  the  Executive  Board  endorse 
the  concept  of  the  change  in  the  financial  year  to  the  calendar  year, 
seconded  by  Foy  Jones,  and  motion  carried.

2.  Recommended  that  our  churches  be  encouraged  to  observe  May  20  -  27 
as  Associational  Emphasis  Week  and  promote  the  special  offering  for  lot 
debt  payment  on  the  College  Park  property,  and  that  we  establish  a  goal 
of  $3,000.00  for  this  purpose.  Motion  made  by  Norman  Aycock,  seconded 
by  Carroll  Fonvielle,  and  the  motion  carried. 
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3.  Recoiranended  that  we  hold  a  "i-vorld  Iiissions  Conference  March  15  in 
1981,  and  that  we  use  the  Modified  Plan  as  we  did  in  our  last  World  Mis- 
sions Conference.  Motion  made  by  Norman  Avcock,  seconded  bv  Diicon  Wal- 
ker, and  motion  carried. 

4.  Recommeded  that  all  churches  be  encouraged  to  plan  to  participate 
in  our  Bold  Mission  Bible  Conference  which  has  been  scheduled  for  Nov- 
ember 4-7,  1979,  and  that  we  consider  Dr.  Talmadge  R.  Amberson  as  our 
Bible  Conference  leader.  Motion  made  by  Norman  Aycock,  seconded  by  Dur- 
ward  Waters,  and  the  motion  carried. 

Nominating  Committee:  Upon  motion  by  Mary  Finer,  seconded  by  Carroll 
Fonvielle,  the  attached  list  of  nominees  for  Associational  Officers  for 
1979-80,  and  nominees  for  Key  Leadership  Team  to  attend  Ridgecrest  Lead- 
ership Conference  in  May  1979,  were  approved. 

Youth  Ministries:  E.  J.  Hines  moved  that  the  Youth  Ministries  Connnit- 
tee  be  empowered  to  make  such  plans  as  necessary  to  conduct  a  youth 
camp  at  Wingate  College  in  July  1979,  seconded  by  Burnie  Collins,  and 
motion  carried . 

Baptist  Ministries:  Burnie  Collins  reminded  of  Family  Enrichment  Con- 
ference at  Brookwood  Baptist  Church  on  May  21-22.  Program  at  Holiday 
Mobile  Chapel  includes  course  being  led  by  Chaplain  John  Howard  and  an 
Effective  Parenting  Class  being  led  by  Burnie  Collins.  Plans  are  being 
made  for  Kiddie  Corral  sitter  service.  Plans  are  being  made  for  Marr- 
iage Enrichment  Conference.  Aim  is  to  minister  to  total  family,  a  sura'- 
mer  worker  will  be  employed  to  conduct  a  ten-week  program  within  Holi- 
day Mobile  Home  City.  Volunteers  from  churches  and  other  assistance 
will  be  needed.

Met  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Swansboro ,  with  fourteen  churches  re- 
presented:  Bear  Creek,  Bethlehem,   Calvary,   Centerview,   Hallsville, 
Jacksonville  First,  I'.ellum,  llaple  Hill,  Maysville  First,  Midville,  Pin- 
ey  Grove,  Providence,  Richlands  First,  and  Swansboro  First,

Consfifufion 

ARTICLE  I,   NAME 

The  name  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Assoc- 
ation,  cooperating  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II.   PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian 
fellowship  and  cooperation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  As- 
sociation; to  uphold  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith 
and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and  practice  these  doc- 
trines and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's 
Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to 
promote  missions,  benevolence,  stewardship.  Christian  education,  and 
the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth;  and  to  coop- 
erate with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 
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ARTICLE  III.   MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated 
churches  and  missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and 
missions  affiliated  with  the  body,  and  the  Executive  Board  Members  of 
the  year  ended.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three 
(3)  elected  messengers  plus  the  pastor  for  the  fxrst  one  hundred  (100) 
members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional  lAessenger  for  each  one 
hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the  first  one 
hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled  to 
more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certi- 
fied in  the  annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  Associational  meeting, 
and  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  participate  in  the  affairs  of  the 
body. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Bap- 
tist Churches,  or  newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches,  may  pe- 
tition by  letter  for  membership  in  this  association.  The  letter  of 
petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions  Committee  not  latter  than 
thirty  (30)  days  preceding  the  annual  meeting.  Upon  recommendation  of 
the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two  -  thirds 
(2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present;  provided  the  membership  for  the 
first  year  shall  be  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association.  After 
which  time,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the 
church  will  be  granted  full  membership  in  the  Association. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to 
unite  with  another  association  be  presenting  a  written  request  of  same 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Association  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an  Assoc- 
iational letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual  meeting  or 
that  fails  to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at 
large  and  this  Association  shall  be  counseled  with  by  a  special  com- 
mittee which  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  Executive  Board  meeting 
after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  If  such  church  has  not 
mended  its  way  by  the  next  annual  meeting,  the  Association,  with  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  present  and  voting,  may  withdraw  fellow- 
ship. Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into 
the  fellowship  of  the  Association  through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon 
recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by 
a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the 
regular  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV.   AUTHORITY 

The  Association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the 
right  to  determine  its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This 
body  shall  never  exercise  any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches 
which  are  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  Association  will  stand  ready  to 
lend  any  assistance  or  counsel  to  any  church  making  request  for  such 
help. 
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ARTICLE  V.    OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTIONS 
SECTION  A.   ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice  Modera- 
tor, Cierk,  Treasurer,  and  Historian,  These  officers  shall  be  nomina- 
ted by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association  and  elected  by  a 
majority  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  (Their  nomin- 
ation does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  They  shall  serve 
until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  Moderator 
and  Vice  Moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive 
years  of  service. 

SECTION  B.   DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  and  Eicecutive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of 
the  Associtation  in  an  orderly  manner  and  Cristian  spirit.  (He  may  for 
good  reason  ask  other  officers  or  -members  of  the  body  to  preside  at 
times. ) 

2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  in  the  absence 
of  or  at  the  direction  of  the  Moderator  and  shall  assist  the  Moderator 
in  such  ways  as  he  may  direct.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association  and  its  Executive  Board,  The  Clerk 
shall  superintend  the  compilation,  printing,  and  distributing  of  the 
Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and  other  important  papers 
of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for  this 
service. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  disburse  by  check  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the 
adopted  Associational  Budget,  or  according  to  the  specific  instructions 
of  the  Association,  upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  author- 
ized. He  shall  keep  records  of  all  monies  received,  with  sources  and 
designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of 
the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association  for  ap- 
proval. The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  and  the  records  audited  accord- 
ing to  the  policy  of  the  Executive  Board. 

5.  The  Historian  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the 
Association,  beginning  with  the  organization.  The  Association  shall 
request  the  churches  and  individuals  who  may  possess  historical  inform- 
ation about  the  Association  to  make  it  accessible  to  the  Historian.  He 
shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal  year  and  present 
his  annual  report  to  the  Association  for  adoption. 

6.  All  officers  shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  churches  af- 
filiated with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association* 

ARTICLE  VI.   STAFF  MEMBERS 

A.   GENERAL 

1.  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing 
for  the  financial  welfare  of  its  employees  within  the  framework  of  the 


budget  or  that  which  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board. 

2.  The  personnel  Committee  shall,  annually,  before  the  budget  is 
prepared,  review  the  salaries  and  other  benefits  of  the  employees  of 
the  Association  and  make  recommendations  regarding  the  financial  bene- 
fits to  the  Finance  Committee,  and/or  the  Executive  Board  or  Association. 
Moreover,  the  Personnel  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  regarding 
sick  leave,  vacations,  etc. 

B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

1.  Calling 

When  the  office  of  Associational  Missionary  ia  vacated,  the  Execut- 
ive Board  or  the  Association  will  elect  a  special  ccmraiittee  compossed 
of  five  persons  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  finding 
a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The  committee  shall  bring  only  one 
name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Associtation  and  actiomnay 
be  taken  by  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its  Ex- 
ecutive Board  in  a  regular  of  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particu- 
lar matter  there  must  be  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  membership  churches 
represented  in  order  to  constitute  a  quorum.  An.  affirmative  vote  of 
two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those  persons  present  shall  be  necessary  for  an  ex- 
tension of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)  vote,  the  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

The  relationship  of  the  Associational  Missionary  to  the  Associat- 
ion may  be  dissolved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Associat- 
ion or  its  Executive  Board.  In  either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  not- 
ice shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relationship,  unless  otherwise 
mutually  agreed  upon. 

3.  Duties 

The  Associational  Missionary  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Associa- 
tion and  the  Executive  Board  through  the  Personnel  Committee,  and  shall 
execute  his  duties  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  the  job  des- 
cription. 

C.  DIRECTOR  OF  WELCOME  INN 

1.  Calling 

He  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Missions 
Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  with  concurrence  of  the  Director 
of  Special  Ministries.  He  shall  be  called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote 
of  the  Executive  Board. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Associa- 
tional Missionary  at  lease  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  date. 
Employment  may  be  terminated  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Associa-- 
tional  Missionary  to  the  Missions  Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee 
and  upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board,  A  notice  of 
thirty  (30)  days  shall  be  given.  If  mutually  agreed  upon,  the  thirty 
(30)  days  shall  be  given.  If  mutually  agreed  upon,  the  thirty  (30) 
days  may  be  waived . 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Director  of  Special  Minis-^ 
tries  and  shall  execute  his  duties  in  accordance  with  the  job  descrip- 
tion. 
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D.   Director  of  Special  Ministries 

1.  Calling 

He  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Missions 
Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Assoc- 
iational  Missionary.  He  shall  be  called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the  Executive  Board . 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Associa- 
tional  Missionary  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  day. 
Employment  may  be  terminated  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions 
Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  and  upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote 
of  the  Executive  Board.  A  notice  of  thirty  (30)  days  shall  be  given.  If 
mutually  agreed  upon,  the  thirty  (30)  days  may  be  waived. 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  associational  Missionary 
and  shall  execute  his  duties  in  accordance  with  the  job  description. 

ARTICLE  VII.    ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A.   EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of 
the  pastor  and  two  lay  representatives  from  each  church  and  mission. 
The  lay  representatives  shall  be  elected  by  their  churches.  The  quorum 
of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  member  from 
one-third  (1/3)  of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Historian 
shall  be  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Assoc- 
iation between  sessions,  promote  programs  authorized  by  the  Association 
and  carry  out  all  directives  given  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational 
officers,  the  various  departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  an- 
nual report  to  the  association  of  all  work  carried  on  and  of  all  fin- 
ances handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  pro- 
ject any  new  work  or  project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  ma- 
jority of  the  Executive  Board  members  present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special 
sessions  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION  B.   ASSOCIATIONAL  COL^NCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Associ- 
ation, the  professionally  employed  staff  of  the  Association,  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  Programs  Committee,  and  the  Chair  Persons  of  all 
other  standing  committees.  The  Associational  Missionary  shall  serve 
as  chairman.  In  his  absence,  the  moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman,  or 
he  may  appoint  a  chairman. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular 
session  of  the  Executive  Board.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the 
request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases 
of  the  various  groups  and  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It 
shall  strive  for  a  smooth  operation  of  the  Associational  program. 
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4.  The  Council,  in  cooperation  with  the  Associational  Mssion- 
ary,  shall  serve  as  the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a 
printed  program  of  events  to  the  Executive  Board  at  its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  C.   COMMITTEES 

In  order  to  facilitate  its  work,  the  Association  shall  have  the 
committees  so  listed  in  this  section.  Additional  comm.ittees,  either 
standing  or  special,  may  be  added  at  the  Executive  Board  Meeting  by 
majority  vote.  The  duties  of  the  committees  shall  be  understood  to  be 
consistent  with  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  promotional  literature  for 
their  respective  areas  of  responsibility  as  produced  or  approved  by  the 
denom.ination,  and  set  forth  in  this  constitution.  Additional  to  any 
other  reports,  all  committees  shall  make  an  annual  written  report  to 
the  Association.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  no  later 
than  the  last  day  ot  the  Associational  year.  All  committee  members 
shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  New 
River  Baptist  Association;  The  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees 
shall  be  elected  at  the  April  Executive  Board  meeting. 

1.  CHURCH  PROGRAMS  COMMITTEE 

The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  persons.  It  shall  have 
the  responsibility  of  providing  leadership,  training,  and  promotion  for 
Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Music,  Brotherhood,  and  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Union  work.  The  members  of  this  Committee  shall  be  elected  at 
the  April  Executive  Board  meeting. 

2.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the 
Consitution  and  By-Laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them 
up  to  date,  and  to  present  any  changes  to  the  Association  for  its  con- 
sideration.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  persons. 

3.  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  ef- 
fective program  of  Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Con- 
A/ention  Agencies  and  the  Association.  It  shall  plan  and  promote  sim- 
ultaneous crusades  and  evangelistic  rallies  to  lift  the  evangelistic 
spirit  of  the  Association  and  its  compassion  for  non-Christians. 

4.  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  and  the 
Treasurer. 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs   for  an 
adequate  program.    It  shall  prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented 
to  the  July  Executive  Board  meeting.   The  budget  shall  be  officially 
adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session  and  shall  become  effec- 
tive January  1 . 

5.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  persons.  It  shall  have 
the  responsibility  for  devloping  and  implementing  the  missions  strategy 
of  the  Association.  It  shall  plan,  conduct  and  evaluate  the  missions 
program  of  the  Association. 

a.  It  shall  help  churches  commit  themselves  to  mission  work. 

b.  It  shall  provide  and   interpret   information  on  mission 
needs  in  the  Associational  territory  to  the  churches  in  the  Association. 

c.  It  shall  assist  churches  in  training  persons   for  mission 
work. 
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d.  It  shall  assist  churches  in  doing  mission  work. 

e.  It  shall  encourage  churches  and  Associational  organiza- 
tions to  do  mission  work,  and,  when  necessary,  conduct  mission  work 
not  being  done. 

f.  It  shall  seek  to  promote  stewardship  conciousness  and 
mission  giving  aaiong  the  churches,  giving  special  assistance  in  promot- 
ing special  offerings. 

6.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

a.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to 
guide,  advise,  and  coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nomi- 
nate the  general  Associational  officers,  Associational  committees,  or- 
ganizational officers,  representatives  as  requested  by  the  Association, 
which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate  to  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have  occured . 
Nominations  by  the  Committee  do  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor . 

b.  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
five  members,  either  pastors,  laymen  or  laywomen,  named  for  one  year. 
It  is  considered  a  good  policy  to  have  a  "carryover"  of  one  or  two  mem- 
bers from  the  previous  year's  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational  Council  and  elected  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  in  January. 

7.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  comp- 
osed of  five  ordained  ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee 
shall  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  for  churches  and  ministerial  candi- 
dates seeking  assistance.  The  Committee  shall  assist  any  church  which, 
by  formal  action  of  the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the  examinat- 
ion of  candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry,  provided  that:  at  the  time 
of  such  a  request  the  church  requesting  the  examination  or  the  church 
in  which  the  candidate  holds  membership  shall  furnish  the  Ordaining 
Committee  information  concerning  the  candidate's  background,  training, 
experience  and  character  and  the  candidate  and  the  church  making  their 
request  be  at  such  a  negotiating  stage  that  a  call  from  the  church  seems 
forthcoming  and  the  church  make  its  request  to  the  Ordaining  Committee 
prior  to  the  aforementioned  call. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate 
well  in  advance  of  the  ordination  service,  at  which  time  the  candidate 
will  be  offered  a  "preparation  guide"  describing  the  nature  and  content 
of  his  examination. 

c.  No  date  or  time  for  the  service  of  ordination  shall  be  set 
by  the  church  requesting  the  examination  until  it  has  received  a  favor- 
able recommendation  from  the  Ordaining  Committee  of  the  New  River  Bapt- 
ist Association.  Upon  completing  of  the  examination  the  Committee 
shall  make  its  recommendation  to  the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of 
the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the 
church  in  planning  and  carrying  out  the  ordination  service. 

8.  PERSONITEL  COMMITTEE 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.    The 
Committee  shall  be  charged  with  all  personnel  matters  relative   to  all 
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employees  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  or  its  Executive  Board, 
except  in  the  employment  of  the  Associational  Missionary,   The  Commit- 
tee in  cooperation  with  the  guidance  of  other  committees  which  relate 
to  an  employee's  work,  shall  maintain  a  current  job  description  consis— 
tant  with  the  position  and  requirements  of  the  employee. 

9.   PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who  shall 
be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of 
the  annual  meeting  and  in  planning  the  program  for  the  annual  meeting, 

10.  PROPERTIES  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility  to  have  general  oversight  of  the  condition,  state  of  re- 
pair, and  appearance  of  all  Associational  properties  and  of  equipment 
which  is  used  in  maintaining  the  properties.  The  Committee  shall  auth- 
orize such  purchases  and  repairs  as  needed  and  as  provided  for  by  the 
budget. 

11.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons.  It 
shall  draw  up  resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  Associational  body  shall 
deem  necessary.  These  shall  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  or  to  the  Executive  Board. 

12.  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term 
of  office  shall  be  for  three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expir- 
ing each  year.  Upon  the  expiration  of  a  term  of  service,  the  trustee 
may  or  may  not  be  re-elected  to  another  term  of  three  years  after  a 
waiting  period  of  one  year. 

Duties:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal 
matters.  They  shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition 
and  disposal  of  Associational  property.  They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of 
conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all 
suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in  them  by  the  Association,  They  shall 
have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Association,  and  are 
not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to  be  legal  assignees 
of  the  Association.  All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees,  as  Associ- 
ational Officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written  resolution  duly  adopted  by 
the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  directing  and  authorizing  the 
Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associational  Mod- 
erator and  Clerk. 

13.  YOUTH  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility  to  promote  emphases  and  programs  which  are  specifically 
designated  to  assist  the  Youth.  Moreover,  it  shall  seek  to  coordinate 
youth  programs  and  activities  in  the  Association, 

SECTION  E.   SPECIAL  EMPHASIS  COMMITTEE 

The  coomittee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility  to  promote  the  work  of: 

1.  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Special  effort  shall  be  made  to  promote  the  ministries  and  serv- 
vices  of  Christian  Higher  Education. 

2.  SOCIAL  SERVICE  MINISTRIES 

The  Committee  shall  promote  the  work  of   the  Children's  Homes, 
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Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital, 

3.  THE  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION 

4.  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

5.  THE  AInINUITY  BOARD  OF  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

6.  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 
SECTION  F.   SERVICEMEN'S  CENTER 

The  Servicemen's  Center  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Association  and  shall  be  related  to  the  organizational  structure 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  organizations.  Guidelines  for  the  op- 
eration of  the  Center  shall  be  kept  current  by  the  Missions  Committee, 

ARTICLE  VIII.   MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the 
power  to  change  the  stated  time  and/or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in 
case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  The  Executive  Board  shall  promote 
the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its  promotional  organizat- 
ions, and  its  standing  committees. 

ARTICLE  IX.   AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present 
and  voting,  provided  notice  of  such  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at 
the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board  meeting,  and  provided  it  is  read 
in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in  another  ses-^ 
sion  of  the  annual  meeting. 


By  Laws 


ARTICLE  I.  In  parlimentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed 
by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  calendar 
year.  Annual  reports  should  cover  the  associational  year  which  is  from 
October  1  to  September  30  inclusive. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  in 
the  month  of  October.  The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by 
the  Program  Committee  or  other  authorized  by  the  Association  and  approv- 
ed by  the  body.  The  Executive  Board  may  make  such  adjustments  in  the 
time,  place,  and  preacher  as  may  become  necessary  because  of  circumstan- 
ces which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole  body . 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  Association  must  be  members  of 
churches  within  the  Association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for 
their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to  Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  pro- 
grams . 

ARTICLE  V.  All  Associational  organizations  and  regular  committees 
shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  and/ 
or  the  Association.  The  Executive  Board  shall  excercise  authority  over 
these  organizations  and  committees  only  to  the  extent  of  determining 
whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of   the  organizational  pro- 
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grams  as  approved  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for 
miscellaneous  business  at  each  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be 
provided  for  at  each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  re- 
lating to  phases  of  our  Baptist  work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Pro- 
gram Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Messengers  to  the  Association  shall  be  accorded  e- 
qual  rights  and  privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who 
desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the  Moderator,  and  be  recognized 
before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on 
any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring  to  speak 
have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  coTisent  of  the 
body,  the  Moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by 
a  majority  vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been 
read  to  the  body  not  later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  be- 
fore the  last  session. 


Doctrinal  Message 

THE  PRIESTHOOD  OF  BELIEVERS 

According  to  article  VII,  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  New  River  Baptist 
Association,  a  sermon  on  missions  and  a  sermon  on  doctrine,  shall  be 
provided  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Conforming  to  the  will  of  the  Association,  the  program  committee 
asked  me  to  accept  the  responsibility  for  the  doctrinal  sermon.  In  a 
moment  of  weakness  I  accepted. 

Immediately  there  arose  a  question:  What  doctrine  shall  I  discuss? 
This  question  was  followed  by  a  second  more  compelling  one:  What,  pre- 
cisely, do  we  mean  by  doctrine? 

Feeling  certain  that  I  knew  what  doctrine  was,  I  attempted  to  de- 
fine it.  I  did  not  wish  to  preach  other  than  "doctrine."  I  wanted  an 
important,  relevant  doctrine  for  the  subject  of  the  sermon. 

I  discovered  that  the  word  "doctrine"  has  its  foundation  in  the 
Latin  word  which  means  "to  teach." 

I  also  discovered  that  doctrine  defined  as  "that  which  is  taught 
or  set  forth  for  acceptance  or  belief"  or  "that  which  is  held  to  be 
true  by  any  person,  sect  or  school."  It  particularly  holds  true  of  re- 
ligious truths  and  beliefs. 

The  word  "doctrine"  led  me  to  the  word  "dogma"  -  a  word  that  has 
ecclesiastical  fumes  surrounding  it  that  causes  most  Baptists  to  choke 
and  sputter. 

It  shouldn't.  Dogma  is  merely  a  statement  of  religious  faith  or 
duty,  formulated  by  a  body  possessing,  or  claiming  to  possess, the  auth- 
ority to  decree  or  decide. 

Since  our  teaching  is  founded  on  scripture,  and  scripture  is  the 
word  of  God  (this  is  an  acceptable  doctrine).  Surely,  I  can  deliver 
my  doctrinal  message  with  dogmatic  certainty,  if  I  base  it  upon  the 
word  of  God  as  it  is  found  in  the  scriptures.   There  is  no  higher,   or 
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greater  authority. 

Thus,  while  I  am  in  the  process  of  being  doctrinal,  I  can  also  be 
dogmatic  and  teach  with  authority. 

There  are  many  doctrines  in  the  word  of  God.  It  is  difficult  to 
select  one  that  is  of  more  importance  than  another. 

The  virgin  birth  of  Jesus  is  a  doctrine  acceptable  to  all,  believ- 
ed by  all . 

The  atoning  death  of  Christ,  his  crucifixion,  and  his  resurrect- 
ion are  all  acceptable  doctrines  -  believed  by  all. 

However,  Second  Corinthians,  chapter  5,  verse  17,  says;  "If  any 
man  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  creature,  old  things  are  passed  away;  be- 
hold, all  things  are  become  new," 

This  could  be  part  of  the  scriptural  foundations  for  the  doctrine 
of  regeneration  -  a  teaching  we  evidently  do  not  believe.  We  profess 
to  be  "in  Christ,"  but  cling  to  the  "old  things"  that  were  a  part  of 
our  life  before  we  came  to  Christ. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  I  am  not  going  to  deal  with  these  doctrines. 
Instead,  I  have  chosen  one  that  is  more  obscure,  one  we  fail  to  prac- 
tice with  equal  enthusiasm  to  that  with  which  we  fail  to  practice  re- 
generation. 

It  is  a  doctrine  that  is  vital  to  fulfilling  the  mission  of  the 
church,  if  the  mission  of  the  church  is  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ,  and 
strengthen  the  saved. 

This  doctrine  is  the  priesthood  of  believers. 

Don't  let  the  word  "priest"  frighten  you.  You  may  know  it  or  you 
may  not,  but  each  one  of  you  who  comes  to  Christ,  finds  forgiveness  of 
your  sins  through  Him,  is  a  priest  -  if  you  understand  what  a  priest  is, 
and  what  a  priest  does. 

Simply  stated,  a  priest  is  an  individual,  set  apart  in  a  special 
relationship  with  God,  who  goes  to  God  in  behalf  of  man,  and  to  man  in 
behalf  of  God. 

This  is  my  definition.   It  may  not  agree  with  the  definition  of 
others,  but  for  me,  it  is  the  real  meaning  of  priesthood.   All  of  you 
who  believe  in  Christ  as  your  personal  Saviour,  and  have  committed  your^ 
self  to  him  are  priests. 

Let  me  pour  a  little  scriptural  concrete  for  you  and  lay  a  found- 
ation. 

Jesus  said:  "ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me,  both  in  Jerusalem,  and 
in  all  of  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
world." 

Witness  -  priest,  man  reaching  out  to  man  in  the  name  of  God,  the 
words  are  interchangeable. 

Jesus  also  said:  "go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature.  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved, 
but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned." 

Preacher  -  Priest,  man  reaching  out  to  man  in  the  name  of  God,  the 
words  are  interchangeable. 

Jesus  said  further:  "Go  ye... teach  all  nations ... .baptize  them.,, 
teach  them,  to  observe  all  things  that  I  have  commanded  you,,.and  I  will 
be  with  you," 

Teacher  -  priest,  man  reaching  out  to  man  in  the  name  of  God,  the 
words  are  interchangeable. 
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Jesus  bore  witness  to  the  Father.  Jesus  was  confessed  to  be  a 
"teacher  sent  from  God"  by  Nicodemus. 

Paul  wrote:  "We  have  a  great  high  priest,  that  is  passed  into  the 
heavens,  Jesus,  the  Son  of  God." 

Witness. . .teacher priest,  all  of  them  part  of  Jesus'  approach 

to  man,  and  Jesus  said,  (it  is  recorded  in  the  Gospel  of  John,  chapter 
20,  verse  21)  "as  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you." 

This,  in  part,  is  the  scriptural  foundation  for  the  doctrine  of 
the  priesthood  of  the  believer. 

The  doctrine  becomes  dogma  when  the  teaching  is  founded  upon  auth-^ 
ority,  and  there  is  no  greater  or  higher  authority   than  the  word  of 
God. 

The  priest,  as  we  stated,  must  first  be  set  apart  in  a  special  re^- 
lationship  with  God.   That  is  where  his  priesthood  begins. 

John  defines  that  relationship  for  us  when  he  says:  "Now  we  are 
the  sons  of  God,  and  it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be." 

We  are  the  sons  of  God,  heirs  to  the  kingdom  of  heaven  by  adoption 
through  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ. 

We  are  born  of  the  flesh.  We  are  born  of  the  spirit.  We  are  twice 
born.  The  second  birth  gives  us  that  special  relationship  that  qual- 
ifies us  as  priests. 

Jesus  said:  "Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy  laden, 
and  I  will  give  you  rest." 

He  also  said:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  make  disciples." 

Come  first!  There  is  not  much  need  of  going  into  the  world  to  make 
disciples  unless  you  first  become  one. 

The  reason  that  so  many,  who  profess  to  be  disciples,  are  hesitant 
about  going  into  the  world  is  because  they  have  not  yet  become  discip- 
les . 

It  is  difficult  to  teach  someone  to  do  something  you  have  never 
done . 

I  doubt  that  I  could  teach  you  how  to  cook.  I  am  certain  that  some 
of  you  would  be  better  teachers  of  that  than  I. 

I  doubt  I  could  teach  you  namy  things,  but  there  is  one  certainty 
I  possess,  I  can  teach  you  to  be  a  disciple. 

Don't  come  to  me  to  learn  carpentry,  I  am  the  world's  worst.  Why, 
I  built  a  dog  house  once,  a  duplex  if  you  will,  for  my  two  dogs.  Neither 
of  them  would  go  into  it  until  it  was  dark.  They  did  not  want  the  ot- 
her dogs  in  the  neighborhood  to  know  that  they  lived  in  a  slum  area. 

You  cannot  teach  committment,  honesty,  morality,  faithfullness, 
unless  you  are  committed,  honest,  moral,  and  faithful. 

I  often  wonder  how  some  people  teach  the  matter  of  tithing  in  their 
Sunday  School  class,  when  it  is  evident  to  all  present  that  they  do  not 
practice  what  they  teach. 

It  must  be  difficult. 

Once  you  have  established  the  relationship,  adoption  into  the  fam- 
ily of  God;  the  first  responsibility  of  the  priest,  the  Christian,  is 
to  go  to  God  in  behalf  of  men. 

This  is  accomplished  through  prayer. 

Prayer  is  the  means  by  which  we  enlist  the  help  of  God  as  well  as 
the  means  by  which  we  converse  with  Him,  gain  wisdom,  and  help  for  our- 
selves. 
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Prayer  is  the  source  of  the  most  unused  power  in  the  world.  We 
have  an  energy  shortage  in  our  nation,  but  our  churches  are  in  greater 
trouble.   We  have  the  energy,  the  power  -  but  we  won't  use  it! 

When  we  go  into  the  world,  to  make  disciples,  we  can  go  in  confid- 
ence, and  in  power. 

Jesus  said:  "All  power  -  all  power  is  given  me,  in  heaven  and  in 
earth.   All  power.   Total  power.   Unlimited  power. 

He  did  not  send  us  into  the  world  powerless.  He  sent  us  with  more 
power  than  we  will  ever  be  able  to  use . 

If  we  come  to  Him,  if  we  learn  of  Him,  if  we  walk  with  Him  first, 
we  will  be  aware  of  our  power  and  go  out  in  confidence. 

The  men  we  go  to  will  not  be  able  to  withstand  us,  they  will  be 
unable  to  resist  the  power  of  God. 

Concerning  prayer,  Jesus  said:  "If  two  of  you  will  agree  on  earth 
as  touching  anything,  it  shall  be  done  for  them  by  my  Father  which  is 
in  heaven.   That  is  a  promise 1 

Jesus  also  said:  "All  things,  whatsoever  you  ask,  in  prayer,   be- 
lieving, ye  shall  recieve."  That  is  a  promise! 
I,      Jesus  added  another  comment:  "Whatsoever  you  desire  when  you  pray, 
I|  believe  that  you  will  receive  them,  and  you  shall  have  them."  That  too 
I  is  a  promise! 

I      With  such  promises,  why  then  do  we  find  so  many  of  our  prayers  un- 
I  answered?   Let  me  give  you  the  reason  from  the  word  of  God:   "We  know 
j  that  God  heareth  not  sinners,  but  if  any  man  be  a  worshipper  of  God, 
and  doeth  His  will,  him  he  heareth." 

First  you  must  be  a  worshipper,  then  you  must  do  His  will. 
When  you  meet  the  requirements,  God  will  keep  His  promise.   He  will 
not  keep  it,  does  not  have  to  keep  it,  until  you  do. 

It  is  the  same  with  our  heavenly  Father  as  it  is  with  our  earthly 
father. 
j      When  the  son  in  the  family  wants  the  use  of  the  family  car,   dad 
I  sets  conditions.   If  you  don't  accept  the  conditions,  you  don'tusethe 
!  car. 

Our  heavenly  Father  guarentees  that  our  prayers  will  be  heard,  and 
answered,  if  we  meet  the  conditions.  Do  not  expect  answers  if  you  re^-- 
fuse  to  meet  the  conditions. 

"Ask  and  you  shall  receive."  We  have  not  because  we  ask  not.  The 
reason  we  ask  not  is  beacause  we  know  not. 

It  is  difficult  to  ask  things  of  strangers,  but  easy  to  ask  favors 
j  of  people  we  know  love  us.  We  have  not  because  we  ask  not,  and  we  ask 
j  not  because  we  know  not. 

I      Let's  take  this  one  step  further.   We  have  not  because  we  ask  not, 
we  ask  not  because  we  know  not,  and  we  know  not  because  we  are  not. 

If  I  am  an  obedient,  studious  son  in  a  famaily,  it  is  easy  for  me 

to  ask  favors  of  my  father  and  a  pleasure  for  him  to  grant  them, 

]      If  I  am  not  a  member  of  the  family.   If  I  am  "out  of  fellwship"  in 

I  the  family  by  reason  of  my  appearance,  conduct,  behavior,  or  beliefs  it 

is  difficult  for  me  to  go  to  my  father,  and  easy  for  him  to  refuse  me 

what  I  ask. 

That  is  the  key  to  prayer.  Ask,  know  the  One  you  ask,  and  be  the 
kind  of  person  that  makes  it  possible  for  Him  to  answer. 

That's  the  second  step  in  the  matter  of  Christians  as  priests. 


First,  the  special  relationship  to  establish  him  as  a  priest. 
Then,  a  reaching  out  to  God  in  preparation  to  reach  out  to  man. 

Man  can  promise  man  nothing  that  will  suffice  for  him  in  his  own 
authority.  It  takes  the  word  of  God  to  make  men  listen.  If  you  try  a 
"do  it  yourself"  type  of  priesthood,  you  will  have  as  much  success  as 
I  did  with  my  dog  house. 

The  second  responsibility,  for  man  as  a  priest,  is  that  he  reach 
out  to  his  fellow  man.  This  is  a  great  responsibility.  It  is  the  ex- 
cercise  of  this  responsibility  that  is  the  fulfillment  of  Christ's  in- 
junction: "go  into  the  world,  preach  the  gospel,  make  disciples,  teach 
them,  the  things  that  I  have  taught  you." 

We  call  it  witnessing.  Witnessing  is  simply  relating  something 
that  we  have  seen,  or  something  that  we  have  experienced.  It  is  not  re- 
lating something  that  we  have  heard . 

It  does  little  good  to  relate  something  that  has  happened  in  the 
life  of  someone  else.  That  is  not  reliable,  or  acceptable  testimony. 
In  a  court  of  law,  it  is  called  heresay,  and  is  not  admissable. 

This  I  feel,  is  the  key  to  the  failure  of  so  many  prof essing  to  be 
Christians  bound  by  the  commandment  of  Jesus  to  be  priests  in  the  mat- 
ter of  their  outreach  to  their  fellow  man. 

They  have  nothing  to  share.  God  is  not  real ,  personal,  vital  in 
their  lives.  They  have  not  had  an  experience  with  Christ  of  sufficient 
worth  to  make  it  worth  relating. 

We  go  through  the  motions,  repeating  the  words  we  have  heard  others 
say  concerning  their  experience  with  Christ  -  trying  to  convince  our- 
selves we  have  said  all  that  need  be  said,  done  all  that  needs  being 
done,  to  gain  our  salvation. 

It  takes  first  hand  religion,  and  first  hand  religious  experience 
to  gain  your  salvation.   The  majority  of  those  who  profess  to  be  Christ- 
ians have  nothing  but  second  hand  religion. 

We  have  seen  others  make  their  committments.  We  have  heard  them 
give  their  testimony.  We  go  through  the  motions  and  say  the  words,  but 
there  is  little  meaning  in  them  -  for  us  -  or  for  those  who  listen  to 
us . 

We  have  no  intention  of  doing  more  than  we  have  done  or  being  ot- 
her than  we  have  been.  We  have  not  experienced  the  regeneration  that 
is  part  of  the  salvation  experience. 

Remember:  "if  any  man  IS  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  creation,  old 
things  are  passed  away... all  things  are  become  new." 

For  the  most  part,  we  deceive  ourselves  into  feeling  something 
that  we  do  not  feel,  believing  something  we  do  not  believe,  and  being 
something  we  really  are  not. 

"God  is  not  mocked,  God  is  not  deceived,  whatsoever  you  sow,  that 
shall  ye  also  reap  and  if  you  sow  the  wind,  you  will  reap  the  whirl- 
wind . " 

Jesus  called  people  like  this  hypocrites,  people  who  wear  a  mask 
of  outward  appearance  but  have  no  inner  depth.  They  have  the  outward 
appearance  of  being  something  with  no  inner  resemblance  to  what  they 
pretend  to  be. 

The  churches  of  our  association,  of  our  convention,  and  of  the 
world,  are  full  of  people  like  this.  I  could  not  get  away  with  calling 
them  hypocrites,  they  might  crucify  me  (in  a  different  way  than  they  did 
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Christ) . 

Instead,  I  describe  them  as  having  a  veneer  of  Christianity  over 
their  carnal  natures,  natures  that  have  not  changed  because  they  have 
not  repented  of  their  sins. 

You  cannot  repent  of  a  sin  and  continue  to  sin  that  sin.  If  a  man 
is  a  new  creation  that  is  not  possible.  If  we  turn  the  coin  over,  if 
he  is  not  a  new  creation,  then  he  is  not  in  Christ,  and  he  is  not  saved. 

We  cannot  give  other  men  what  we  do  not  have.  We  cannot  fulfill 
the  requirment  to  reach  out  to  other  men  unless  we  have  something  to 
give  them . 

Come  to  Christ  in  total  committment  and  surrender.  He  will  give 
you  something  you  can  share. 

I  chose  to  speak  to  you  on  the  priesthood  of  believers  because  I 
feel  that  it  is  the  most  needed  and  the  most  neglected  of  all  the  be- 
liefs we  hold  and  practice. 

If  our  witness  wanes,  dies,  disappears  the  world  will  become  hea- 
then.  If  we  do  not  have  something  to  witness  to,  we  cannot  witness. 

If  you  believe  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God.  If  you  are  convinc- 
ed that  salvation  can  only  be  gained  by  total  committment  to  Him. 

If  you  believe  there  is  a  heaven.  If  you  believe  there  is  a  hell. 
If  you  are  convinced  that  all  men  will  be  consigned  to  one  of  these; 
and,  if  you  believed  that  man's  destiny  is  of  his  own  choosing. 

If  you  believe  all  of  this  and  love  God  and  share  His  love  for 
your  fellow  man  you  will  reach  out  to  God  for  power,  and  you  will  reach 
out  to  your  fellow  man  in  that  power  and  be  a  priest. 

Such  is  the  responsibility  placed  upon  us  by  Jesus,  the  Lord  we  pro- 
fess to  serve,  when  he  said:  "as  the  Father  has  sent  me so  send  I 

you."

BOLD  MISSIONS  RALLY  AND  BIBLE  CONFERENCE 

A  four  night  Bold  Missions  Conference  was  held  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Jacksonville  on  November  4-7,  Dr.  Talmadge  Amberson  was  the 
guest  speaker.  The  theme  was,  "Biblical  Basis  for  Christian  Missions." 
COLLEGE  PARK  CHURCH  BEGUN 

Three  churches  began  a  new  church  in  College  Park.  These  churches 
are:  First  Baptist  Church,  Jacksonville;  First  Baptist  Church,  Maysville; 
and  Calvary  Baptist  Church.  The  first  service  of  the  College  Park 
Church  was  conducted  on  December  3  with  thirty-six  people  in  attendance. 
A  thwenty-six  by  sixty  foot  modular  builing  was  purchased  from  the  Wac- 
hovia Bank.  The  church  is  in  the  process  of  calling  a  full  time  pastor. 

In  1967,  the  Associational  Missions  Committee,  chaired  by  the  Rev.

Scheduling  is  simplified  and  confl icts  in  plan- 
nig  are  eliminated.  Everyone  has  an  input  and  valuable  talents  and  ideas  ■ 
are   util ized. 

Our  team  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  each  church  that 
hosted  or  promoted  our  efforts.  Our  gratitude  is  also  expressed  to  the 
Director  of  Missions,  the  Director  of  Baptist  Ministries  and  other  staff 
members  who  have  faithfully  supported  our  work. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  -  Sunday  School  has  had  a  wery  busy  year.  TheAssoc- 
iational  Sunday  School  Improvement  Support  Team  (ASSIST)  has  certainly 
demonstrated  their  capabilities  and  expertise  in  conference  leading  and 
individual  counseling  in  Sunday  School  work.  The  team  members  are:  Pre- 
school, Barbara  Freshwater;  Children,  Janice  Watkins  and  Mary  Piner; 
youth,  Ruth  Wallace  and  Patty  Jarman;  Adult,  Wayne  Johnson.  Our  first 
group  graded  conference  was  on  February  25-26  at  Blue  Creek  Church.  The 
topic  was:  SBC  literature,  curriculum,  teaching  aids  and  how  to  use  the 
materials.  One  hundred  fifty  Sunday  School  teachers  from  21  churches 
attended  the  conference  led  by  Rev.  &  Mrs.  Belvin  Cox,  Mt.  Harmony;  Ruth 
Murray,  Wilmington:  and  the  Associational  Team.  Katie  Hatcher  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Convention  Staff  led  a  conference  for  youth  workers. 
With  emphasis  on  BOLD  GROWING  in  Sunday  Schools,  Andy  Anderson,  a  spec- 
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ial  worker.  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Nashvil  le,  Tennessee  and.  Robert 
Stewart,  North  Carolina  State  Convention  Sunday  School  Director,  led  a 
mini  conference  February  12  at  Brookwood  Baptist  Church.  Sunday  School 
leaders  from  seven  churches  and  three  churches  from  the  Atlantic  Assoc- 
iation attended.  Sunday  School  growth  and  development  was  the  special 
emphasis  for  the  Pastor/Director  conference,  July  28  at  First  Baptist 
Church,  Jacksonville.  Johnny  Ross,  State  Convention  Staff  was  on  the 
sidelines  with  severe  laryngitis,  but  his  wife,  Rhea  Ross  substituted 
\/ery  well,  giving  us  valid  reasons  for  Sunday  School  planning  and  goal 
setting  for  Sunday  School  growth.  Guidelines  for  these  were  shared,  also 
the  importance  of  teacher  training  in  the  local  church,  training  members 
as  prospective  teachers  and  ways  to  have  an  effective  outreach  program. 
September  15-16  at  Blue  Creek,  the  ASSIST  team  led  an  age  group  confer- 
ence. The  primary  topic  was  Teaching  Methods.  Unit  teaching  and  plan- 
ning was  emphasized.  Bible  learning  projects  and  outreach  methods  were 
also  included  as  well  as  an  interpretation  of  the  new, reorganized  Teach- 
er's Guide  for  the  Children's  Department.  It  has  been  a  busy  year  for 
the  ASSIST  team  and  we  sincerely  appreciate  your  support,  faith,  trust 
and  prayers  as  we  continue  to  serve  the  people  of  the  churches  in  our 
Association.  We  are  proud  to  acknowledge  the  two  churches  reporting  the 
greatest  increase  in  Sunday  School  growth  for  the  Sunday  School  year 
1979-80.  They  d^re:  Bethlehem-David  Kime,  pastor,  and  Bobby  Jarman,  Sun- 
day School  Director  (39.9%  increase  in  enrollment  with  17.7%  average  at- 
tendance. )  Bear  Creek-Eddie  Jarvis,  pastor,  and  Marvin  Price,  Jr.,  Sun- 
day School  Director  (24%  enrollment  with  16.3%  average  attendance.) 

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL  -  The  Associational  Vacation  Bible  School 
Leadership  Team  conducted  three  graded  Clinics.  These  were  held  at 
New  River,  Swansboro  First,  and  Beulaville  First.  Twenty-two  (22) church- 
es were  represented  and  a  total  of  195  people  attended.  At  this  time 
21  churches  have  reported  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  The  "Venture"  in  Hol- 
iday City  conducted  a  Mission  VBS  and  two  Backyard  Bible  Clubs.  Other 
churches  in  the  Association  have  reported  8  Backyard  Bible  Clubs. 

MUSIC  -  There  was  a  Graded  Choir  and  Puppeteer  Clinic  held  at  New 
River  church  on  October  1  and  2.  At  the  Clinic,  separate  workshops  were 
held  for  Younger  Children's,  Older  Children's,  Youth  and  Adult  Choir  Dir- 
ectors as  well  as  those  interested  in  Puppets.  Approximately  lOOpersons 
attended,  representing  sixteen  churches.  Two  Area-Wide  Hymn  Singing  Ser- 
vices were  held  during  the  Associational  year.  The  first  was  held  in 
April,  the  second  in  September.  Results  of  these  services  varied  from 
area  to  area  and  similar  future  services  may  be  scheduled  as  the  desire 
of  participating  churches  precipitates. 

CHURCH  TRAINING  -  Last  year  we  had  a  good  "M"  Night  which  was  well 
attended.  In  the  spring  the  Association  promoted  a  Church  Training  Grad- 
ed Conference  on  April  21-22.  We  had  a  team  from  the  State  Convention  to 
come.  They  presented  an  excellent  program  but  it  was  poorly  attended. 

WOMAN'S  tllSSIONARY  UNION  -  The  New  Year  began  with  a  graded  Lead- 
ership Training  at  the  Kellum  Baptist  Church  in  October  with  16  Churches 
represented,  the  Associational  W.  M.  U.  Director  attended  Home  Mission 
Study  Course  training  at  Wake  Forest  University  in  January  and  taught 
a  class  of  five  leaders.  She  also  taught  the  Home  Mission  Study  atBrook- 
wood  Baptist  Church.  One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  was  our  Girls  in 
Action  Mother/Daughter  Banquet.  Snow  caused  a  postponement  but  it  was 
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held  February  21  with  a  full  house  at  Bethlehem.  Mrs.  Anita  Sides  was 
the  featured  speaker.  She  did  an  outstanding  presentation  on  love  which 
was  enjoyed  by  all  present.  May  12-13  the  Associational  W.  M.  U.  Direc- 
tor attended  the  Key  Leadership  Clinic  at  Ridgecrest.  May  20  the  annual 
W.  M.  U.  Meeting  was  held  at  the  New  River  Baptist  Church.  Mrs.  Bonnie 
Wiggs,  Missionary  to  Japan  was  the  speaker.  The  meeting  was  wel 1  attend- 
ed in  spite  of  a  severe  thunder  storm.  Three  W.  M.  U.  Directors  from  the 
Association  attended  the  W.  M.  U.  Associational  Wordshop  at  Mundo  Vista 
August  29-30.

2.  The  Missions  Committee  requested  and  received  associational  approv- 
al "to  begin  a  new  work  in  the  Lauradale  community,  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  the  Bethlehem  Church,  and  that  the  Association  seek  a 
grant  from  the  Home  Mission  Board  to  finance  the  Venture  for  the 
first  year. " 

3.  The  committee  presented  the  Mission  Advance  Program  to  the  Assoc- 
iation for  consideration  and  the  program  was  approved.  The  purpose 
of  this  program  is  to  accrue  funds  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  the 
Great  Commision  in  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  The  plan  is 
to  be  sustained  by  persons  individually  solicited,  each  of  whom 
would  contribute  $25.00  twice  a  year.  It  is  understood  that  con- 
tributions would  be  above  tithes  and  any  other  gifts  to  churches. 
This  fund  has  already  enabled  us  to  pay  off  the  debt  on  the  addit- 
ion on  Welcome  Inn  which  was  $1,709.00. 
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4.  One  of  the  historic  actions,  of  the  Missions  Committee  this  year  was 
to  receive  associational  approval  of  a  family  Services  Center  of  Bap- 
tist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  here  in  our  Association  The 
office  of  Family  Services  provides  ministry  in  three  primary  areas 

(1)  Preventative  ministry  to  families. 

(2)  Ministry  to  children  who  need  emergency,  foster  home,  group  or 
special  care. 

(3)  Serves  as  a  resource  and  information  center  for  Baptist  Chil- 
ren's  Homes. 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  is  prepared  to  establish  a  Family  Services 
Center  in  Jacksonville  during  the  first  quarter  of  1981.  The  office 
will  provide  for  a  Director  and  Social  Worker.  For  our  part  we  have 
agreed  to  provide: 

(1)  Two  rooms  upstairs  for  office  space. 

(2)  Required  secretarial  help  by  employing  a  secretary  to  work  20 
hours  per  week. 

(3)  Office  furniture. 

We  are  eagerly  looking  forward  to  this  joint  ministry  with  our  Bap- 
tist Children's  Homes. 
5.  Request  for  Pastoral  Aid. 

(1)  The  Missions  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  a  request 
from  the  Galilee  Baptist  Church  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  for  pastoral  Aid  in  the  amount  of  $4,500  00 
[l]  The  Missions  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  a  request 
from  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville  for  the  College 
Park  Baptist  Church  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention for  Pastoral  Aid  in  the  amount  of  $2,500.00.

INTRODUCTION: 

At  the  Associational  Executive  Board  meeting  on  January  15,  1980,  a 
motion  was  made  to  dismiss  one  of  the  secretaries  in  the  Associational  of- 
fice. The  moderator  referred  the  motion  to  the  Personnel  Committee.  This 
report  addresses  itself  to  that  motion. 

It  has  been  a  yery  interesting,  encauraging  and  rewarding  experience 
as  this  committee  has  really  gotten  involved  in  an  indepth  study  of  not 
only  what  we  of  this  association  expect  thev  entire  Administrative  Staff  to 
do;  but,  also  to  learn  more  of  what  they  are  really  doing.  Interesting, 
because  we,  too,  have  learned  something  about  the  operation  and  function 
of  our  association.  Encouraging,  because  we  have  learned  that  even  new 
work  will  continue  to  begin  and  our  missionary  efforts  shall  be  blest. 
Rewarding  because  we  have  been  strengthened  by  the  lives  and  Christian 
experiences  of  those  about  whom  we  have  inquired. 

Having  met  with  the  entire  staff  of  the  association  and  with  the 
members  of  this  committee  and  others  in  what  we  feel  has  been  a  fair  and 
impartial  study  we  make  the  following  report. 
PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE  ACTION: 
The  Personnel  Committee  met  on  several  occasions  to: 

1.  Review  job  descriptions 

2.  Review  actual  v/ork  load  of  the  secretaries. 

3.  Review  programs  partially  funded  by  the  Home  Mission  Board  and 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  requirements  to 
receive  those  funds. 

PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE  FINDINGS: 

The  Personnel  Comnittee  found  that: 

1.  In  1968,  the  association  agreed  with  the  convention  that  it  would 
coordinate  the  work  of  the  missionary  to  the  Orientals.  The  as- 
sociation agreed  to  provide  an  office  and  secretarial  services. 

2.  In  1974,  the  association  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  con- 
vention regarding  Christian  Social  Ministries.  The  association 
agreed  to  employ  an  additional  secretary  to  help  facilitate  the 
work. 

3.  The  job  descriptions  of  the  various  people,  especially  the  two 
secretaries,  employed  by  the  association  appear  to  be  understated 
rather  than  overstated  specifically  in  the  areas  of  counseling 
and  referring. 

4.  The  role  C"^  the  association's  two  secretaries  is  vital  to  the  to- 
tal ministry  in  the  New  River  Baptist  Association. 
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CONCLUSION: 

The  Personnel  Committee  feels  that  the  motion  should  be  denied.  Any 
reduction  in  paid  secretarial  help  would  critically  reduce  the  effective 
role  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  in  its  total  ministry  efforts.

Personnel  Policies 

1 .  SICK  LEAVE 

A.  Will  accumulate  by  n^v  period  beginning  the  day  of  employment. 
The  maximum  days  acc":,iulated  each  year  will  be  twelve  days.  A 
total  of  sixty  (60)  days  may  be  accrued.  Sickness  beyond  this 
length  of  time  will  be  considered  by  the  Personnel  Committee. 
Part  time  employment  will  be  prorated. 

B.  Faimily  sickness  will  be  charged  as  sick  leave. 

C.  Accumulated  sick  leave  will  cover  the  period  of  disability  be- 
fore coverage  by  long  term  disability  or  social  security  disa- 
bility coverage  begins. 

D.  Sick  Leave  is  a  privilege  and  will  not  be  paid  beyond  hours  ac- 
cumulated. 

2.  EMERGENCY  LEAVE 

A.  Up  to  three  days  paid  emergency  leave  for  each  occurrence  will 
be  allowed  for  death  in  the  immediate  family — parent,  grandpar- 
ent, child,  in-law,  brother  or  sister.  Other  days  will  be  vac- 
ation. 

B.  Jury  duty  is  a  citizen  responsibility.  Employees  on  jury  duty 

will  be  paid  regular  salary.  Pay  received  from  the  courts  will 
be  reimbursed  to  the  association.  Allowances  and  acljustments  may 
be  made  for  part-time  employees. 

C.  Any  other  absences  will  be  without  pay  or  charged  to  vacation. 

D.  Exceptions,  including  bad  weather  conditions  must  be  approved 
by  the  Assoc iational  Missionary. 

E.  Four  hours  of  petty  leave  shall  be  granted  each  month  for  hour- 
ly employees.  It  shall  be  taken  with  the  approval  of  the  employ- 
ees supervisor.  No  hours  may  be  accrued.  Part  time  employment 
will  be  prorated. 

3  .   VA CA TI_0 N_S 

An  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  two  full  weeks  of  vacation  time 
each  year  with  pay,  provided  such  employee  begins  work  not  later  than 
March  1.  An  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  day  of  va- 
cation pay  for  each  full  calendar  year  of  service,  up  to  a  maximum 
of  three  full  weeks.  If  a  person  comes  into  employment  later  than 
March,  he  or  she  may  be  given  vacation  in  proportion  to  the  part  of 
the  year  the  employee  has  worked.  If  an  employee  resigns  from  his 
or  her  position  with  an  earned  vacation  not  having  been  taken,  one 
week  of  the  earned  vacation  time  shall  be  credited  to  his  or  her  salary. 

Part  time  employees  shall  be  entitled  to  one  week. vacation  with  a 
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maximum  of  two  weeks, 

4.   DISABILITY 

Each  case  will  be  determined  individually  by  the  Personnel  Com- 
mittee or  the  Executive  Board.

A.  '   In  beginning  employment  the  moving  expenses  of  household  goods 

for  a  professional  staff  member  will  be  paid. 

B.  The  travel  and  living  expenses  will  be  paid  to  interview  husband 
and  wife. 

C.  Travel  and  living  expenses  will  be  paid  for  husband  and  wife  when 
moving,  not  to  exceed  two  days. 

6.  REVIVAL,  CONFERENCES,  AND  SPECIAL  ENGAGEMENTS 

Apart  from  the  annual  sessions  of  the  Conventions,  the  North

This  is  not  easy  with  limited 
funds. 

This  past  year  some  minor  repairs  were  made.  The  exterior  of  the 
building  will  be  painted,  and  all  the  windows  reg lazed  before  the  winter. 

There  are  several  things  which  require  serious  attention.  The  re- 
maining areas  of  the  exterior  of  the  original  Welcome  Inn  building  needs 
to  be  covered  with  vinyl  siding.  Hopefully,  this  can  be  done  in  1981.  Of 
major  concern  is  the  continued  leaks  in  the  roof  of  the  new  building.

Several  outstanding  programs  in  evangelism  were  conducted  this  year. 
A  one  day  conference  on  Evangelism  was  held  at  Enon  Chapel  Church,  Jan- 
uary 21,  with  twelve  churches  and  pastor's  represented.  The  Rev.  Richard 
Everett  of  the  Department  of  Evangelism  of  North  Carolina  State  Convent- 
ion had  two  sessions  on  Bold  Evangelism  through  the  local  church. 

Mr.  Reid  Hardin,  Director  of  Lay  Renewal  at  the  Home  Mission  Board 
spoke  on  lay  involvement  in  evangelism  across  the  nation. 

The  sea  side  Men  and  Wives  Retreat  was  changed  to  a  banquet  meeting 
at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Jacksonville,  May  2. 

Dr.  Leroy  Parker,  pastor  of  Friendly  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  Greens- 
boro and  Mr.  Stanley  Haywood,  druggist,  speaking  on  personal  preparation 
and  action  strategies  in  evangelism.  There  were  seventy  people  attending. 

At  the  Pastor's  Conference  September  15,  Dr.  Victor  Cole  of  the 
North  Carolina  Department  of  Evangelism  lead  us  in  a  review  of  the  manual 
"Bold  Evangelism  Through  the  Local  Church." 

This  year  we  have  adopted  five  simple  and  practical  goals  for  our 
Association:  ^    .   ^, 

1.  Every  church  enlist  a  task  force  on  Evangelism,  and  equip  them 
for  their  work. 

2.  Every  church  provide  at  least  one  course  of  training  in  evangel- 
ism -  equipping  for  personal  work. 

3.  Every  church  set  some  definite  goal  for  an  increase  in  baptisms - 
with  a  goal  of  25%  increase  for  the  Association. 

4.  Every  church  make  a  study  of  the  Sunday  School  Roll  and  prepare 
a  list  of  all  unsaved  (or  unbaptized)  from  ages  12  and  up  and 
make  plans  to  personally  reach  them. 

5.  Every  church  make  a  study  of  their  church  roll,  make  plans  to 
seek  to  enroll  in  Sunday  School  all  those  who  are  not  presently 
enrolled.  . 

The  Conventions  goal  is  double  our  baptisms  by  1982.  That  is  double 
baptisms  from  year  1977.  We  have  increased  some  but  we  are  a  long  way 
behind.  The  only  hope  to  come  near  this  goal  will  be  to  involve  laymen 
in  personal  evangelism  in  larger  numbers. 

State-wide  simultaneous  Revivals  will  be  held  in  1982.  If  these 
meetings  are  to  constitute  real  revival  then  we  must  begin  now  an  all  out 
crusade  of  prayer  in  every  local  church.  We  also  must  get  serious  about 
enrolling  more  people  in  Bible  Study.

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Report  Of  The  Director  Of  Missions 


"WE  ARE  LABOURERS  TOGETHER  WITH  GOD" 

Among  the  situations  about  which  the  Apostle  Paul  was  concerned  in 
the  Corinthian  Church  were  their  divisions.  Some  members  were  claiming 
identification  with  Appollos,  some  with  Cephas,  others  with  Paul  him- 
self, and  still  others  boasted  of  being  followers  of  Christ!  The  apostle 
was  concerned  because  the  division  focused  attention  upon  the  groups  rat- 
her than  upon  the  cause  for  which  they  ought  to  be  committed. 

In  chapter  three  of  his  fist  letter  to  the  church  at  Corinth,  Paul 
asserts  that  they  all  were  labourers. ...  labourers  together  with  God. 
The  New  American  Standard  version  translates  verse  nine:  "For  we  are 
God's  fellow-workers;  you  are  God's  field,  God's  building." 

"We  are  God's  fellow-workers;  God's  field,  God's  building" you 

and  I  as  the  laity  and  the  clergy.  We  both  have  our  roles.  Our  minis- 
try should  complement  each  others.  Attention  should  not  be  fxused  upon 
us  as  groups,  rather  attention  should  be  focused  upon  the  cause  to  vliich 
we  all  should  be  committed. 

More  than  a  little  concern  is  being  registered  concerning  pastor- 
church  relations.  The  series  of  articles  written  by  Dr.  Cecil  Ray,  and 
published  in  the  Recorder,  punctuated  the  concern  of  many  people  across 
this  state.  Many  of  us  have  for  years  felt  that  one  of  the  more  serious 
causes  for  an  undeveloped  church  is  a  deteriorating  pastor-church  relat- 
ionship. Unfortunately,  the  magnitude  of  the  problem  is  too  well  doc- 
umented in  the  New  River  Association.  In  the  past  ten  years ,  eight  min- 
isters have  been  dismissed  by  vote  of  the  church  and  at  least  twenty- 
four  ministers  resigned  or  left  their  places  of  service  during  serious 
conflict.  Some  churches  have  fired  more  than  one  pastor,  and  some  pas- 
tors have  been  fired  two  or  more  times.  Why?  No  doubt  there  are  many 
contributing  factors.  Robert  Bruhn,  Director  of  the  Pastor  Church  Rel- 
ations Department,  made  a  study  of  66  churches  that  had  dismissed  their 
pastors  and  discovered  that  about  one-half  were  fired  because  of  person- 
ality clashes  or  leadership  style.  One-third  were  dismissed  because  of 
leadership  failures,  and  one-sixth  reflected  problems  of  understanding 
the  concept  of  ministry.  Presumably,  this  information  was  obtained  from 
the  lay  leadership  in  the  churches. 

If  the  Body  is  to  grow  and  be  productive,  it  must  be  in  a  good 
state  of  spiritual  health.  Spiritual  prosperity  cannot  exist  in  the  pre- 
sence of  tension  and  strife.  Deteriorating  relationships  contribute 
heavily  to  short  pastorates.  When  a  church  engages  in  the  process  of 
of  calling  a  pastor  e^ery  two  years,  time  itself  does  not  allow  the  op- 
portunity to  build  and  cultivate  relationships  which  are  necessary  to 
the  growth  and  development  of  the  church.  I  hear  from  pastors  and  the 
laity  alike  that  this  is  an  increasing  problem.  I  feel  that  it  has 
reached  an  "epidemic"  stage. 

No  doubt,  there  are  many  contributing  factors,  and  many  solutions 
offered  as  we  grapple  with  the  question  of  pastor-church  relations.  Our 
problem  did  not  occur  overnight,  and  the  solution  is  not  within  easy 
grasp.  Yet,  in  the  presence  of  great  difficulty,  we  must  not  flinch  be- 
fore our  task,  If  the  pastor-church  relationship  does  not  survive  the 
church  cannot  survive.  God  has  given  us  the  enormous  responsibility  for 
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maintaining  the  unity  of  the  Spirit,  The  apostle  admonishes  the  church 
at  Ephesus  to  work  diligently  to  preserve  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the 
bond  of  peace.  When  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  is  absent,  there  is  no  way 
to  please  Him  and  do  His  work. 

Moreover,  in  a  theological  as  well  as  a  practical  context, there  mist 
be  a  renewed  discovery  and  understanding  of  the  call  to  the  Christian 
ministry.  The  call  to  the  ministry  is  not  the  only  call  which  God  ex- 
tends to  Christians.  No  doubt,  however,  the  call  to  the  Christian  min- 
istry is  unique  and  one  which  must  not  be  entered  into  unadvisedly,  per- 
haps fools  rush  in  where  angels  fear  to  tread,  but  may  I  say  that,  in 
our  judgement,  there  seems  to  be  those  in  the  ministry  who  look  upon  it 
as  a  profession  which  was  chosen  without  any  cognizance  of  a  divine  call. 
First,  last,  and  always,  the  call  to  the  Christian  ministry  comprises 
that  unique  relationship  which  a  person  has  with  God,  which  has  the  Al- 
mighty as  the  Initiator.  Writing  about  the  prophet  Jeremiah's  call, John 
Skinner,  in  his  book  Prophecy  and  Rel  igion,  says  that  the  call  of  a  pro- 
phet was  not  merely  an  anct  of  self -discovery,  but  of  self-surrender  to 
a  personal  Being  who  knows  even  before  He  is  known  and  chooses  His  ser- 
vants before  they  choose  Him. 

Perhaps  there  is  needed  a  rediscovery  by  the  minister  and  by  the 
laity,  of  what  is  inherent  in  the  call.  We  are  dealing  here  with  the 
Word  and  will  of  God — we  are  dealing  also  with  the  yery  destinies  of 
of  human  beings.  There  must  be  a  renewed  appreciation  of  the  role  which 
is  uniquely  the  ministers'.  However,  the  minister  should  never  forget 
the  lowly  and  servant  stature  of  the  Galillean  who  stated  that  hewhois 
great  is  the  servant  of  all.  No  one  bosses  the  Body,  not  even  the  Lord 
excercises  that  style  of  leadership.  Though,  the  Body  must  respond  to 
the  spiritual  leadership  of  God's  servant. 

There  is  a  pressing  need  for  churches,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Spirit  to  chart  their  couses,  rather  than  to  roam  aimlessly  year  after 
year  in  the  desert.  A  real  good  time  to  do  this  is  anytime;  but,  it 
desperately  needs  to  be  done  when  the  fellowship  •  becomes  pastorless. 
"What  kind  of  pastor  are  you  looking  for",  the  pulpit  committee  is  asked? 
"Why  one  that  loves  God,  people,  and  preaches  the  Gospel."  Well'  now, 
that  kind  of  preacher  is  not  too  hard  to  find.  The  way,  however,  that 
the  minister  percieves  the  manner  in  which  these  attributes  are  to  be 
translated  and  applied  may  be  totally  different  from  those  of  the  con- 
gregation. A  church  and  its  new  pastor  must  have  the  same  goals ^  dreams, 
and  aspirations.  A  church  needs  to  seriously  grapple  with  the  issues 
which  they  NOW  face.  What  does  the  Lord  want  them  to  do  now... and  five 
to  ten  years  from  now?  What  are  some  of  the  emphases  which  ought  to  be 
made  in  light  of  the  needs  of  the  community  which  is  constantly  changing? 
Then  under  the  leadership  of  the  Spirit,  seek  out  a  man  whose  views  and 
style  of  ministry  are  most  compatible  with  those  of  the  church. 

An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure.  A  lot  of  heart 
ache  can  be  prevented  if  a  church  knows  how  it  arrived  at  its  present 
state,  where  it  is  going,  and  how  it  is  going  to  get  there.  If  the  min- 
ister with  whom  the  Committee  is  dealing  knows  these  facts,  he  can-better 
fathom  God's  will  for  his  life  in  regards  to  his  possible  relationship 
with  that  congregation.  God  leads  committees,  and  God  calls  pastors; 
but.  He  does  not  do  it  in  a  vacuum  of  ignorance.  I  sometimes  think  that 
God  gets  the  blame  for  some  unions  with  which  He  was  not  even  involved. 
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The  purpose  of  my  remarks  concerning  the  pastor-church  relationship 
in  this  address  is  meant  to  focus  attention  upon  that  which  many  Bap- 
tists across  this  state  recognize  as  a  serious  problem.  It  is  serious 
because  it  breaks  fellowship.  It  is  serious  because  it  frustrates  the 
Spirit,  and  encumbers  the  very  nature  and  purpose  of  the  Great  Commission. 
In  all  probability,  the  Convention  when  it  convenes  in  Novemberwill 
be  asked  to  appoint  a  Commission  with  the  assigned  task  to  make  a  study  of 
the  problem,  offer  some  recommentations,  and  hopefully  offer  some  re- 
sources. I  sometimes  wonder  if  Associations  could  benefit  from  the  work 
of  an  Assoiciational  Committee  comprised  of  both  the  laity  and  the  clergy 
who  would  be  available,  IF  CALLED  UPON,  to  give  assistance  to  churches 
and  pastors  in  this  delicate  area.  Perhaps  a  committee  could  assist  the 
church  and  its  pulpit  committee  in  helping  them  identify  some  needs,  help 
them  down  the  road  of  self  discovery. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  Church,  historically,  has  made  its  great- 
est progress  when  it  faces  difficulties  and  opposition.  BUT  FROM  WITH- 
OUT, NOT  FROM  WITHIN.  United,  in  step,  and  in  harmony  we  can  storm  the 
gates  of  hell  itself.  Disgruntled,  and  divided  we  cannot  even  hold  the 
fort.  Let  us  deal  realistically  with  the  issues.  Let  us  be  courageous, 
and  innovative,  but 

"Lord  make  us  instruments  of  thy  peace.  Where  there  is 
hatred,  let  us  sow  love,  where  there  is  injury,  pardon. 
Were  there  is  discord,  union,  where  there  is  doubt,faith, 
where  there  is  despair,  hope,  where  there  is  darkness, 
light,  and  where  there  is  sadness  joy. 
Divine  Master,  grant  that  we  may  not  so  much  seek  to  be 
consoled,  as  to  console,  to  be  understood  as  to  under- 
stand, to  be  loved,  as  to  love.  For  it  is  in  pardoning 
that  we  are  pardoned,  and  it  is  in  dying  that  we  are 
born  to  eternal  life.  Amen." 

Welcome  Inn  Report 

Not  too  long  ago  a  young  man  walked  into  the  Welcome  Inn  Servivemen's 
Center  and  said,  "Wow,  this  is  the  largest  Christian  Servicemen's  Center 
I  have  ever  seen."  We  are  proud  of  the  facility  that  God  has  given  to  us 
and  it  is  our  intent  to  use  it  for  His  glory. 

The  Servicemen's  Center  provides  an  attractive  place  for  marines  who 
come  to  town.  With  the  addition  of  Mary  Bell  Jarman  to  the  Staff,  the 
center  is  able  to  provide  a  quiet,  home  away  from  home  atmosphere  for  the 
men  and  women  who  use  the  facilities.  We  are  also  able  to  provide  a 
Christian  place  for  young  people  who  want  to  be  married.  All  couples  are 
counseled  and  many  become  Christians  during  this  time.  We  performed  over 
30  weddings  this  year,  for  couples  who  wanted  a  better  atmosphere  to  be- 
gin their  lives  together  than  the  magistrate's  office. 

This  past  year  has  seen  a  dramatic  increase  in  many  areas.  While  we 
maintained  the  same  amount  of  people  through  the  center;  approximately 
7,000  registered  and  came  into  the  Servicemen's  Center  this  year.  An  in- 
crease from  49  last  year  to  150  this  year  were  saved  and  that  is  what  the 
center  is  all  about. 

It  gives  us  great  joy  to  see  young  men  and  women  come  in  for  free 
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coffee  and  cake  and  find  God's  gift  of  eternal  life  through  "Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord."  These  young  Christians  are  encouraged  to  unite  with  a  local 
Baptist  Church. 

We  have  also  seen  an  increase  in  worship  service.  Attendance  from 
250  last  year  to  over  1,000  this  year.  Part  of  that  was  due  to  one  of 
our  supporting  chuches  using  the  Chapel  for  their  regular  worship  ser- 
vice during  the  March  snow  storm  last  spring.. 

Individual  conferences  were  up  from  72  to  240  this  year.  We  had  850 
attending  our  Bible  studies  over  the  year. 

None  of  this  would  be  possible  without  your  faithful  support.  We 
want  to  thank  all  the  churches  for  giving  to  Associational  Missions  to 
make  this  outreach  possible  and  also  thank  the  ladies  for  the  wonderful 
cakes  and  food  that  has  been  provided  and  the  Assistant  Directors  for 
their  services. 

We  hope  and  pray  there  will  be  more  souls  saved  in  1981  than  there 
was  this  yedr.    Continue  to  pray  for  this  ministry.

May  of  1980  marked  the  twelfth  year  that  I  have  had  the  privilege  to 
work  among  the  Oriental  people  in  this  area  and  the  New  River  Baptist  As- 
sociation.  Each  of  those  years  have  had  a  yery   special  meaning  and  a 
reminder  of  the  blessings  that  God  has  given  me  that  I  have  this  oppor- 
tunity to  serve  Him. 

During  the  1979-80  year  period,  work  among  the  Orientals  includes 
the  following:  (a)  Weekly  Bible  Study  Classes  at  Welcome  Inn,  (b)  Home 
Bible  Study  Classes  in  various  homes,  (c)  Visiting  the  sick  in  hospitals 
and  homes,  (d)  Assisting  bereaved  families,  (e)  Personal  and  domestic 
conferences  and  counseling,  (f)  Providing  assistance  in  English-Japanese 
communications  when  there  existed  a  language  barrier  problem  of  inter- 
pretation and  understanding,  ie.  ,  legal,  social,  medical,  etc, ,  (g)  Evan- 
gelism visitations,  (h)  Nursing,  Rest  Home  Visitations,  (i)  Arrangement 
and  assiting  in  rendering  necessary  aid  to  needy  famil ies,  (j)  Assistance 
in  locating  employment  for  the  needy  unemployed,  (k)  Organizing  and  as- 
sisting arts  and  crafts  classes,  (1)  Distribution  of  Christian  literature 
and  Bibles,  (m)  Fellowship  meeting  each  Quarter  at  Welcome  Inn,  (n)  As- 
sist in  Oriental  work  in  the  Fayettevil  le,-Fort  Bragg  area  when  requested.

Special  Ministries  Report 

There  are  many  exciting  things  happening  in  the  area  of  Special  Min- 
istries in  New  River  Baptist  Association.  Many  people  1 ive  in  areas  some- 
times known  as  "pocket"  areas  where  reaching  in  and  involving  them  in 
local  churches  is  extremely  difficult.  With  these  situations  existing 
many  times  practically  right  at  our  doorsteps,  it  becomes  our  task  to  de- 
velop methods  or  strategies  that  will  involve  people.

Holiday  Mobile  Home  City  is  just  such  an  area.  In  trying  to  build 
a  work  in  Holiday,  we  have  made  many  interesting  discoveries.  Some  of  our 
efforts  have  gone  unrewarded,  some  have  been  very  successful,  and  some 
have  been  smashing  failures.  But  with  each  effort,  we  become  more  know- 
ledgable. 

In  building  and  carrying  on  a  work  such  as  this,  the  total  minis- 
try must  be  centered  around  building  and  maintaining  personal  relation- 
ships. The  family  movies.  Backyard  Bible  Clubs,  Mother's  Day  Out, Bible 
studies,  craft  classes,  all  revolve  around  the  relationships  that  are 
developed  and  maintained  with  individuals  and  families  within  the  area. 
It  is  through  these  relationships  that  Christ's  love  and  concern  for  the 
individual  must  be  communicated  and  demonstrated. 

Mrs.  Dot  Butters  is  doing  a  good  job  in  a  most  difficult  situation 
in  coordinating  the  programs  in  Holiday  while  personally  visiting  and 
building  relationships  with  as  many  families  as  possible.  Crochet  class- 
es, Backyard  Bible  Clubs,  Mission  Vacation  Bible  School,  children's  mov- 
ies, Bible  classes,  all  have  been  a  part  of  the  programs  offered  in  Hol- 
iday, Contact  has  been  made  with  more  than  one  hundred  families »  with 
a  continuing  relationship  being  maintained  with  many  of  these.  Several 
decisions  for  Christ  have  been  made,  both  by  adults  and  by  children. 
Plans  are  now  underway  to  begin  a  Mother's  Day  Out  program.  Big  A  Clubs, 
and  more  craft  classes,  in  addition  to  Home  Bible  studies. 

Our  two  Summer  Workers,  Mrs.  Evelyn  Hudler  and  Miss  Leshia  Odum, 
did  a  fine  job  in  helping  several  churches  in  our  Association  conduct 
Backyard  Bible  Clubs  and  Mission  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  Theyalso  were 
able  to  help  obtain  survey  and  statistical  information  in  several  sub- 
divisions which  will  be  valuable  as  churches  either  begin  or  increase 
activities  in  these  areas. 

The  Clothing  Closet  ministry,  under  the  direction  of  our  Clothing 
Closet  Coordinator,  Mrs.  Mary  Bell  Jarman,  is  continuing  to  meet  many  of 
the  community's  needs.  More  than  800  applicants  have  been  helped  during 
the  past  year.  The  atmosphere  inside  the  Clothing  Closet  is  much  improv- 
ed due  to  hard  work  and  extra  hours  of  cleaning  and  straightening.  The 
volunteers  are  finding  a  much  more  pleasant  place  in  which  to  work. 

Our  Crises  Intervention  ministry  continues  to  play  a  ^ery  important  part 
in  the  life  of  our  community.  Individual  conferences  were  held  with  ap- 
proximately 200  people  in  emergency  or  crisis  situations.  Their  nfeeds 
ranged  from  food,  shelter,  electrical  bills,  rent,  gasoline  or  transpor- 
tation, gas  for  cooking  and  heating,  to  abused  wives  and  families  and 
their  particular  needs,  and  abused  and  neglected  children  in  their  un- 
ique situations.  Many  more  victems  of  family  violence  are  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  services  offered  by  the  24-hour  Crisis  telephone  line 
operated  through  the  Associational  office.  An  excellent  staff  of  vol- 
unteer counselors  is  available  to  help  meet  needs  in  a  particularly 
painful  part  of  many  families'  lives  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

One  of  the  main  areas  of  concern  in  our  ministry  continues  to  be 
that  of  the  family.  My  wife  and  I  are  trained,  both  through  the  Assoc- 
iation of  Couples  for  Marriage  Enrichment  (ACME)  and  through  the  Family 
Ministries  Department  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  in  Nashville,  in  lead- 
ing Marriage  Enrichment  Conferences  and  Retreats.  I  am  also  trained  in 
the  Systematic  Training  for  Effective  Parenting  (STEP)  program.  We  have 
been  invited  into  several  of  our  local  churches  to  lead  conferences  and 
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are  looking  forward  to  the  opportunity  of  leading  many  more  during  the 
coming  year.  This  is  an  excellant  program,  not  to  make  bad  marriages 
good,  but  to  make  good  marriages  even  better.  For  more  information  con- 
cerning this,  contact  either  your  local  pastor,  or  myself  at  the  Assoc- 
iational  Office.

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Executive  Board  Report 


November  27,  1979 

Met  at  Calvary  Baptist  Church  with  eleven  churches  represented;  Beth- 
lehem, Calvary,  Enon  Chapel,  Jacksonville  First,  Maysvi  lie  First  Midville, 
Piney  Grove,  Providence,  Richlands  First,  Salem,  and  Swansboro  First. 
James  Sides,  Moderator,  presided. 

Missions  Committee:  1.  Recommended  approval  of  a  request  for  $2,500 
in  pastoral  aid  for  the  support  of  mission  work  in  the  College  Park  area 
of  Jacksonville  for  the  year  1980.  The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jackson- 
ville would  be  primary  sponsor  and  Calvary  Batptist  Church  and  First  Bap- 
tist Church  as  co-sponsors.  Norman  Aycock  made  a  motion  that  this  re- 
commendation be  accepted,  seconded  by  Walter  Johnson,  and  the  motion  pass- 
ed unanimously. 

2.  Mr.  Aycock  reviewed  the  MAP  (Mission  Advance  Program).  Funds  from 
MAP  would  be  used  to  provide  for  (a)  paying  for  the  addition  to  Welcome 
Inn,  (b)  buying  land  for  new  work,  and  (c)  beginning  new  missions  or  miss- 
ion type  work.  This  program  would  be  sustained  by  individuals  who  would 
contribute  $25  twice  a  year.  Mr.  Aycock  made  a  motion  that  MAP  be  adop- 
ted, seconded  by  Bill  Davis,  and  the  motion  carried. 

Finance  Committee:  Walter  Johnson  made  a  motion  that  the  Executive 
Board  authorize  the  expenditure  of  $3,000  for  the  College  Park  Baptist 
Church  prior  to  December  31,  1979.  This  was  seconded  by  Garland  Foushee, 
and  the  motion  carried. 

January  15,1980 

Met  at  Memorial  Baptist  Church  with  sixteen  churches  represented: 
Bear  Creek,  Bethlehem,  Blue  Creek,  Calvary,  Centerview, Enon  Chapel,  Grant 's 
Creek,  Hallsville,  Jacksonville  First,  Kellum,  Maple  Hil 1,  Maysvil  1  e  First, 
Memorial,  Midville,  Providence,  and  Salem.  James  Sides,  Moderator,  pre- 
sided. 

Church  Programs  Committee:  David  Kime  explained  the  function  of  the 
committee  and  introduced  Mary  Piner,  Carroll  Fonvielle,  and  Evelyn  Hud- 
ler,  who  explained  the  various  programs  of  the  committee.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I,   NAME 

The  name  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Assoc- 
ation,  cooperating  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II.   PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian 
fellowship  and  cooperation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  As- 
sociation; to  uphold  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith 
and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and  practice  these  doc- 
trines and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's 
Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to 
promote  missions,  benevolence,  stewardship,  Christian  education,  and 
the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth;  and  to  coop- 
erate with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 


ARTICLE  III.   MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated 
churches  and  missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and 
missions  affiliated  with  the  body,  and  the  Executive  Board  Members  of 
the  year  ended.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three 
(3)  elected  messengers  plus  the  pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100) 
members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional  messenger  for  each  one 
hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the  first  one 
hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled  to 
more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certi- 
fied in  the  annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  Associational  meeting, 
and  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  participate  in  the  affairs  of  the 
body . 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Bap- 
tist Churches,  or  newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches,  may  pe- 
tition by  letter  for  membership  in  this  association.  The  letter  of 
petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions  Committee  not  latter  than 
thirty  (30)  days  preceding  the  annual  meeting.  Upon  recommendation  of 
me  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two  -  thirds 
v2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present;  provided  the  membership  for  the 
first  year  shall  be  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association,  After 
which  time,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the 
church  will  be  granted  full  membership  in  the  Association. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to 
unite  with  another  association  be  presenting  a  written  request  of  same 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Association  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an  Assoc- 
iational letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual  meeting  or 
that  fails  to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at 
large  and  this  Association  shall  be  counseled  with  by  a  special  com- 
mittee which  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  Executive  Board  meeting 
after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  If  such  church  has  not 
mended  its  way  by  the  next  annual  meeting,  the  Association,  with  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  present  and  voting,  may  withdraw  fellow- 
ship. Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into 
the  fellowship  of  the  Association  through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon 
recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by 
a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the 
regular  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV.   AUTHORITY 

The  Association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the 
right  to  determine  its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This 
body  shall  never  exercise  any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches 
which  are  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  Association  will  stand  ready  to 
lend  any  assistance  or  counsel  to  any  church  making  request  for  such 
help. 
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ARTICLE  V.    OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTIONS 
SECTION  A.   ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice  Modera- 
tor, Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  Historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nomina- 
ted by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association  and  elected  by  a 
majority  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  (Their  nomin- 
ation does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  They  shall  serve 
until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or 
until  their  successors  sliall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  Moderator 
and  Vice  Moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive 
years  of  service. 

SECTION  B.   DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  and  Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of 
the  Associtation  in  an  orderly  manner  and  Cristian  spirit.  (He  may  for 
good  reason  ask  other  officers  or  members  of  the  body  to  preside  at 
times. ) 

2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  in  the  absence 
of  or  at  the  direction  of  the  Moderator  and  shall  assist  the  Moderator 
in  such  ways  as  he  may  direct.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association  and  its  Executive  Board,  The  Clerk 
shall  superintend  the  compilation,  printing,  and  distributing  of  the 
Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and  other  important  papers 
of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for  this 
service . 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  disburse  by  check  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the 
adopted  Associational  Budget,  or  according  to  the  specific  instructions 
of  the  Association,  upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  author- 
ized. He  shall  keep  records  of  all  monies  received,  with  sources  and 
designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of 
the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association  for  ap- 
proval. The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  and  the  records  audited  accord- 
ing to  the  policy  of  the  Executive  Board. 

5.  The  Historian  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the 
Association,  beginning  with  the  organization.  The  Association  shall 
request  the  churches  and  individuals  who  may  possess  historical  inform- 
ation abpu.t;  the  Association  to  make  it  accessible  to  the  Historian.  He 
shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal  year  and  present 
his  annual  report  to  the  Association  for  adoption. 

6.  All  officers  shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  churches  af- 
filiated with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI.   STAFF  MEMBERS 

A.   GENERAL 

1.  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing 
for  the  financial  welfare  of  its  employees  within  the  framework  of  the 
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budget  or  that  which  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board . 

2.  The  personnel  Committee  shall,  annually,  before  the  budget  is 
prepared,  review  the  salaries  and  other  benefits  of  the  employees  of 
the  Association  and  make  recommendations  regarding  the  financial  bene- 
fits to  the  Finance  Committee  and/or  the  Executive  Board  or  Association. 
Moreover,  the  Personnel  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  regarding 
sick  leave,  vacations,  etc. 

B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

1.  Calling 

When  the  office  of  Associational  Missionary  ia  vacated,  the  Execut- 
ive Board  or  the  Association  will  elect  a  special  committee  compossed 
of  five  persons  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  finding 
a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The  committee  shall  bring  only  one 
name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Associtation  and  action  may 
be  taken  by  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its  Ex- 
ecutive Board  in  a  regular  of  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particu- 
lar matter  there  must  be  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  membership  churches 
represented  in  order  to  constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of 
two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those  persons  present  shall  be  necessary  for  an  ex- 
tension of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)  vote,  the  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

The  relationship  of  the  Associational  Missionary  to  the  Associat- 
ion may  be  dissolved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Associat- 
ion or  its  Executive  Board.  In  either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  not- 
ice shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relationship,  unless  otherwise 
mutually  agreed  upon. 

3.  Duties 

The  Associational  Missionary  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Associa- 
tion and  the  Executive  Board  through  the  Personnel  Committee,  and  shall 
execute  his  duties  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  the  job  des- 
cription. 

C.  DIRECTOR  OF  WELCOME  INN 

1.  Calling 

He  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Missions 
Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  with  concurrence  of  the  Director 
of  Special  Ministries.  He  shall  be  called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote 
of  the  Executive  Board. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Associa- 
tional Missionary  at  lease  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  date. 
Employment  may  be  terminated  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Associa-- 
tional  Missionary  to  the  Missions  Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee 
and  upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board,  A  notice  of 
thirty  (30)  days  shall  be  given.  If  mutually  agreed  upon,  the  thirty 
(30)  days  shall  be  given.  If  mutually  agreed  upon,  the  thirty  (30) 
days  may  be  waived. 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Director  of  Special  Minis"^ 
tries  and  shall  execute  his  duties  in  accordance  with  the  job  descrip- 
tion. 
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D.   Director  of  Special  Ministries 

1.  Calling 

He  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Missions 
Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Assoc- 
iational  Missionary.  He  shall  be  called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the  Executive  Board. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Associa- 
tional  Missionary  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  day. 
Employment  may  be  terminated  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions 
Committee  and  the  Personnel  Committee  and  upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote 
of  the  Executive  Board.  A  notice  of  thirty  (30)  days  shall  be  given.  If 
mutually  agreed  upon,  the  thirty  (30)  days  may  be  waived. 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  associational  Missionary 
and  shall  execute  his  duties  in  accordance  with  the  job  description. 

ARTICLE  VII.    ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A.   EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive   Board  consisting  of 
the  pastor  and  two  lay  representatives  from  each  church  and  mission. 
The  lay  representatives  shall  be  elected  by  their  churches.  The  quorum 
of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  member  from 
one-third  (1/3)  of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Historian 
shall  be  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Assoc- 
iation between  sessions,  promote  programs  authorized  by  the  Association 
and  carry  out  all  directives  given  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational 
officers,  the  various  departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  an- 
nual report  to  the  association  of  all  work  carried  on  and  of  all  fin- 
ances handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  pro- 
ject any  new  work  or  project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  ma- 
jority of  the  Executive  Board  members  present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special 
sessions  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION  B.   ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Associ- 
ation, the  professionally  employed  staff  of  the  Association,  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  Programs  Committee,  and  the  Chair  Persons  of  all 
other  standing  committees.  The  Associational  Missionary  shall  serve 
as  chairman.  In  his  absence,  the  moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman,  or 
he  may  appoint  a  chairman. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular 
session  of  the  Executive  Board.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the 
request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases 
of  the  various  groups  and  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It 
shall  strive  for  a  smooth  operation  of  the  Associational  program. 
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A.  The  Council,  in  cooperation  with  the  Associational  ftission- 
ary,  shall  serve  as  the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a 
printed  program  of  events  to  the  Executive  Board  at  its  July  meeting, 

SECTION  C.   COMMITTEES 

In  order  to  facilitate  its  work,  the  Association  shall  have  the 
committees  so  listed  in  this  section.  Additional  committees,  either 
standing  or  special,  may  be  added  at  the  Executive  Board  Meeting  by 
majority  vote.  The  duties  of  the  committees  shall  be  understood  to  be 
consistent  with  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  promotional  literature  for 
their  respective  areas  of  responsibility  as  produced  or  approved  by  the 
denomination,  and  set  forth  in  this  constitution.  Additional  to  any 
other  reports,  all  committees  shall  make  an  annual  written  report  to 
the  Association.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  no  later 
than  the  last  day  ot  the  Associational  year.  All  committee  members 
shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  New 
River  Baptist  Association;  The  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees 
shall  be  elected  at  the  April  Executive  Board  meeting. 

1 .  CHURCH  PROGRAMS  COMMITTEE 

The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  persons.  It  shall  have 
the  responsibility  of  providing  leadership,  training,  and  promotion  for 
Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Music,  Brotherhood,  and  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Union  work.  The  members  of  this  Committee  shall  be  elected  at 
the  April  Executive  Board  meeting. 

2.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the 
Consitution  and  By-Laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them 
up  to  date,  and  to  present  any  changes  to  the  Association  for  its  con- 
sideration.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  persons. 

3.  rVANCELiSM  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  ef- 
fective program  of  Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Con- 
vention Agencies  and  the  Association.  It  shall  plan  and  promote  sim- 
ultaneous crusades  and  evangelistic  rallies  to  lift  the  evangelistic 
spirit  of  the  Association  and  its  compassion  for  non-Christians. 

4.  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

ci .   This  committee  shall  be   composed  of  five   members  and  the 
Treasurer . 

b.   It  shall  study  the  Association's  financial   needs   for  ar 
adequate  program.    It  shall  prepare  a   budget  which  shall  be  presented 
to  the  July  Executive  Board  meeting.   The   budget  shall   be   officiall}/ 
adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session  and  shall  become  effec- 
tive January  1 .  '.  ' 

5.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  persons.  It  shall  have 
the  responsibility  for  devloping  and  implementing  the  missions  strategy 
of  the  Association.  It  shall  plan,  conduct  and  evaluate  the  missions 
program  of  the  Association. 

a.  It  shall  help  churches  commit  themselves  to  mission  work. 

b.  It  shall  provide  and   interpret   information  on  mission 
needs  in  the  Associational  territory  to  the  churches  in  the  Association. 

c.  It  shall  assist  churches  in  training  persons   for  mission 
work. 
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d.  It  shall  assist  churches  in  doing  mission  work. 

e.  It  shall  encourage  churches  and  Associational  organiza- 
tions to  do  mission  work,  and,  when  necessary,  conduct  mission  work 
not  being  done. 

f.  It  shall  seek  to  promote  stewardship  conciousness  and 
mission  giving  among  the  churches,  giving  special  assistance  in  promot- 
ing special  offerings. 

6.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

a.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to 
guide,  advise,  and  coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nomi- 
nate the  general  Associational  officers,  Associational  committees,  or- 
ganizational officers,  representatives  as  requested  by  the  Association, 
which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate  to  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have  occured . 
Nominations  by  the  Committee  do  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor . 

b.  Membership:   The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
five  members,  either  pastors,  laymen  or  laywomen,   named  for  one  year. 
It  is  considered  a  good  policy  to  have  a  "carryover"  of  one  or  two  mem- 
bers from  the  previous   year's   Committee.    The   Nominating  Committee 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational  Council  and  elected  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  in  January. 

7.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  comp- 
osed of  five  ordained  ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee 
shall  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  for  churches  and  ministerial  candi- 
dates seeking  assistance.  The  Committee  shall  assist  any  church  which, 
by  formal  action  of  the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the  examinat- 
ion of  candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry,  provided  that:  at  the  time 
of  such  a  request  the  church  requesting  the  examination  or  the  church 
in  which  the  candidate  holds  membership  shall  furnish  the  Ordaining 
Committee  information  concerning  the  candidate's  background,  training, 
experience  and  character  and  the  candidate  and  the  church  making  their 
request  be  at  such  a  negotiating  stage  that  a  call  from  the  church  seems 
forthcoming  and  the  church  make  its  request  to  the  Ordaining  Committee 
prior  to  the  aforementioned  call. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate 
well  in  advance  of  the  ordination  service,  at  which  time  the  candidate 
will  be  offered  a  "preparation  guide"  describing  the  nature  and  content 
of  his  examination. 

c.  No  date  or  time  for  the  service  of  ordination  shall  be  set 
by  the  church  requesting  the  examination  until  it  has  received  a  favor- 
able recommendation  from  the  Ordaining  Committee  of  the  New  River  Bapt- 
ist Association.  Upon  completing  of  the  examination  the  Committee 
shall  make  its  recommendation  to  the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of 
the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the 
church  in  planning  and  carrying  out  the.  ordination  service. 

8.  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 

The  Personnel   Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.    The 
Committee  shall  be  charged  with  all  personnel  matters  relative   to  all 
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employees  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  or  its  Executive  Board, 
except  in  the  employment  of  the  Associational  Missionary.   The  Commit- 
tee in  cooperation  with  the  guidance  of  other  committees  which   relate 
to  an  employee's  work,  shall  maintain  a  current  job  description  consis- 
tant  with  the  position  and  requirements  of  the  employee. 

9.   PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who  shall 
be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of 
the  annual  meeting  and  in  planning  the  program  for  the  annual  meeting. 

10.  PROPERTIES  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility  to  have  general  oversight  of  the  condition,  state  of  re- 
pair, and  appearance  of  all  Associational  properties  and  of  equipment 
which  is  used  in  maintaining  the  properties.  The  Committee  shall  auth- 
orize such  purchases  and  repairs  as  needed  and  as  provided  for  by  the 
budget . 

11.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons.  It 
shall  draw  up  resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  Associational  body  shall 
deem  necessary.  These  shall  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  or  to  the  Executive  Board. 

12.  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term 
of  office  sliall  be  for  three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expir- 
ing each  year.  Upon  the  expiration  of  a  term  of  service,  the  trustee 
may  or  may  not  be  re-elected  to  another  term  of  three  years  after  a 
waiting  period  of  one  year. 

Duties:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal 
matters.  They  shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition 
and  disposal  of  Associational  property.  They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of 
conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all 
suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in  them  by  the  Association.  They  shall 
have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Association,  and  are 
not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to  be  legal  assignees 
of  the  Association.  All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees,  as  Associ- 
ational Officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written  resolution  duly  adopted  by 
the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  directing  and  authorizing  the 
Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associational  Mod^ 
erator  and  Clerk. 

13.  YOUTH  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility  to  promote  emphases  and  programs  which  are  specifically 
designatedto  assist  the  Youth.  Moreover,  it  shall  seek  to  coordinate 
youth  programs  and  activities  in  the  Association. 

SECTION  E.   SPECIAL  EMPHASIS  COMMITTEE 

The  coomittee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  It  shall  be  its 
responsibility  to  promote  the  work  of: 

1.  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Special  effort  shall  be  made  to  promote  the  ministries  and  serv- 
vices  of  Christian  Higher  Education.  ■   ,  . 

2.  SOCIAL  SERVICE  MINISTRIES 

The  Committee  shall  promote  the   work  of   the   Children's  Homes, 


Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital, 

3.  THE  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION 

4.  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

5.  THE  ANNUITY  BOARD  OF  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

6.  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 
SECTION  F.   SERVICEMEN'S  CENTER 

The  Servicemen's  Center  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Association  and  shall  be  related  to  the  organizational  structure 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  organizations.  Guidelines  for  the  op- 
eration of  the  Center  shall  be  kept  current  by  the  Missions  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.   MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the 
power  to  change  the  stated  time  and/or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in 
case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  The  Executive  Beard  shall  promote 
the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its  promotional  organizat- 
ions, and  its  standing  committees. 

ARTICLE  IX.   AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present 
and  voting,  provided  notice  of  such  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at 
the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board  meeting,  and  provided  it  is  read 
in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in  another  ses'- 
sion  of  the  annual  meeting. 

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I.  In  parlimentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed 
by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  calendar 
year.  Annual  reports  should  cover  the  associational  year  which  is  from 
October  1  to  September  30  inclusive. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  in 
the  month  of  October.  The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by 
the  Program  Committee  or  other  authorized  by  the  Association  and  approv- 
ed by  the  body.  The  Executive  Board  may  make  such  adjustments  in  the 
time,  place,  and  preacher  as  may  become  necessary  because  of  circumstan- 
ces which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole  body . 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  Association  must  be  members  of 
churches  within  the  Association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized-  for 
their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to  Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  pro- 
grams . 

ARTICLE  V.  All  Associational  organizations  and  regular  committees 
shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  and/ 
or  the  Association.  The  Executive  Board  shall  excercise  authority  over 
these  organizations  and  committees  only  to  the  extent  of  determining 
whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of  the  organizational  pro- 
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grams  as  approved  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI,  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for 
miscellaneous  business  at  each  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be 
provided  for  at  each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  re- 
lating to  phases  of  our  Baptist  work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Pro- 
gram Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Messengers  to  the  Association  shall  be  accorded  e- 
qual  rights  and  privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who 
desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the  Moderator,  and  be  recognized 
before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on 
any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring  to  speak 
have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the 
body,  the  Moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by 
a  majority  vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been 
read  to  the  body  not  later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  be- 
fore the  last  session.
